Two Waterproofs

Kansas Cats 


I enjoyed Jack O’Connor’s story on 
“The Mountain Lion’ in the November 
issue. I learned something of the art 
of tracking and killing cats (we called 
them panthers) in northern Arkansas 
and southern Missouri when I was a 
boy. By the time I was 20 I'd killed 
three. When I moved to Kansas, I 
thought I’d hunted my last cat. Some 
years ago I read about people seeing 
big cats, but I just couldn’t fit these 
stealthy creatures into the Kansas ter- 
rain. There had to be hills and gulches 
for cover. I couldn’t have been more 
wrong. 

Last fall a farmer near Hutchinson 
reported the loss of 52 sheep in one 
night. I became interested after one 
expert said the killing had been done 
by coyotes, and I went to this farm to 
investigate. In no time I was on the 
trail of tracks made by two adult cats 
—one male and one female. I had good 
luck in sighting these and other cats. 
Their heads, which they carry within 
inches of the ground when they travel, 
are small and round. One of the cats 
in the 160-170 lb. class has a track 
that is close to 1% x 2% in. on hard 
ground. 

I’m quite sure these are not the same 
cats we called panthers that I hunted 
as a young man, and they also differ 
in some respects from the pictures I’ve 
seen of mountain lions. But we do have 
cats in, of all places, Kansas.—W. F.

earlier had burned like a flame 

thrower was at long last sinking 
behind a stand of pines on the west 
bank of the Hammonasset River, my 
favorite tidal stream in Connecticut.

I waited for as long as it took me to 
smoke half a pipeful before I made 
another cast. This was no time for 
haste—the prize was too great.

When he drew to 
within inches of the fly, he rose high 
enough to produce a wake with his 
dorsal fin and, with his snout almost 
touching, drifted behind it. A minute 
of suspense dragged by until the fly 
bobbled into the riffles below the pool. 
Then, as before, the lunker turned 
away.

A small fish struck as I started to 
lift the fly out of the riffles. I set the 
hook and landed a dace not much 
longer than my index finger. 

I was about to toss the little fish 
back when a young voice piped up be- 
hind me, “Say, mister, you’d better use 
the dace for bait if you want to catch 
that salmon. There’s nothing those 
salmon will grab quicker’n a live dace.” 

Turning, I saw a red-headed boy of 
about 13 standing on the bank and 
carrying a telescopic steel rod. I’d seen 
him fishing the Hamm often. So he 
thought the fish I was having trouble 
catching was a salmon? I hated to 
disillusion him. 

“Son,”’ I said, “there hasn’t been a 
salmon in this river for almost 100 
years. That’s probably a sea-run brook 
trout moving upstream.” 

“You’re wrong, mister,” the boy in- 
sisted. ‘‘That’s a salmon. My dad says 
so, and he’s been in Maine where there 
are lots of ’em. Look!” 

The boy stepped down the bank, 
reached into the water, grabbed a 
heavy cord, and pulled up a chrome- 
bright fish that must have weighed 
about 6 lb. I’ve been in Maine, too, and 
from where I stood, the lad’s prize cer- 
tainly looked like a salmon. 

“You caught him with a live dace, 
you say?” I asked. 

“T sure did,’’ he beamed. “I’ve caught 
lots of ’em with dace—-four last week.” 

Never before can I recall removing 
a delicate 3X dry-fly leader and replac- 
ing it with a heavier one and a larger 
hook. I secured the dace by lightly 
inserting the hook, a No. 4 Carlisle, 
behind its dorsal fin. Then I eased the 
little fellow into the current and guided 
it into the pool. The dace immediately 
dived to bottom, where it swam slowly 
and erratically, as the zigzagging lead- 
er indicated. 

A few minutes later, the leader 
abruptly stopped moving, remaining 
motionless for several seconds before it 
began to glide downriver, this time in 
a straight line. I felt no tugs on my 
line, only light vibrations. 

“The salmon’s picked up your dace,” 
cried the boy. 

Once more the leader paused, very 
briefly this time. When it got under- 
way again, I could tell definitely that

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some larger fish was on, probably 
mouthing the dace before swallowing 
| it. I waited another half minute be- 
| fore I raised the rod and struck. 

My first impression was that Id 
driven the hook into an old rubber tire. 
|It felt like springy dead weight—but 
| only for a few seconds. Then the line 
began to throb, and the throbs became 
hammer blows as something heavy and 
strong tore off at a rate of speed that 
had the coils of slack line I'd wound 
carefully around the fingers of my left 
hand whiplashing through the rod 
guides. Then the line began slanting 
upward. A glittering fan of spray flew 
skyward, and up leaped a silver-sided 
fish that at the moment I wouldn’t 
have denied was a salmon. 

Falling back with a loud crack, the 
fish dived for bottom and raced off, 
slanting toward the middle of the river. 
He didn’t leap any more. The nearest 
he came to aerial acrobatics was an 
angry thrashing on the surface. Most 
of the time, however, he fought it out 
in a, savage, bulldozing style. It was 
20 minutes before I could net that fish, 
almost a 7-pounder. 

After I’d made a close examination 
of that silver-bright fish, I began to 
notice certain unsalmonlike character- 
istics: its tail was square instead of 
forked; the small fleshy fin on its back, 


| next to the tail, was orange, not a slate 


| gray or olive, and the teeth on the upper 
side of the mouth that are known as 
the vomerines were more numerous 
and far stronger than those found in a 
salmon’s mouth. Nor was the fish one 
of those big sea-run brook trout known 
| as “‘salters” to anglers on tidal streams 
from Connecticut northward into 
| Canada. Salters weren’t strangers to 
me, for I’d caught many of them in 
the Hamm before her water level had 
been lowered because of the destruction 
of a 5-ft.-high water-retaining dam, a 
move which raised the river’s water 
temperatures too much for brook trout 
to survive dry summers. 

My curiosity stimulated, I sent that 
| fish to an ichthyologist in nearby New 
Haven. The gist of his report was, 
“This is an ordinary sea-run brown 
trout, one of those without speckles on 
their sides. They’ve been catching 
quite a few in pound nets near the 
mouth of the Hammonasset in Long 
Island Sound. This sea-run strain of 
brown trout undoubtedly descends from 
plantings made by the State Board of 
Fisheries and Game several years ago.” 


his revelation came as a pleasure 

and a surprise. I’d been chairman 
| of the fish-restoration committee of 
my town’s rod and gun club when, 
somewhat reluctantly, we’d prevailed 
upon the State Board of Fisheries and 
Game to stock the Hamm with brown 
| trout. I say reluctantly, because like 
| many other anglers we _ preferred 
| brook trout to brown, but brookies give 
up the ghost when water temperatures 
rise to 76°, which was the case in 
fresh-water reaches of the Hamm near- 
ly every summer. Brownies, on the 
other hand, remain in good form until 
the temperature reaches 80°. Having 





the 8 and 10-in. brownies we'd stocked 
head out to sea and return as gamefish 
on a par with landlocked salmon was 
an unexpected bonus. 

I shouldn’t have been surprised, 
however. As I’ve since learned, the 
brown trout is a migratory fish whose 
ancestors, according to scientists, orig- 
inated in the arctic. They were forced 
to move southward with a great gla- 
cier and learned to survive the rigors 
of changing temperatures even as far 
back as the Ice Age. After the ice 
sheet receded, enough brownies with- 
stood the warming of the waters to ex- 
tend their empire throughout Europe 
and the British Isles. It was from 
Scotland’s Loch Awe that the world 
record rod-and-reel brownie, a 3914- 
pounder, was caught. 


he saga of this remarkable fish be- 

gan in America in February of 1883, 
when 80,000 brown-trout eggs were 
shipped from Germany to Cold Spring 
Harbor, Long Island, where a New 
York State fish hatchery was ready to 
transform them into fry. A sportsman 
and fish culturist named Fred Mather 
was in charge of the experiment. This 
was the first major shipment of brown 
trout to our shores, and they came as 
carefully placed as diamonds in moss- 
lined trays. Later, more shipments 
were made from both the British Isles 
and Germany. The brownie has now 
been introduced into the waters of 43 
of our states, as well as the Canadian 
provinces. Sea-run specimens are 
found in many tidal streams in all the 
coastal New England States. (For 
more on brown trout, both fresh-water 
and seagoing, see “Browns Make the 
Fishing” on page 41.) 

Since I caught my first sea-run 
brownie during that memorable June 
evening nearly 20 years ago, I’ve been 
lucky enough to hook and land several 
dozen more in the Hammonassett, 
Farm, Scantic, Oyster, and other Con- 
necticut streams. I’ve also found a few 
in Rhode Island’s Narrow River while 
spin-casting for stripers. Nautical 
brownies are not so plentiful as strip- 
ers and blues, but there are enough of 
them around so that, between May and 
October, light-tackle anglers who ex- 
plore tidal streams should be on the 
lookout for them. At least half of 
those I’ve caught were taken while I 
was looking for stripers, weakfish, and 
summer flounder. 

Most salt-water brown trout are ex- 
tremely wary. They move upstream in 
easy, cautious stages and often stop in 
holes and pools where they stay for 
days and even weeks. Anglers who 
study any particular tidal stream 
visited by brownies will find that the 
fish can be found in the same spots sea- 
son after season, usually at about the 
same time of year. As is the case with 
other species of migratory fish, the 
number of brownies ascending a stream 
will fluctuate from season to season.

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3 World Records Set 
in Big-Game Contest 


Ne’ world records for whitetail deer, 
mule deer, and polar bear were 
written into the book when results of 
the 1958-59 North American Big Game 
Competition were announced in March. 
The competition, the ninth sponsored by 
the Boone and Crockett Club, turned up 
a record of 1,523 entries in 25 classes, 
and 119 awards were given. 

The record polar bear was shot off 
Point Hope, Alaska, in 1958 by Tom F. 
Bolack, who described the hunt for it in 
“World’s Biggest Bear?” featured in 
OUTDOOR LIFE for February, 1959. The 
whitetail was taken in Funkley, Minn., 
in 1918 by John A. Breen, and was 
entered in the competition by Arthur, 
Harry, and Ray Breen, his sons, who 
own it. The mule deer was killed near 
Jackson, Wyoming, but both date of kill 
and the hunter are unknown (see “New 
World Record,’’ OUTDOOR LIFE, May, 
1959, page 68). 

Trophies submitted by two other OUT- 
DOOR LIFE contributors, in addition to 
Tom Bolack, received awards in the 
competition. 

The distinguished Sagamore Hill 
Award, and also first prize in its class,

Hottest Fishing Holes 


S . TO HEAR about a handful of the hottest 


fishing holes on this Midwest beat of mine, from 
men who know”? Last winter, while I was working on 
“Waters I’d Like Most To Fish This Spring,” which 
appeared in OUTDOOR LIFE for March, it occurred to me 
it might be a good idea to compare my own choice of 
top spots with those of outdoor writers, state fish au- 
thorities, and other front-ranking experts. So I put a 
question to a few fishermen whose opinions, based on 
ample first-hand experience, I knew could be counted 
on: “What lake or stream would you pick as the best 
in your home state, and why ?” 

Some concurred with my personal preferences, some 
didn’t. Any way yo. look at it, the replies added up to 
good, reliable tips for fishermen planning their own 
summer campaigns anywhere in the Midwest. Here are 
the best of the lot: 


As his first choice, Cal Olson of the Fargo 
Forum picks North Dakota’s Lake Ashtabula, There 
may be others as good, he concedes, but none better. 
“If North Dakota were to choose a state fish it would 
have to be the northern pike,’ Cal explains, “and 
when I want northerns I'll fish Ashtabula.” 


Ashtabula is 34 miles long, created by the Baldhill 
Dam on the Cheyenne River 10 miles north of Valley 
City. Thanks to’ heavy stocking and good natural re- 
production, the pike fishing is terrific. Last year north- 
erns of 10 to 14 pounds were common, and lunkers up 
to 24 pounds were taken. 

Olson reports best fishing in May and June. Hot- 
spots? The arms, bays, and mouths of creeks. Big 
enough so you can troll all day and never work the 
same water twice. Casting also pays off. Live minnows 
are prohibited, to keep out carp and other rough fish. 
Walleye fishing is good too, best in the deepest water 
near the dam. -Boats available from at least three 
stables, and countless places where you can launch your 
own. Northern and walleye season opens May 7. 

In Illinois, Director Glen Palmer of the Department of 
Conservation, declined to be pinned down to one spot, 
but chose three man-made lakes at the southwest tip of 
the state: Crab Orchard, 7,000 acres; Little Grassy, 
1,000, and Horseshoe, 1,800, in that order, All three are 
hot for bass, crappies, and big bluegills. 

Tom Guyant of the Milwaukee Journal was decisive 
in his choice for Wisconsin fishing. “For year-around 
fishing, Big Green Lake in Green Lake County takes 
the cake,” he told me. “It has everything. Best known 
for lunker lake trout, taken in deep water with a slow 
troll, but it also provides some of the hottest small- 
mouth fishing in the state, and rainbows to wire home 
about. Five boat liveries, several reliable guides 
available.” 


z! also asked Tom to name his favorite stream 
for brown trout at night, during the hatch of big 
May flies—variously known as fish flies, Green Bay 
flies, and caddis flies. He picked the Little Wolf 
River and its feeder creeks, Flume and Sannes, in 
the Iola area, Best during May fly season, he says, 
but also very good for big browns after dark any 
time from spring to fall, by floating a big, loose- 
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hackle, white fly downstream and bringing it back 
very slowly. Plenty of elbow room. 


For the same type of fishing—brown trout after dark 
during what Michigan anglers call the caddis hatch 
(actually May flies)—-Ray Voss of the Grand Rapids 
Press elects the lower Pere Marquette River, in the 
Branch-Walhalla area. 

There are deep pools and slow water, and on hot 
nights, especially in late June, the hatch is likely to be 
exceptionally heavy and browns feed recklessly. After 
about July 4 the hatch moves upstream and gets better 
around Highway M37, but the water is colder and faster 
there and the hatches are scattered and less reliable 
than in the bigger water downstream. 

A few of my spies asked not to be quoted by name. 
“If you name me I'll get an avalanche of mail from 
fishermen who disagree,” one explained. 

That happened in Wisconsin, which has so many 
good lakes and streams that choosing one is sure to 
stir up a hornet’s nest. But a friend who gets around 
put the finger on Yellowstone Lake, a 455-acre im- 
poundment all by itself in the southwest corner of the 
state, where lakes are scarcer than teeth in a duck. 
So I went back to the conservation department to see 
what it had to say, and its figures bore out the selection. 

When the dam on the Yellowstone River was closed 
‘a 1954 rough fish and minnows had the water almost 
to themselves, but the lake was poisoned and bass and 
walleye fingerlings were stocked. Later pike and chan- 
nel cats were added. In five years the lake has yielded 
150,000 fish, mostly bass and bluegills, and it continues 
to get better. 

In Indiana, Bill Madden of the Department of Con- 
servation likes Willow Slough, the state fish-and-game 
area on the Illinois border 50 miles south of Hammond. 
A shallow, 1,500-acre impoundment, it’s open to year- 
around fishing except during duck season. March and 
April are best for bass, May and June for bluegills and 
crappies. Bass fishing picks up again in the fall. 

Madden tells me that Ed Camblin, a Morocco mail 
carrier, boated 312 bass from two pounds up to 51% 
last year. Total catch for the summer of 1959 was 2,100 
bass, 23,000 crappies, 29,000 bluegills, and 22,000 bull- 
heads, plus a few channel cats, sunfish, and pike. 


>You ask hard questions,” commented Billi 
Scifres of the Indianapolis Star when I tried to nail 
him down to one fishing hole. “I have so many 
favorites, depending on the time of year, that it 
would be a photo finish. But if somebody told me I 
could take only one annual fishing trip, I wouldn’t 
hesitate. I’'d wait for a warm, cloudy day in March, 
maybe with light rain, after three or four warm 
sunny days, and head for the Tippecanoe River at 
Pulaski.” 


He’d be after smallmouths, of course, Bill went on, 
adding, “and I’d take along all the bright-colored arti- 
ficials, either plugs or bucktails, and especially yellow- 
and-black combinations, that I could stuff in my tackle 
bag. And I'll bet I’d have my limit when I came off the 
river at Buffalo, 14 miles down. That’s just a good,

John Pelton, supervisor of water management for 
Ohio’s Division of Wildlife, told me flatly that my ques- 
tion can’t be answered so far as his state is concerned. 
“We have no one best fishing hole,” he argued. “One 
is tops for bass, another for crappies, and so on.” But 
he made some solid recommendations: Burr Oak Reser- 
voir for largemouth bass, the Bass Islands of Lake 
Erie for smallmouths, Guilford Lake for bluegills, 
Seneca Lake for crappies, and Rocky Fork for muskies. 

In Kansas, which has better fishing than many non- 
resident anglers think, Fred Warders, assistant director 
of the Fish and Game Commission, admitted my ques- 
tion wasn’t easy, but picked Webster Reservoir in the 
north-central part of the state for channel cats, big- 
mouth bass, walleyes, and crappies. It’s. new, with 
4,000 acres of water, and should be hard to beat in 
1960. He also mentioned that two other reservoirs 
nearby, 5,000-acre Kirwin and 7,000-acre Cedar Bluff, 
are both worth a nod. 

When you come to Minnesota, which boasts 10,000 
lakes and has probably twice that many, pinpointing 
the top one is close to impossible. But two men who 
know their way around took a crack at it, anyway. 

One, who fears he’d be in hot water if I revealed his 
name, thinks fishermen who pick Lake Winnibigoshish 
will make no mistake. It sprawls over 50,000 acres, is 
one of the best walleye producers in the state, and 
furnishes great pike fishing. Walleyes should be on the 
prod when the season opens May 14. 

Jack Connor of the Minneapolis Star comes up with 
an alternate suggestion. Try one of the lakes on the 
Ontario border for lake trout about the time the ice 
goes out, he advises. That would be soon after May 1 
in normal years. 


> Lakers move up On the rock ledges and around 
the mouths of streams then, to hunt minnows, her- 
ring, and ciscoes that are spawning in the shoals, 


Jack points out. What they’re willing to do to a 
streamer fly that looks like a small fish is enough 
to make your hair stand up. They average two to 
eight pounds, but 15 or 20-pounders come as no 
surprise. He also recommends Clearwater Lake, off 
the Gunflint Trail, and Snowbank Lake at the end 
of Echo Trail out of Ely. Snowbank is the more 
accessible. 


In South Dakota one of the best fishermen I know, 
who prefers to remain nameless, voted unhesitatingly 
for Enemy Swim Lake in the northeast corner of the 
state. “It has about everything that swims in warm 
water in this part of the country,” he told me. 

On opening day a couple of years ago this fisherman, 
with two partners, worked the big arm known as Indian 
or Church Bay from noon until 3 p.m., using fly rods 
and small black patterns. They kept 18 bass running 
two to three pounds, 45 crappies up to 28 ounces, 60 
bluegills, many above a pound, 24 big white bass, and 
three pike, the biggest 1114 pounds. They returned to 
the water three or four very good fish for every one 
they kept. 

Hotspots? Indian Bay at the southwest corner of 
the lake for bass, bluegills, crappies, and white bass, 
and the sandbars at its mouth for walleyes. This is a 
shallow area, dotted with stumps, ideal for the boat 
fisherman who wants to drift and cast, or for wading. 
Locate deep areas, 40 to 45 feet, for walleye trolling. 
A marshy hole at the northeast corner is tops for 
northerns. 

Black bass commonly go to four and five pounds, 
white bass to 312, walleyes to 10 and 12, and every 
summer northerns are taken that weigh 20 to 28, Final- 
ly, in spite of public-fishing access areas, boat-launch- 
ing sites, and commercial resorts, Enemy Swim is 
lightly fished for its size, especially so far as panfish 
are concerned. 

Need I tell you more?

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Fish High Country Early 


F YOU'RE planning to hike or pack-in to the Sierra, 
Rockies, Cascades, or other ranges for trout fishing 
this year, you may be able to go in June. A survey in 
the West indicates that most high passes will be snow- 
free and the lakes open a month early. 

This good news for early birds is tempered by fore- 
casts that, barring late storms, below normal snowpack 
will make many smaller glacial lakes and tributary 
creeks too low later in the summer. 

“Spotty” and “below normal’ are reports I’ve ob- 
tained from R. A. Work, head of the water-supply fore- 
casting section, Soil Conservation Service, Portland, 
Oreg. 

In spite of heavy rains in the north coastal region of 
California, which spoiled the end of the winter steel- 
head season, and a snowfall that got the Olympics at 
Squaw Valley off the hook, the over-all snowpack, as 
this was written, was only about 50 percent of normal. 
Reservoir storage was about 70 percent of normal. It 
would require heavy late storms to provide a normal 
run-off 
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Mountain snowpack is generally far below nor- 
mal in Oregon, though it is a little better than last 
year. Usually about 62 percent of the winter snow- 
pack is on the ground by February 1. This year only 
32 percent was on the ground at that time. Reser- 
voir storage is generally below normal. Smaller 
reservoirs may be very low by late summer, and 
streamflow is likely to taper off earlier in the summer 
than usual, 


Snowpack in Washington is short. Best pack is in the 
Pend Oreille drainage—about 74 percent of normal. 
Shorter watersheds include the Yakima River, where 
the pack is 40 percent of normal, and some Puget 
Sound watersheds, such as the Snoqualmie, at present 
32 percent of normal. Reservoirs generally are normal. 

Arizona’s Mogollon Rim has the best snowpack in 19 
years. New Mexico’s is good, but Colorado, Wyoming, 
most of Montana, and Utah are short. Look for lack 
of late summer run-off to affect fishing. Big rivers and

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lakes will be O.K. The situation in northern Idaho is 
nearly normal, but short in the southern part of the 
state. Nevada’s drought continues, and the snowpack 
is short. 

While Utah finds itself short of snowpack, statewide, 
some of the extreme southerly watersheds are better 
off than for some years. 

In Arizona, Ben Avery, of the Phoenix, Arizona Re- 
public, writes that the Navajo tribe has developed 14 
lakes on their reservation. Several are trout lakes in 
the isolated Chuska and Lukachukai Mountains along 
the Arizona-New Mexico border just south of Four Cor- 
ners. Only fishermen with pickups or jeeps can get over 
the roads, but the Indians welcome anyone. A state 
license and a $3 reservation license is required. Fisher- 
men must check in at tribal headquarters in Window 
Rock to get maps and directions. Reports indicate that 
five and six-pound trout aren’t unusual in some of the 
remote lakes. 

In British Columbia snowpack in the Fraser River 
watershed is about normal. It’s a little below normal, 
although not seriously so, in Skagit, Similkameen, 
Okanagan, Kootenay, and the main upper Columbia 
River basin. 


Socialized Shooting? 


OST Western gamebird experts would like to see 

states get out of the put-and-take pheasant busi- 
ness, or at least make it pay its way. Some call it 
“socialized shooting,” and say it’s not fair to license 
buyers generally to give pheasant hunters free birds 
that cost $5 to $10 at clubs. 

California’s problem is acute. Long on hunters, short 
on good habitat in the south, it also suffers from a 
north vs. south line-up on bird as well as deer and trout 
management. A showdown’s overdue. 

Decision by the commissioners is due late May on 
recommendation of the fish and game department that 
the state get out of the put-and-take business gradually 


so that by 1963 only two of the 10 state game farms 
would be operated and production cut from 50,000 to 
20,000 chicks annually. Chicks would be supplied when 
one day old to individuals and groups who want to 
raise them at their own expense. The state, however, 
would reserve the right to say where the birds would 
be stocked during the season. 


* Chief points of proposed policy are: 1. Pre- 
serving and improving existing habitat. 2. Continued 
operation of co-operative areas where wild birds 
furnish hunting. 3. Encouraging private enterprise 
or other groups to furnish put-and-take shooting in 
licensed clubs. 


Opposition to the plan centers in have-not areas in 
Southern California. The opposition points out that 
pheasant tags were boosted from $1 to $2 in 1957. 
Though aware that it costs $3 and up to stock adult 
roosters for the gun, many believe the program could 
be put on a virtually pay-as-you-go basis. 

Director Walter T. Shannon asked for a delay in the 
decision after protests from local sportsmen’s groups 
and chambers of commerce. He told me he hopes the 
policy can be modified, generally doing away with 
subsidized hunting where habitat is favorable, using 
a pay-as-you-go plan in areas where habitat is poor. 

Though commercial pheasant-hunting clubs are grow- 
ing more popular in poor-habitat areas, opposition has 
developed in some states to encroachment of such 
projects in farming country formerly open to general 
hunting. In Idaho, for example, the State Landholder- 
Sportsman Council protested a plan by “California 
promoters to convert farmland to private hunting pre- 
serves for members only.” 

State Senator Don Fredericksen, council chairman, 
said this would deprive the landowner of his rights of 
selection or deciding how many could hunt at one time. 
He added that the burden of proof in cases of property 
damage still would remain with the landowner.

Fishing Suggestions 


HETHER YOU’RE a lone-wolf fisherman who’s 

willing to fight brush and bugs to get to an iso- 
lated stream or pond, a take-it-easy boat fisherman, or 
a gregarious fellow who enjoys being in a crowd, you 
can find fishing the way you like it best somewhere in 
New York State. 

The state offers anglers the chance to fish waters so 
seldom visited that the odds are long against seeing 
another fisherman in the area. The state’s conservation 
department lists 298 trout ponds, scattered over 10 
Adirondack region counties, which are so remote that 
when they need restocking the job is done by airplane. 
All are in roadless areas—you have to hike, or in a few 
cases paddle, in to them. You need a back-pack camping 
outfit and usually an inflatable boat or raft. For trips 
to some of these ponds, unless you’re a good woodsman, 
you'd be wise to hire a guide. As with all trout waters, 
these remote spots have days when fish won’t hit any- 
thing, but ordinarily their fishing is top-flight through 
spring and into summer. 
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lf this hard-to-get-to trout fishing appeals to 
you, dig out the December 1957 issue of OUTDOOR 
LIFE and read Nick Drahos’s “Adirondack Sequel.” 
It tells what it takes to get in to one of these ponds, 
and gives a good idea of what you'll find when you 
get there. 


Next, if you’re still interested, write to the Division 
of Education, New York Conservation Department, Al- 
bany 1, for a copy of 1,001 Top New York Fishing 
Waters, which lists the stocked ponds by counties. 
Write to the U. S. Geological Survey, Department of the 
Interior, Washington 25, D.C., for a free copy of Index 
to Geological Survey Quadrangle Maps. Decide on a 
pond, locate it in the Index, and order the quad includ- 
ing it—price 30c. These quads are the most detailed 
maps available. If you need additional specific informa- 
tion, write to the Conservation Department’s Adiron- 
dack District Fishery Office in Raybrook, N. Y. Compe-

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tent guides are available in most Adirondack region 
towns. 

As easy to get to as the Adirondack’s remote ponds 
are difficult, is big Lake George, New York’s stand-out 
landlocked-salmon water. It’s 60 miles from Albany, 
215 from Times Square. The state’s record landlocked 
was taken there in 1958, 16 pounds, 14 ounces. Local 
anglers are convinced Lake George has landlockeds 
bigger than the world record fish of 221% pounds caught 
in Maine’s Sebago Lake over 50 years ago. Most excit- 
ing fishing is usually in the first half of May, when 
the salmon are normally ‘on top’ and will take flies 
and spinning lures. When the water warms they go 
deep, and can be taken only by trolling or stillfishing. 
Schroon Lake, 35 miles to the north, also ranks high 
as salmon water. Boats are available on both lakes. 


There is excellent May rainbow-trout fishing 
in Lake Placid and also in central New York’s Finger 
Lakes—Skaneateles, Owasco, Cayuga, Seneca, Keuka, 
and Canandaigua. All are just a day’s drive from 
New York City. The fish are on top for several weeks 
after ice-out, and spinning lures or streamer flies 
cast or trolled near the surface will get them. Three 
to five-pound bows are routine. 


The April spawning run of rainbows from Seneca 
Lake up Catherine Creek, near Watkins Glen, is an 
angling extravaganza that every trout fishermen owes 
it to himself to take in at least once. Most opening days, 
500 fishermen line each mile of creek bank, Imitation 
salmon eggs, bought locally, are the most-productive 
bait. In spite of crowding, a lot of rainbows up to 15 
pounds are caught. 

Seventy Empire State lakes and reservoirs are 
stocked with lake trout. Many big fish are taken in 
unpublicized waters, but Cayuga Lake is an outstanding 
favorite. Fifteen inches is the minimum length, with a 
catch limit of three a day. Few regulars keep fish under 
20 inches; keepers average a bit over four pounds, and 
now and then there’s a big one. Cream of the sport is 
usually in the first half of May, when the lakers are 
in shallow water. Spinning from a boat or from shore 
is the most popular fishing method, but fly casting also 
pays off. When surface water gets warm, the fish go 
down 50 to 70 feet and can be reached only by trolling 


(recently with metal lines) or by stillfishing. Summer 
hotspot for the larger lakers is near King Ferry, 20 
miles north of Ithaca. 

Western New York has first-class muskellunge fish- 
ing in a number of lakes and rivers—Chautauqua Lake 
and the St. Lawrence River are tops. Season opens 
July 1, but I’d rather wait until late summer or fall, 
when most of the big ones are caught. 


>All the waters mentioned, and hundreds of 
others, offer fair to premium smallmouth and/or 
largemouth-bass fishing. Walleyes are plentiful in 
the Delaware, Susquehanna, and other rivers, and 
in numerous lakes and ponds. Northern-pike fishing 
is good, especialiy in the Adirondack region. And 
there are several thousand miles of trout streams. 


More on P-R Dispute 


AST month I reported that the Michigan game com- 
mission was going to join the Wisconsin and Colo- 
rado commissions in filing a complaint in District of 
Columbia federal court against the Department of the 
Interior for withholding part of their Pittman-Robert- 
son allotments. At issue is the failure of these states 
to comply with Fish and Wildlife Service’s order that 
each hunting-license buyer is to be counted as one 
license, no matter how many licenses to hunt desig- 
nated species of game he had bought. 

At the last moment Michigan, which has $223,000 at 
stake, withdrew from the joint action—for reasons not 
explained at this writing. Also at the last moment, the 
Minnesota commission joined Wisconsin and Colorado 
in taking the controversy into court. 

The complaining state commissions require, in addi- 
tion to a general hunting license, special licenses to 
hunt some species of game. They contend that it’s im- 
possible for them to determine the number of individ- 
uals to whom they sell more than one license, that each 
hunter should be counted as a “paid license holder” as 
many times as he buys any license, and that the re- 
quired certification ‘would establish an inequitable 
procedure for apportioning the federal monies in future 
years.”

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Battle Forms 


EPORTS from Arkansas indicate that sportsmen 

from all over the Wonder State have taken up 
arms to help their neighbors on the lower White River 
save a valuable resource. The fight is directed against 
the U.S. Corps of Engineers, which apparently made 
an arbitrary decision (despite recommendations by the 
Arkansas Game and Fish Commission and the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service) to build a cold-water outlet 
from its proposed Greer’s Ferry Dam, to be located 
near the town of Heber Springs. 

Recently, more than 100 persons from the east-cen- 
tral Arkansas towns of Searcy, Des Arc, Brinkley, De- 
Valls Bluff, DeWitt, Holly Grove, Stuttgart, Clarendon, 
Briscoe, Hazen, and Augusta, met to form the White 
and Little Red Rivers Protective Committee, and to pe- 
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tition the Engineers to alter its plans to dump 50° 
water into the warm water rivers. 


The cold currents, the committee claims, would 
eliminate the fabulous bass fishing and completely 
close the book on the big alligator gar found in lower 
White River. The gar population has already been 
affected by cold water from as far away as Bull 
Shoals and Norfork lakes, on the Missouri line. 
Anglers now pour into the region from all over the 
South, and destruction of the fishery would deprive 
the towns of a large chunk of revenue from spring 
into the fall months.

The whole idea, says the committee, is not in opposi- 
tion to the dam and lake, but merely to change its out- 
let and drain warm water off the top of the impound- 
ment instead of from its cold depths. 

The Engineers have countered by pointing out its 
intention to establish a trout fishery, comparable to 
that in the rivers below Bull Shoals and Norfork dams. 
According to the Arkansas Gazette, however, “biolo- 
gists of the Arkansas Game and Fish Commission are 
not optimistic about the prospects of good trout fishing 
below Greer’s Ferry dam. They feel that Little Red 
River at that stage will lack the food and minerals 
trout need to grow and thrive.” 

The game commission maintains that to stock the 
Little Red with trout brought in from the federal hatch- 
ery at Norfork would cost about $70,000 a year. It 
claims that the hatchery there is already operating at 
capacity, and that the new demand would involve en- 
largement expenses of more than $100,000. 


A healthy percentage of the Norfork hatchery 
fish now go into the White and Norfork rivers, which 
have become legend for their catches of monster 
trout. The most recent winter stocking to keep the 
rivers in top form involved 127,040 rainbows and 
35,642 browns ranging in size from three to nine in. 


Biologists who studied the aquatic fauna on the lower 
Little Red and White say that thi$ cannot be duplicated 
under the Greer’s Ferry dam; in addition, the warm- 
water fishery would be lost entirely. 

Bill Apple, noted conservationist and Little Rock 
writer and sportsman, states that game and fish au- 
thorities made recommendations for a warm-water out- 
let some two and one-half years ago—which are still 
on file with the Corps but which were ignored. The 
Fish and Wildlife Service also recommended that plans 
be altered to eliminate the cold water, but the sugges- 
tion was likewise tabled. 

“Subsequently,” writes Apple, ‘and on three different 
occasions, funds were requested from the Corps for 
additional studies of Greer’s Ferry fishery problems, 
and in each case they were denied.” 

Dr. Rex Hancock, of Stuttgart, chairman of the asso- 
ciation for the preservation of Little Red and White 
rivers, told me, “I would like to bring to your attention 
what has happened in Arkansas on the Little Missouri 
River below Narrows Dam (when cold water was 
dumped in). Here exists 90 miles of barren stream, 
from the Narrows Dam to the mouth of the river. Tens 
of thousands of dollars have been spent in an effort to 
create some type of fishing in this stream. To date, al] 
of these attempts have failed.” 

Both Dr. Hancock and Bill Apple say that if neces- 
sary, they will take the fight to Congress. 


Lone Star Hotspots 


E Texas Game and Fish Commission has given 
top billing to some of its lakes for the spring and 
early summer fishing. Local and visiting anglers may 


anticipate unusual in these recommended 
waters: 

Lake Murvaul, in Panola County. This new 4,000- 
acre lake is expected to develop into one of the choice 
fishing spots in east Texas. Biologists say that game 
species stocked in it showed remarkable growth during 
the first year, and before the end of last season angler 
success was high. For information about the lake and 
its fishing facilities, write the Panola Chamber of Com- 
merce in Carthage.

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4% Some unusual results may be in store at Lake 

Kemp, in Baylor County, far removed from the coast. 
Some 1,382 redfish (or channel bass) and 184 
speckled trout (spotted weakfish) were transplanted 
from salt water to the lake in an effort to provide 
a new brand of excitement for fresh-water anglers. 
Catches of the salt-water fish have already been re- 
ported locally, but no positive identification has been 
made as yet by the department’s fisheries men. 


Earl Sprott, law-enforcement chief for the commis- 
sion, says, ‘Lake Waxahachie, a new addition to the 
Texas chain of man-made lakes, already is producing 
three to five-pound black bass, one to 2'%-pound crap- 
pies, and 11% to three-pound channel cats.” 

Waxahachie, 640 acres, is on South Prong Creek, 
Ellis County. Impounded in 1957, it was stocked with 
60,000 black bass, and later with 50,000 fingerlings. 
It has been productive from the time it was opened to 
fishing in April, 1958, and is expected to be in top form 
this spring. 

The following waters are recommended for better- 
than-average white bass and crappie fishing: Bridge- 
port, Anon Carter, Garza-Little Elm, Grapevine, Lavon 
Reservoir, Texoma, Crook, Lone Star, and Texarkana 
Reservoir. 

Last season, Marion Toole, director of the commis- 
sion’s inland fisheries division, ran a survey for us 
on top fishing spots that were reported by his staff 
biologists. 

H. D. Lamb, of Fort Worth, selected Benbrook Lake 
as his ‘‘new lake that has any size or cover’ for most 
productive bass water. He said that by June the bass 
should be hitting top-water lures, but that keadheads and 
plastic worms were his best year-round artificials. 

E. W. Bonn, of Denison, recommended Texoma as the 
prime largemouth lake in his region. 

The choice of Elgin M. C. Dietz, of San Marcos, was 
Medina Lake. He reported that good catches of large- 
mouths ranging from two to six pounds were reported 
in the creel census from March on into the spring. He 
thinks that by next year Medina should be one of the 
state’s best fishing lakes. 

C. R. Inman, of Sherman, chooses Texoma and Texar- 
kana, and thinks that the finest catches are made on 
“rubber worms.” 

John E. Tilton, of Austin, reported that “the top 
lakes for bass fishing in my district are probably Belton 
and Granite Shoals. In the past, the most productive 
spring baits have been jigs with black eels for bot! 
lakes.”” Other successful lures have included pico perch 
and swimming minnows on Granite Shoals and hell 
benders at Belton. For top-water fishermen, poppers and 
chuggers worked well on both lakes, 


Falcon Lake is the top bass spot in his region, 
Al Flury, of Mathis, reported. Best fishing, he added, 
is in the coves of the lake “from Zapata down” (see 
“Fishing Down Main Street,’ OuTDOOoR LIFE, Janu- 
ary, 1960). He recommended white and yellow bomb- 
ers, either cast or trolled. Lake Corpus Christi was 
also listed, but the largemouths there are reported 
small; for large bass, Casa Blanca, 


From Lou Guerra, San Antonio: “Lunker bass may 
be expected in May and June from international Falcon 
Lake, 84 miles downstream from Laredo. Occasionally 
eight or nine-pounders are caught, but the general av- 
erage lunker runs around 614 to seven pounds. Ma- 
jority of lunkers have been caught around Arroyo 
Tigre Grande and Arroyo Tigre Chico.”

BROWNS MAKE THE FISHING 


I could picture the 5X tippet off to the side of the float- 
ing fly, so the fly itself rode jauntily down the current 
ahead of the tippet. 

“Nothing to arouse suspicion,” I said to myself. That 
fly should ride the current perfectly free of drag, look- 
ing and acting like the natural insects that the fish had 
been feeding upon.

strike, saw the rod bend, and then saw a deep-bodied 
trout burst through the surface. Even at a distance it 
looked good and big. I watched Dan fight and finally 
net this wonderful fish, then carefully return it to 
the stream, 

“Nice going!” I shouted. 

“These browns are wonderful,” Dan replied. 

“You bet,’’ I said. “Browns make the fishing.” 

Brown trout not only make the fishing, they put the 
sport in fishing, all over the world, and have for cen- 
turies. From the day in 1496 when Dame Juliana 
Berners published a “Treatyse of fysshynge wyth an 
Angle” in her Boke of St. Albans, the brown trout— 
the native trout of Europe—has been the subject of a 
great deal of writing. Through the centuries, it has 
been the wily old brown trout that has kept innumer- 
able anglers going to the rivers and lakes. 

Wherein lies his special charm? What enticement 
does this special breed offer, that makes strong men 
crawl on hands and knees to the edge of a brook and 
mutter incantations as they wave a willowy wand over 
the water in hopes of persuading a little sliver of fish 
flesh to snatch the proffered feather from the surface? 
What spell does he cast, that the literature written 
about the ways of ensnaring him would fill a library 
in itself? 

He’s just a little fish, as fish go, the majority taken 
by anglers hugging the legal low limit of perhaps eight 
inches, and the larger ones seldom reaching ten pounds. 
So it is not his size. 

And while the uninitiated may assume that taste tells 
the story, those who are familiar with trout fishing 
know that’s not so. The most ardent, the most dedi- 
cated anglers for trout almost universally return their 
fish to the water, unless keeping a few for dinner, or

an especially impressive specimen for a trophy mounting. 

The secret of his historic success seems to lie in a 
happy combination of three features. First of all, the 
brown is among the most adaptable of fish, readily ad- 
justing to changing water conditions that might de- 
destroy others of the same family; the rainbow, for 
instance, does poorly in waters warmed by the influence 
of civilization’s inroads, 


Second feature in the brown’s favor is his native 
suspicion. To entice a brown trout, you must serve up 
the offering in perfect form. Show a dry fly to him 
slightly off the beam, and he’ll sink lower in the water, 
avoiding the obvious fake. His eyes see tiny insects 
that are almost invisible to the human eye, so why 
should he be fooled by a man-made concoction obvious- 
ly dragged across the surface (continued on page 94) 
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Night of 
Disaster

“A grizzly’s tearing up the trailer,’’ 
screamed my wife. But we had no idea 
of the horrible tragedy engulfing us 


the shoulder, and screamed, “A grizzly’s tearing up the 

trailer.” We were camped in a 15-foot vacation house 
trailer on the Madison River northwest of West Yellowstone, 
Montana. It was 11:37 p.m. on August 17 of last year. 

I tried to sit up in bed, but the trailer was being rocked so 
violently from side to side—while also bouncing up and down— 
that I was knocked flat on my back. Instinctively, I grabbed 
the .45 automatic on the shelf by the bed, and hung onto the 
bed with my other hand. While the trailer kept up its crazy 
gyrations, I tried to figure out what was going on. The noise 
was terrific: dishes, canned goods, pots, pans, glassware, and 
clothing were literally raining from the cabinets, closets, and 
shelves and flying around the trailer. Nellie kept screaming 
that a grizzly bear was tearing up the trailer and trying to 
get inside, 

We'd been camped on the Madison River for about a month, 
and we’d seen many grizzlies thereabouts. In fact the grizzlies 
visited our camp every night, raiding garbage cans. Several 
nights we’d seen the bears around our trailer. A well-beaten 
grizzly trail ran about 20 feet from our campsite, and the huge 
brutes passed along it each night on their way from Yellowstone 
Park, a few miles to the east. The grizzlies came out of the 
park at night to raid the West Yellowstone town garbage dump. 
Afterward they’d scrounge around the campgrounds, finally 
heading back to the park at dawn. 

This was our eighth year camping near Madison Canyon. 
I’m an attorney in Shreveport, Louisiana, and when our courts 
adjourn for the summer in June, my wife and I generally mi- 
grate to the Yellowstone area of Montana. It’s a relief from the 
hot, sultry Louisiana weather that’s known as “tornado weath- 
er’ in July and August. 

All of the time we’d spent near Yellowstone had acquainted 
us with the antics of the black bears that are so common around 
there. If black bears bothered us, we simply chased these clowns 
out of the camp area. But the grizzlies, at night, were an en- 
tirely different story. They came and (continued on page 118)

OL. TED MATTHEWS had 

parked our station wagon in 

a narrow forest lane and had 
flicked off the lights, leaving the 
night close around us like black vel- 
vet. I rolled the car window half 
way down and looked up for the 
stars, but they were hidden by a tre- 
mendous live oak limb and its 
massed drapery of moss, 

“Don’t reckon there’s any reason 
to turn out the dogs and run after 
them, until we can see well enough 
to keep from hanging ourselves on a 
bramble vine,” the colonel said. 

Our two big hog dogs, Bull and 
Blackie, reclined sleepily in the rear 
of the wagon. 

“T’d also like enough light,” I re- 
plied, ‘to operate this camera.” 

Ted swung his big arm into the 
back seat and laid a .44 Magnum re- 
volver, complete with holster and 
belt, in my lap.

EW ENGLAND is more than 
N just a group of six historic 

states lying along our north- 
eastern coast. It is a wonderful 
world all its own with a distinct type 
of splendid people. It is an empire 
of industry where great mills turn 
out products famed over the entire 
earth. It is a land of green farms 
and fat dairy herds, of antiques and 
maple syrup. And, New England is 
heaven to fishermen living in crowd- 
ed cities, towns, and villages from 
Boston to Baltimore. To them, it is 
a world of rushing rivers, rugged 
mountains, shimmering lakes, spar- 
kling streams, and silent forests 


the great and wonderful land of the 
squaretail trout, landlocked salmon, 
and the smallmouth black bass. 

This heavily populated and highly 
industrialized part of the country is 
a fisherman’s paradise because civil- 
ization, with its smokestacks, fences, 
and buildings, has never been able 
to dig more than its long, hungry 
fingers into the big woods—fingers 
that stretch only along the wide 
valleys of the larger rivers north of 
Massachusetts and leave the rest 
nearly untouched. 

The most distant parts of this

fisherman’s Valhalla lie only a few 
hours north of New York City’s 
LaGuardia Airport, overnight from 
Grand Central Station, and but a 
day or two from the same area by 
car. Most of the finest New England 
waters can now be reached by good 
roads and super highways. In fact, 
I can park my station wagon today 
on the banks of beautiful and pro- 
ductive pools, ponds, and lakes that 
a short time ago could be fished only 
after days of rough paddling and 
backbreaking portages through un- 
broken wilderness. Near’ 7 all of New 
England now offers drive-in fishing, 
excellent guides, clean and comfort- 
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able accommodations, fine meals, and 
well-equipped boat liveries. 

Only a small part of New England 
still offers real, old-time wilderness 
angling. It is to be had in the still 
untamed land lying across the top 
of Maine between the north end of 
Moosehead Lake and the Canadian 
border. But even these big woods 
are vulnerable to modern transporta- 
tion. You can now hire a bush pilot 
with a small plane to set you down 
safely in the middle of great fishing. 
You can get pilots at such places as 
Shin Pond, Greenville, and Portage 
Lake. 

I wouldn’t attempt to name the 


best wild trout waters or say where 
the biggest fish are. No man knows. 
But I can tell you where you'll find 
the biggest thrills and all the tackle- 
busting squaretails a man could hope 
for. You'll need a good guide for 
this venture, and Greenville, Maine, 
is where you'll likely find him. The 
trip is the wonderful, canoe-fishing 
journey down the famed Allagash 
River from north of Moosehead Lake 
to the St. John River. You'll need 
at least two weeks. 

Ten minutes after your guide has 
first sunk his paddle into the water, 
the wilderness closes tightly around 
you. From then on the song of the 
white-throated sparrow haunts you 
on every side, and the predawn call 
of the loon becomes your reveille. 
The only ‘other sounds you'll hear 
for days will be the wind in the trees, 
the roaring of the river, the song of 
a thrush or squawk of a jay—unless 
you yell excitedly as you hook one 
of the lunkers that lurk in those 
waters, or groan as your guide 
shoots a foaming rapids. You'll see 
deer, beavers, foxes, mink, and other 
inhabitants of this land—if you’re 
lucky. And you'll sleep as you never 
slept before. 

But you'll have to hurry, Already 
the Army’s Corps of Engineers is 
planning to dam the Allagash and 
bury forever this priceless recreation 
area under tons of water. 

South of this wilderness there is 
also much excellent fishing. Once 
in Massachusetts, however, the best 
of New England’s fresh-water fish-

be found in Lake Champlain, which 
has everything from perch to gar 


ing thins out, and good trout and 
bass fishing becomes hard to find 
in Rhode Island and Connecticut. 
There you must look to Long Island 
Sound or the open sea for top 
angling. 

New England has practically no 
real Atlantic salmon fishing. Pollu- 
tion, log dams, power dams, and 
commercial netting long ago hit the 
big salmon runs and did them in. 
Thanks to a few dedicated men, 
such as Horace Bond of Bangor, 
Maine, Jim Fletcher of Machias, and 
a few others, the Atlantic salmon is 
hanging on by a toehold, and some 
are caught each season in the Den- 
nys, Machias, Narraguagus, and 
Pleasant rivers. But until the Maine 
legislature comes to the rescue with 
more than token aid, the Atlantic 
salmon fishing is not likely to be 
worth an angler’s trip. 

The real salmon fishing in New 
England is for landlocks, which were 
first discovered in Sebago Lake, 
Maine, a few miles northwest of 
Portland. This water produced the 
present world-record landlock—a 
22% pounder—and is usually the 
first large lake in Maine to be free 
of ice in spring. Sebago still offers 
blue-ribbon fishing for salmon, 
squaretails, and bass. It also has 
everything the beginner could ask 
for in the way of camps and guides. 

My favorite of all Maine’s top, 
landlocked-salmon waters is Moose- 
head Lake, including the Moose 
River, but there are others equally 
good. You'll not go wrong fishing 
Sebago, the Fish River chain, the 
Rangeleys, Sebec Lake, and Crooked 
River. If you prefer fly-in to drive- 
in salmon fishing, you have many 
ponds and lakes in the wilderness 
area to choose from, with Musqua- 
cooks heading the list. If a fellow 
goes to any of those spots at the 
right time, hires a good guide, and 
fishes the right flies or lures, he 
can’t help but catch fish. If he 
doesn’t, he’d better review his an- 
gling tactics or cuss out the weather 
man. 

If there ever was a beginner at 
salmon fishing it was my wife, 
Marcy, when I first took her to the 
Rangeley area some years ago dur- 
ing the last week in May. Yet, troll- 
ing Gray Ghost streamers on Moose- 
lookmeguntic Lake she hooked and 
released many salmon day after day. 
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During another season, Tom Dor- 
sey of Baltimore and I, trolling the 
Fish River chain, hooked so many 
landlocks we got sore fingers from 
playing them. Moosehead has been 
a favorite of mine for landlocks, 
squaretails, and togue (lake trout) 
since the first time I saw the lake 
from the hilltop south of Greenville 
when I was 10. My friend, Bud 
Leavitt, of the Bangor News, told 
me recently that in his opinion no 
better salmon water exists than 
Moose River and Moosehead Lake. 
He should know. He chases the best 
fishing around Maine like a hound 
after a rabbit. 

The native speckled, or brook 
trout—called a squaretail when it 
reaches impressive size—is Maine’s 
superlative fishing attraction. Brook- 
ies are found in nearly all unpolluted 
water in the state that remains cold 
enough all summer to support them. 
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They are the easiest trout to catch— 
the answer to a beginner’s prayer. 
They fall ready prey to the worm, 
minnow, streamer, spoon, and fly. 
For this reason, those little streams 
that catch your eye as you drive 
the back roads can be soon fished 
out if too many anglers attack them. 

But big waters are a different mat- 
ter. In them lurk some mighty 
squaretails, and they also offer the 
very best of brook-trout fishing. The 
best of all New England squaretail 
waters, in my opinion, lie in the 
Jackman area, about 170 miles north 
of Portland. There must be 300 or 
400 lakes, ponds, streams, and rivers 
in this territory. Some of it is drive- 
in and even fly-in angling, but most 
spots can be reached by canoe. Try 
it anywhere and you're in. 

The Moose River flows through 
the town of Jackman, and Jackman 
children (continued on page 103)

All we were after was a live coon for the zoo. 
Any coon would do. It was just by chance 


that we delivered the world’s meanest ringtail

sent out a request for two live coons for their 
animal house. Bill Mason and I thought we knew 
an easy way to fill their order. 

Bill is an Endicott, New York, plumbing and heating 
contractor who owns a pack of top-flight hounds. With 
Bill’s dogs and a couple more men to help us, it should 
be a simple matter to run down a coon and sack him 
alive. Or so we reasoned. 

We found our helpers in Cleon Becker and Ken Wil- 
liams, who are also contractors in the Endicott area. 
I currently work out of the Washington, D. C., office 
of International Business Machines, but I get home to 
Endicott often enough to keep up with important 
things like coon hunting. 

We decided to try for the zoo coon near a cornfield 
on Wyalusing Creek near Camptown, Pennsylvania. 
That area is just a short drive south from where we 
live in New York’s southern tier, and we knew coons 
were plentiful there. It was early in August. The ears 
of corn in fields along the creek were filling out, and 
coons gathered there to feast on the tender kernels. 

Shorty and Rod, two of Bill’s best hounds, were un- 
leashed along the creek right after daylight. Though 
we usually run coons at night, we wanted daylight for 
this attempt to sack a live one. Both hounds were good 
cold-trailers, capable of following the scent of a night- 
prowling coon to where he’d bedded down before dawn. 

Shorty started whining almost immediately and be- 
gan unwinding a barely cold trail. Moments later Rod 
picked it up and started to yelp. 

The trail cut into the woods and straight across

Wyalusing Creek. We splashed across, and the dogs 
immediately picked up the trail on the other side. 
Within 10 minutes they’d located the coon’s hideaway, 
a tall beech halfway up the mountain. The ringtail 
was in a snug nest of leaves in a deep crotch formed 
by two sturdy branches. 

We still couldn’t see the coon, but we believed the 
dogs, and that was good enough for Ken. He started 
climbing the big beech, soon disappearing in the leaves. 
Five minutes later Ken yelled, “Look out below!” And 
down came the coon. 

Figuring that one dog could hold the coon long 
enough for us to grab him, Bill had Cleon hold Rod 
while he and I stood clear to grab the coon’s tail if we 
got the chance. 

But our plans didn’t work. The coon was a big one 
and tough. Instead of Shorty grabbing him, he grabbed 
Shorty, getting a brutally painful grip on the dog’s 
upper jaw. The coon pulled a side tooth clear out of 
Shorty’s mouth as the dog shook him loose. The coon 
ran. 

Bill was a little shook up about the way the coon had 
altered Shorty’s dental work, but once he’d satisfied 
himself his dog wouldn’t bleed to death, we took up 
the chase again. 

The coon, running downhill, soon treed again, this 
time in the upper reaches of a tall hemlock beside 
Wyalusing Creek. 

Ken was again elected to do the climbing. With the 
wind whistling, the old hemlock branches creaking, 
and the limbs getting smaller all the time, Ken must 
have been thinking long and hard about what he was 
doing up there, but he stuck to it. Finally, right near 
the top, Ken stopped and called down to us, “All set 
below?” 

We hollered that we were ready as we’d ever be. 

The coon came down growling and grabbing at the 
springy boughs that broke his fall. Before the dogs 
had a chance to grab him, the coon dived into the water 
like an otter. 

A water-logged tree trunk in midstream offered

momentary haven to the fleeing coon. He climbed on 
it and turned to meet the swimming dogs. 

Shorty arrived first. The coon grabbed him by the 
tip of his nose. Shorty let out a roar of pain you could 
hear in the next valley and pulled back sharply. The 
only thing that saved his nose was that the coon didn’t 
want to get wet again and let go at the last minute. 
Shorty beat a hasty retreat to the shore, plowing his 
outraged nose in the water al! the way. 

Rod wasn’t the least discouraged by Shorty’s humilia- 
tion. He swam boldly for the log. The coon piled on 
Rod’s head the instant his front paws hit the log. Rod 
went underwater long enough to disconnect the coon 
and then cut for shore to commiserate with Shorty. 

With the coon anchored in one spot for a few min- 
utes, we sat back to decide on the strategy to be used. 
If we could get the dogs to distract the coon from the 
front, then Bill could get around back and “tail” him 
when he wasn’t looking. It was worth a try. 

Bill waded in, the dogs romping ahead, barking up a 
storm and pretending to ignore their previous losses. 
The plan had one fault: Every time Bill circled to get

behind the coon the dogs would move around, too. We 
had to call Cleon in to aim the dogs on one side while 
we came in from behind. 

This group effort worked very smoothly. The. coon 
was facing the dogs through the roots when Bill 
grabbed him by the tail. The coon twisted in the air and 
tried to grab Bill by the ear. Trying to dodge the coon’s 
teeth, and with the dogs bombing in around his legs, 
Bill lost his balance. 

It was hard to tell what was happening for a mo- 
ment, with water, coon, and dogs flying in all directions, 
but when the spray cleared away, we were all soaked 
to the skin and the coon was back on the log. 

So we tried it again. This time the coon fooled us 
by climbing down into the roots, tail down in the water. 
Finally, Bill tried reaching down under the roots, from 
behind. Carefully he felt around for the coon’s sub- 
merged tail. When he found it, he yanked hard. 

The dogs stopped barking in amazement as the coon 
shot down backward into the dark depths under the log, 
then up and out. Too shook up to argue much, the coon 
hung limply for a moment.

By the time Bill started for shore, however, the coon 
had recovered enough to climb his own tail and snap 
at Bill’s arm.

He piled into the 
dog, spray flashing about in the sunshine like broken 
glass. Just about the time Shorty was going down for 
the third time, Rod was in on the coon. More water 
flew and Rod started taking more than his share of a 
tough time.

The coon was winning his individual battles with the 
hounds, but by double-teaming the dogs were working 
him in toward land. 

Once the dogs managed to get a toe-hold on bottom 
in the shallows, the coon’s cause was lost.

a dream cottage. It has no Thermopane win- 

dows, no Formica counters, no running water, 
and no electricity. There’s a tendency, in fact, to refer 
to it as our red barn. But it seems like a castle to my 
girls, for they were accustomed to living in a tent dur- 
ing our recent northwonds vacations (see “$50 Wilder- 
ness Vacation,” OUTDOOR LIFE, July, 1959). 

“The trouble with building a cabin,” said a sportsman 
friend when he heard about our plans, ‘‘is that you’re 
stuck in one spot for your vacations.” But that’s just 
what we aren’t. 

We hadn’t lost our love of exploring, but we did feel 
the need for a permanent headquarters camp for the 
extended canoe-camping trips we enjoy. We found that 
five to seven days on the trail and sleeping in a tent 
was long enough for the family at one time. Between 
trips, we wanted to return to the comparative luxury 
of a place of our own. We chose a site in an area bor- 
dering Quetico Provincial Park in Ontario, Canada, be- 
cause we can travel voyageur-style for hundreds of 
miles in any direction in untouched country. Before we

budget $300 to $500 for vacation, 
though we were willing to stretch 
this in one year as an investment in 
future vacations. But we definitely 
did not want an elaborate “second 
home.” 

We fulfilled all our requirements. 
The total materials cost was $513.03 
for the base unit the first year 
(1958), the time spent in building 
was just over three weeks, and any- 
thing resembling civilization is four 
miles away by water. 

Then last year, at a materials cost 
of $100.86, we added the big screened 
porch. That brings the total cost for 
materials to $613.89, but does not 
include the cost of the land or of 
having it surveyed.

welcome respite from the wind, and 
spent an extra day there, enjoying 
the superb view and the good swim- 
ming. 

We stopped off at the same place 
on our next canoe trip the following 
year, wondering if time had magni- 
fied our memories of the blueberry 
patch, the tall Norway pines, and 
the clean, sloping beach. Before 
leaving Canada, we stopped at the 
local Lands and Forests office at 
Atikokan to inquire about the avail- 
ability of the land and the procedure 
for buying it. 

Our choice was promptly dubbed 
Sandy Lee Point, a play on our 
daughter’s name that neatly de- 
scribed the expanse of beach and 
‘the rocky jog in the sheltered cove. 
We later discovered that its official 
designation is S.H. 105, 0.96 acres, 
Eva Lake, south of Trottier Town- 
ship, Rainy River District. It lies 
within provincial crown lands, that 
is, land owned by the government.

Thousands of acres of such land 
in Ontario, including islands, are 
available for sale to persons wanting 
to erect a cabin for their own use. 
Some of the land is near a highway 
or road; much is deep in the wilds. 
The price at this writing is $1 per 
front foot, for a maximum of 1590 
feet, although this varies for islancs 
or so-called irregular areas. There's 
an additional charge for sites that 
have been surveyed, Our site had 
not been surveyed, so we were di- 
rected to make our own arrange- 
ments with an authorized Ontario 
land surveyor. Our application to 
buy the land was not accepted unt | 
the survey had been made and file 
with the district forester. 

Our cabin site was classified as an 
irregular area and we paid $170 for 
170 front feet. The lot is about 300 
feet deep. A $25 deposit was re- 
quired with our application to pur 
chase, and all payments were made 
in Canadian funds through our local

The 
Desert Bighorn

Smaller than his northern cousin, but with horns almost as big, 
this tough animal lives in country that would fry a salamander 


been for the desert bighorn sheep. In hunting 
other types of sheep in North America, horses 
can be used much of the time to take the hunter right 
into ram country. On a Wyoming hunt for Rocky 
Mountain bighorns, a companion and I actually camped 
on a plateau at 11,000 feet and grazed our hobbled 
horses higher than the head of the canyon where I later 
shot a ram. In the Yukon I once tied my horse, took 
my rifle out of the scabbard, and walked a couple of 
hundred yards to the point from which I shot a fine 
trophy. 
But in Sonora, Mexico, where I have done my desert 
sheep hunting, it is all foot work. Most of the sheep 
mountains are so rough and rocky that a horse couldn’t 


\ HE TOUGHEST hunting I have ever done has 
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The black ram peered over at O’Connor, ducked, 
and climbed out of the canyon behind him 
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get 50 feet up the first slope. Many of the mountains 
are vast piles of solid rock, full of deep canyons, knife- 
sharp ridges, and precipitous drops. The mountains do 
not go very high, but they rise sharply from low coun- 
try. Among the toughest ranges I have ever hunted 
are the Cubabi Mountains south and somewhat east of 
Sonoyta, Sonora. The highest peak is only 4,480 feet 
above sea-level, but it rises sharply from a plain about 
1,200 feet in elevation, and when anyone climbs to the 
top and back in a day, he knows he’s been somewhere. 
The Cubabis are solid granite, much of it worn as 
smooth as glass by rain and weather. The Pinacates, 
below the Arizona line in northwestern Sonora, are a 
series of lava fields, volcanic craters, and cinder cones. 
The highest of these, Pinacate Peak, is about 4,500 feet 
high. Cerro Viejo (properly Cerro del 
Viejo, or the Mountain of the Old Man) is 
weathered limestone so sharp that a few 
days on it will tear the soles off the stout- 
est shoes. To me the toughest mountains 
of all are those of decomposed granite, so 
steep and unstable that every chunk of rock 
is ready toroll. A sheep hunter makes three 
steps upward and slides down two. 

Once in the San Franciscos I had spent 
a fruitless day looking for a big ram, and 
in the late afternoon I decided to take a 
shortcut back to camp. The ridge I was on 
ended in a very step cliff, but the one across 
the canyon, although very steep, looked like 
a feasible route. But to get there I would 
have to cross a slanting shelf worn glass- 
smooth by water. It was 40 feet or so wide, 
but it dropped off about 200 feet to the 
bottom of the canyon. The slant was so 
steep that I was afraid to try walking 
across, and I didn’t have enough nerve to 
run across and let my momentum carry me 
forward. I decided I could safely edge 
across by lying face down with my rifle 

strapped to my back. So I started out. 
For the first few feet the friction of my

got across the slanting 
shelf, his toes were an inch 
from a 200-foot drop 


body, the toes of the basketball shoes I was wearing, 
and my bare hands kept me from slipping. My prog- 
ress, though slow, was sure. But about halfway across, 
the angle became a bit steeper, and I started to slip 


down toward the precipice. Every time I wiggled a 
foot to the right, I’d slip six inches down. The farther 
I went, the closer I got to the cliff. I sought for depres- 
sions I could dig my fingernails and my toes into, but 
the whole slanting ledge was smooth and slick. When I 
finally made it across and grabbed a piece of solid rock 
to arrest my slide, I had about an inch between my toes 
and a 200-foot drop. That was the nearest to death 
that I have ever been—and the most frightened. 

I was alone that time, but on another occasion I had 
a pal to share my miseries. We were high in the Cu- 
babis late one summer afternoon when a tearing rain- 
storm hit us. We’d been climbing like flies, with our 
basketball shoes clinging to the slick granite like glue. 
But as soon as the rocks got wet we were helpless. We 
crouched on a ledge under an overhanging rock and 
got out of the worst of the rain, but by the time the 
rain stopped and the rocks had begun to dry off it was 
dark. The sky was heavily overcast and we couldn’t 
see well enough to tackle the descent. To add to our 
discomfort the wind came up, and in our wet clothes 
we were bitterly chilled. I’ll never forget sitting up 
there on the mountain in the wind while thunder rolled 
and now and then the whole country below us was lit 
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up by a flash of lightning. For those instants we could 
see every cetail—distant mountain ranges, long, slant- 
ing lines of rain, the saguaros on the plain below us. 
After midnight the clouds blew away, a late moon rose, 
and it became light enough to navigate. Slowly we 
made our way back to camp. 

Desert sheep not only are found in the toughest 
country, but they are the hardest of the sheep to see. 
They are brown or gray-brown, and so are the rocky 
hills where they are found. At a distance, these hills 
look as bare as the face of the moon, but most of them 
have just about enough desert vegetation on them to 
break up the outlines of the sheep and make glassing 
difficult. During hunting season the snow-white Dall 
sheep is conspicuous against almost any background— 
high grassy pastures or slide rock. The Stones, with 
their light-colored heads and necks, are also easy to 
make out. Even the brown bighorn of the Rockies gen- 
erally stands out plainly against grassy ridges and 
green basins. But the desert sheep lives in a land of 
neutral-colored rocks and neutral-colored vegetation. 
If it weren’t for his rump patch. of dingy white he’d be 
even harder to find than he is. 

To make the desert sheep an even tougher trophy, 
the fantastically rough country where he lives is both 
dry and hot. The hunter of the northern sheep can gen- 
erally find an icy little rill to quench his thirst, or he 
can even pick up a handful of snow. But the hunter of 
desert sheep must carry his water with him. In the 
fall and winter most men can get by on a couple of 
quarts, but in the hot months they will come back with 
all their water gone, and their mouths dusty dry. 

In some sheep mountains the rain water collects in 
basins worn out of solid rock. The Mexicans call them 
tinajas. Generally they are full of the droppings of 
sheep and those of the whitewing dove, and long 
streamers of moss float on the surface. The water looks 
like the devil, but it’s cool and wet. I have drunk gal- 
lons of it. 

Many of the best sheep ranges have no open water 
whatsoever. In the areas of broken granite and lava 
rock, any rain sinks in the instant it falls. This absence 
of open water does not seem to bother the sheep, how- 
ever. They obtain sufficient moisture from the dew that 
comes in from the Gulf of California, from the water- 
filled fruit of various cacti, and from water-storing cacti 
like the bisnaga (barrel cactus), and saguaro and 
sahueso, both forms of giant cactus. Down on the 
Sonora desert bordering the Gulf of California, all the 
game has learned to survive for long periods without 
water. Not only many sheep but many desert mule and 
whitetail deer live and die without ever having tasted 
water. 

The task of collecting a desert ram is often made 
more difficult because many of the sheep ranges are 
right above the blue and tantalizing gulf, and limpid, 
cool-looking water is always in sight. It is a trying 
experience to be so thirsty that every cell in your body 
is crying for water and yet to be within sight of thou- 
sands of square miles of it. 

Unless he is fortunate enough to camp near a tinaja 
or close to a well that has been developed by some

countless sheep were killed at waterholes 
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rancher, the hunter of desert sheep has to carry all 
his water with him. Once, in the springtime, some 
friends of mine and I camped beneath a paloverde tree 
that was a mass of yellow bloom and singing with 2 
million bees. We had two 25-gallon water tanks of gal- 
vanized iron. We finished one and started on the other. 
As soon as we started drinking it we became aware 
that it smelled bad. The longer we drank it, the worse 
it smelled. We squeezed limes in it, and we made tea 
out of it; but even when we used it for coffee it still 
stank. Finally we found that the faucet had inadver- 
tently been left open and thousands of bees had crawled 
up the spout and drowned. 

On another occasion I lived for 10 days on flood water 
that came down an arroyo after a violent thunderstorm. 
It was full of silt so finely suspended that it never 
settled, and it had a curiously repulsive taste. But it 
was wet. I'll never forget how passionately I longed 
for a drink of water that tasted good and didn’t stick 
to my teeth. 

It is a harsh and bitter land, this desert sheep coun- 
try, so dry that often it doesn’t rain for months or 
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even years, so dry that tracks made months before 

look but a few days old. One late December, with miy 

wife and one of my sons, I made camp at the same place 
in the Serol Mountains in Sonora south of Puerto 

Libertad, right near the shore, where a friend and I 

had been hunting sheep in April. The tracks still looked 

fresh. The cigarette butts looked as if they had been 
smoked within the hour, and a tin can that was sitting 
under a stone had not a particle of rust on it. 

Hunting the desert sheep is made the more difficult 
because the animals are not plentiful. Once, on a lofty 
mountain above the Prophet River in northern British 
Columbia, I saw at least 80 big Stone rams in one day, 
but in the desert a man might hunt hard for six months 
and never see that many. The sheep are not only scarce 
but they are highly migratory. To survive they must 
move from range to range searching for succulent vege- 
tation. Particularly in the summer the rains are very 
spotty, and one range may be green but another 20 
miles away may be bone dry. When the country dries 
up, the sheep move on. When a good rain falls on a 
mountain the sheep appear to harvest the quick-grow- 

ing vegetation that follows the mois- 
= ture. 

«SY Once in February I was in the 
San Franciscos after the local win- 
ter rains had been good. There was 
plenty of green stuff—and plenty of 
sheep. Two months later the coun- 
try had dried up. There was not a 
sheep, nor even a fresh track. 
Another time a friend and I spent 
10 days looking for sheep in the 
mountains along the coast between 
Cape Lobos and Tiburon Island. Not 
a single sheep did we see. Appar- 
ently all the sheep had left the 
coastal ranges for those inland. 

The range of the wild sheep forms 
a great semicircle that goes halfway 
around the world. It embraces the 
aoudad of the rocky hills that rise 
from the Sahara desert, the red 
sheep of the Middle East, the urial 
of India, Iran, and Pakistan, the

when Bill Rae and I drove from our motel in Sault Ste. Marie, 

Ontario, to the Algoma Central Railway station to turn our 
heavy gear over to the baggageman. Even in the gray light of 
6 a. m. it was easy to see that the train due to depart at 7 was 
a fishermen’s special. 

A car with West Virginia license plates was backed up to the 
baggage platform and four men were unloading duffel bags, 
packsacks, a couple of outboards, and rod cases. At the far end 
of the platform two more fishermen were standing beside a small 
mountain of camping gear. A station wagon from Indiana had 
taken over the taxi stand while its three red-shirted occupants 
unlashed a canoe from the top. While we waited our turn two 
Michigan cars drove up, both full of fishermen. 

The ACR train that runs north out of Canadian Sault Ste. 
Marie each morning except Sunday is definitely for fishermen. 
And that’s not surprising, for the rails slash north for 296 miles, 
to Hearst, through some of the greatest fishing country in North 
America. 

The ACR is one of Canada’s most interesting railroads. A 
road runs beside it for 36 miles, from Sault Ste. Marie, as far as 
Wabos. There’s no fishing worth mentioning in that stretch. But 
beyond Wabos the tracks knife into roadless bush that reaches 
éast 75 to 200 miles from Lake Superior, end north to the Trans- 
Canada Highway. For 250 miles along the ACR, no road from 
outside penetrates this wilderness. 

Before the end of this year, if schedules are kept, a new Trans- 
Canada Highway will be completed around the north shore of 
Superior from Sault Ste. Marie to Port Arthur, Ontario. The 
110-mile missing link that Canadians call the Gap, cutting 
through some very rugged country between the mouth of the 
Agawa and the town of White River, is now in the final stages 
of construction. When the job is done it will be possible for the 
first time to circle Lake Superior by car. That will be a happy 
day for fishermen, for the new road will open up a fabulous area 
of lakes and streams. But it will not encroach on the belt of 
bush served by the ACR. The latter will still be a fisherman’s 
railroad, running through roadless country. 

From Wabos to Hearst the railway climbs, curves, and dips

over low mountains, through spruce swamps, and across 
dry pine plains, all dotted with lakes, laced with turbu- 
lent streams, hard to get into. 

There’s hardly a mile without a blue lake or two 
beside the tracks. Most of those near the tracks have 
been fished out, but many back in the bush are not 
fished at all, especially if they are too small for a light 
plane to land on. Some have nothing but speckled 
trout, running up to three and four pounds. Others 
crawl with walleyes and northern pike. A few of the 
bigger lakes have lake trout. Many of the streams are 
about as good as the lakes. 

There are several ways to get at the fishing. Our 
party was headed for Dick Watson’s Pine Portage 
Camp on Lake Kabinakagami at Oba, Mile 246, where 
we knew the fishing was out of this world. Numerous 
camps lie along the ACR. From them you can work 
back to remote and productive waters. 

If you’re enough of a woodsman and camper you can

fishing camp, calling up visions of lumpy beds, poor 
food, outdoor plumbing, black flies by day, mosquitoes 
by night, and long hours with nothing to do. If you 
pick one of the good camps along the ACR or CPR and 
go at the right time of year you'll have none of these 
drawbacks. (June and July are the worst black-fly 
months, and I prefer to stay out of the bush then.) As 
for things to do, neither Peg Rae nor Helen East wet 
a fishing line on this trip, yet both had a fine time from 
beginning to end. 

The novelty of the railroad itself has a great deal to 
do with that. We went aboard the train that morning 
without breakfast, but the cafe car was open before we 
pulled away from the station. There are no frills about 
that car, but it’s a place fishermen and their wives and 
kids can enjoy equally. No tablecloths, but everything 
neat and clean. No menus and no steward, but a good 
cook in the galley. The young waiter stalked up to our 
table and peremptorily announced the breakfast choice: 
“Ham’n’eggs, bacon’eggs!”’ But the food was good, and 
this was a frontier train running north into wild coun-

try, carrying mining men, fishermen, vacationers, Who 
wants formality on such a trip? 

We snaked around curves, over hills, and across tum- 
bling, frothing rivers. In the old days it was said that 
money to build the ACR (it was completed as far as 
Franz in 1912) was raised in England because nobody 
in Canada would invest in it. It was also claimed the 
route was so crooked the engineer of the mixed freight 
and passenger train leaned out of his cab every few 
miles to shake hands with the conductor back in the 
caboose. 

The curves aren’t quite that sharp, but they don’t 
miss it by too much. As for the grades, back in the 
days when steam locomotives hauled the train I have 
stepped off the front platform of a passenger coach, 
picked wild flowers from the right-of-way, and stepped 
back aboard the rear platform as it crawled past, with 
the engine laboring up the final stretch of a long slope. 

But those days are no more. No mixed trains now, 
and the locomotives are diesel. Two passenger trains 
daily, one each way, leaving (continued on page 112)

| didn’t think I was scared, but my legs 
collapsed the minute the bear fell dead 


Every hunter knows how it is. 

You map out a trip for big game, 
scheme and dream for months, Fi- 
nally you’re there, and then you 
muff a chance at a good trophy. 

By the law of averages, one chance 
of that kind is all a man can hope 
for in a year, especially if he’s hunt- 
ing with a bow, as I was. It’s like 
the old theory about lightning never 
striking twice in the same place. No 
use to expect another opportunity, 
so you resign yourself. Better luck 
next fall, you say. You go on hunt- 
ing but your heart isn’t in it. 

That was how I felt that Septem- 
ber day when I finally realized that 
the bear I’d shot was gone for good, 
with nothing worse than a flesh 
wound. 

I was hunting with my wife’s two 
brothers, Gerald and Bill Davis of 
Midland, Michigan. I live at Harbor 
Springs, Michigan. Our trip started 
August 30, two days before the 1958 
bear season was due to open in the 
upper peninsula of our home state. 
All three of us are confirmed bow- 
hunters, and what we had in mind 
was a bout with blackie with no 
guns along. 

We drove north across Mighty 
Mac, the new Straits bridge, headed 
west to the town of Seney, then 
turned north again as far as the 
Adams Trail, an unimproved woods 


I WAS sure my goose was cooked. 
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road running through some of Michi- 
gan’s best black-bear country. An 
hour before dark we reached the 
spot we were looking for, along the 
trail southwest of Grand Marais. 
We put up our tent near a small 
creek and made things snug. 

The next day, Sunday, August 31, 
was spent looking for bear sign, and 
our scouting convinced us we’d come 
to the right place. Late in the after- 
noon I found a well-used bear path 
coming out of a very thick swamp. 
Wet spots showed the fresh tracks 
of one or two big bears, printed deep 
in the black mud. That, I concluded, 
was the runway for me to watch the 
next morning. 

I was on a stand just outside the 
swamp before daylight. I picked a 
place with ferns and brush to screen 
me but where I had a clear view of 
the path and an open place for 
shooting. It was a cool morning, 
with a light wind blowing up from 
the swamp in my face, the way I 
wanted it. 

On a bear hunt, and especially if 
you’re using a bow in place of a 
rifle, you don’t expect action right 
off the bat. The black bear is likely 
to prowl over a lot of country, and 
even where you've seen fresh sign 
he may not show up again for days. 
If he finds a food supply and condi- 
tions that suit him, he may pay

Make Mine

Fish eggs right, says this 
Western expert, and take 
more trout. Here is how 


Hampton Lake where we were standing last June 

was lined with about 20 fishermen, most of whom 
were men with plenty of trout-fishing experience under 
their belts. But only a handful, including my com- 
panion Dick Briskey, were catching chunky rainbows 
with any regularity. 

I had just returned from checking the other anglers’ 
baits to try and find out why the trout were playing 
favorites, but had come back further mystified by the 
fact that, with the exception of a few who were using 
night crawlers, all were using salmon or steelhead eggs. 
Position along the point didn’t mean much either. Up- 
per Hampton, in the middle of the Columbia Basin 
seep lakes below O’Sullivan Dam in the Moses Lake- 
Othello area, is full of flooded sagebrush, and the nature 
of the bottom and water depth were about the same all 
along the point. Casting range wasn’t the answer 
either. And stili only a handful of anglers were taking 
fish. The others were getting bites, but no fish. 

Dick Briskey put his finger on the trouble seconds 
after he slipped the net under a two-pound rainbow. 
“More Western trout are caught on eggs than all other 
baits put together,” he said, “but hardly anyone fishes 
them right.” 

Further investigation of the successful anglers proved 
Dick’s point. These few men seemed to understand that 
trout in hard-fished waters like Upper Hampton could 
be fooled only if eggs were presented in such a way 
that they looked and felt like natural food. Each of 
the successful anglers was using a bell-shaped, slip- 
sinker rig that allowed their monofilament line to slide 
out freely when a rainbow picked up the bait. Enough 
slack line was given so the trout could swim off without 
feeling any kind of line resistance until the hook was 
down too deep to spit out. The other anglers were using 
conventional, attached sinkers, and most were holding 
tight lines, waiting to feel a bite. Trout that picked 
up these baits felt immediate line resistance and 
dropped the hook instantly—hence the frequent bites 
but few hooked fish. 

In addition to being a top bait for taking trout, salm- 
on and steelhead eggs are easy to carry, store, and buy. 
They are a clean, easy-to-use bait that can be fished 


[Vn ROCKY POINT on Washington’s Upper 
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successfully with almost any type of rod and reel. But 
few fishermen take the trouble and time to learn the 
finer points of egg fishing. 

Dick Briskey is an exception. He’s a Yakima Valley 
fruit grower, but at heart he’s a fisherman who rarely 
misses a weekend fishing trip. Born and raised close to 
Washington’s trout streams and lakes, he has spent 
thousands of hours studying trout, steelheads, and 
river-run salmon. Because he’s found eggs the most 
productive bait, Dick does most of his fishing with 
eggs; in fact he’s become something of a wizard at 
egg fishing. Before he entered the fruit business, Dick 
played professional baseball for several years with 
Seattle and San Francisco in the Pacific Coast League 
until he discovered that fruit growing allowed him 
more time to fish. I also work in the fruit industry in 
the Yakima area, and I live in Natches. 

Two weeks after our Upper Hampton Lake trip, Dick 
and I went fishing on Bear Lake, a shallow, clear pond 
in the low Cascade Mountains off the White Pass high- 
way about 15 miles west of Yakima. After Dick had 
finished reinforcing an old log raft, I watched him tie 
on a rig quite different from the one he’d used before, 
but one which would present the eggs in a natural way. 
It was a rig few other trout fishermen would have 
bothered with. 

“Maybe it’s a good thing nobody does bother with 
it,’ he grinned, “because a lake this size would be 
fished out by early summer.” 

He tied a No. 12 short-shanked silver hook to the 
114-pound leader, and without using any weight, fas- 
tened a small bobber on the monofilament three feet 
above the hook. A single steelhead egg was impaled 
on the hook. 

“Now we’ll see what happens,” he said, shoving the 
raft out from shore. 

The bobber provided enough weight for him to cast, 
and the single egg sank slowly. Without any sinker 
weight the egg floated naturally, a choice morsel of 
trout food in the shallow water. Briskey controlled it 
by poling the raft, recasting when the bobber drifted 
into weeds. On the 10th cast the bobber was sucked 
under. 

Dick set the hook quickly, and a 12-inch rainbow 
bounced out of the water. He played the fish carefully, 
stalling the wild lunges and working it patiently away 
from the weed patch. The rainbow finally tired, and 
the light leader was strong enough to guide it in. 

“IT guess a few are left,’ he called, as the trout made 
one last, futile rush away from the raft. 

Bear Lake was clear and not over four feet deep, 
and it had received a steady pounding since the early 
May opening date. To everybody else, it had been 
fished out for a month, but in two hours Briskey took 
eight rainbows, all between 10 and 13 inches, with his 
single-egg and bobber outfit. (continued on page 109)

NEW FRESH-WATER BASS 


It’s big news that Kerr Reservoir’s landlocked stripers

NTIL Victor Hedrick caught 
| the first striped bass of the 

day, I had serious misgivings 
about the outcome of this fishing 
venture to Kerr Reservoir. The talk 
in my room the evening before had 
planted seeds of doubt in my mind. 
Vic, who operates a concrete block 
business in Henderson, North Caro- 
lina, had dropped around to talk 
over plans for our trip in the morn- 
ing. A short while later, three other 
men came by to join the discussion 
on rockfish living in the big reservoir 
shared by North Carolina and Vir- 
ginia. They were Al Howell, who 
works for the city, Phillip Harris, a 
local mail carrier, and Doug Falk- 
ner, who operates a sporting-goods 
shop. These men spend every avail- 
able hour out on the lake catching 
rockfish, the Southern angler’s name 
for striped bass. 

But they talked in a strange com- 
bination of caution and excited en- 
thusiasm, They told me the rock- 
fish were there all right, but that 
some days they just don’t hit. They 
volunteered that some people can’t 
catch them at all, and admitted the 
fish were sometimes in one place and 
sometimes in another. Doug even 
said, “You should have been here Holden Nord nets one for Vic. Kerr is on the North Carolina-Virginia line 
next week. It’ll be good then.” 

There wasn’t a skeptical word in 
all this that I hadn’t heard on fish- 
ing trips time and again. This time, 
however, I was pretty well con- 
vinced, and I began to view our 
chances of catching rockfish the next 
day as only slightly better than our 
chances of taking an abominable 
snowman, 

There were at least two reasons 
why I had come to North Carolina 
for striper fishing. The first was 
simply that I like to catch striped 
bass. They’re big brutes, strong, 
ravenous, fast-growing, mysterious 
in their ways, and, in my opinion, 
fine fish that an angler can be proud 
to hang. 

The second reason and a more ex- 
citing one. Official reports were com- 
ing out of North Carolina that, for 
the first time known to man, proof 
existed that the striper was living 
through his complete life cycle in 
fresh water. These were genuinely 
landlocked striped bass. 

Striped bass venture up streams 
into fresh water every year to spawn, 
but, for the most part, they’re salt-

water fish. Evidence that they might 
be able to live their complete lives 
in fresh water began to show up 
when amazingly good striped-bass 
fishing developed some years ago in 
South Carolina’s Lakes Marion and 
Moultrie in the Santee-Cooper water- 
shed area (see “Landlocked Strip- 
ers,” OuTpoor LIFE, April, 1955). 
But the dams that hold these lakes 
back are equipped with navigation 
locks, and there had been a sus- 
picion at that time that stripers 
might be slipping in from the Santee 
River when the boats locked through. 


he Kerr Reservoir dam, however, 

has no locks. Young striped bass 
in the lake hatch there. People in 
such states as Kentucky, Arkansas, 
and Tennessee, where stripers have 
already been planted but where it’s 
still too early to know whether or 
not they’ll reproduce, find hope in 
this Kerr Reservoir development. 

Even though I knew we might not 
hit into them, I was geared for rock- 
fish when Vic came by at 6:30 the 
next morning. 

The morning was mean and gray, 
even for late fall. Low, dark clouds 
blanketed the sky, and occasional 
sprinklings of cold rain hit the wind- 
shield of the car as we drove from 
Henderson to the Townsville Land- 
ing. Behind the car rolled Vic’s 
trailered, 16-foot, metal fishing boat 
with an 18-horsepower outboard 
mounted on the transom. “I think 
we brought everything we'll need,” 
he said. “We have a couple of rain 
outfits, the heavy tackle, and some 
big minnows.”’ 

There was no one around the free 
public launching site at Townsville 
Landing when we drove down to the 
lake except Holden Nord, who op- 
erates the establishment for the 
Vance County Wildlife Club. Fish- 
ing pressure is low here in mid- 
November, even though this is one 
of the best times of year for rockfish. 

The fact that we had shown up to 
try the rockfishing convinced Holden 
he ought to give it a whirl himself. 
“Was goin’ duck hunting,” he said, 
“but maybe I'll go on out with you. 
With my own boat I can come in if 
I want to.” 

We were hardly five minutes from 
the landing when Vic cut the motor 
back and the boat slowed down. He 
sighted on a tall tree to the north, 
then looked over his shoulder at a 
pine tree on a point to the south. 
“You can drop the anchor,” he said. 
“This is called Little Nutbush, one 
of the best rockfishing spots around 
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here. They seldom come through 
this place in schools, but there’s al- 
ways a good chance of picking up a 
few individuals.”’ 

Vic’s tackle was heavy enough to 
wrestle with any rockfish. His nine- 
foot glass rod was equipped with a 
star-drag reel filled with 40-pound- 
test monofilament. My outfit was 
similar, an 81-foot, limber glass rod 
with line testing the same as Vic’s. 
We rigged each one with a two- 
ounce sinker followed by a three- 
foot leader of 30-pound-test to save 
the lead if we hung up on the bushes 
that cover much of the lake bottom. 
For bait, we hooked on six to eight- 
inch minnows. We dropped them 
over the side, let them settle 30 feet 
to the bottom, and then brought 
them up about two feet. There was 
little to do now but wait. “I like to 
see the wind rock us this way,” Vic 
said. ‘Makes the minnows move 
around more.”’ 

Holden had anchored his boat 
within talking distance and now sat 
huddled in the middle of it waiting 
for a hungry rockfish to come 
through. 

About 30 minutes later the tip of 
my partner’s rod dipped once. ‘“He’s 
down there,” Vic said. “Come on 
rock, take it.”” He had a hand on 
the reel ready to flip the lock on as 
soon as the fish started to move off 
with the bait. 


he rod dipped a second time and 

then a third. The waiting was 
almost as hard on me as it was on 
Vic. Then the click on his reel be- 
gan to sing. He threw the lock into 
place and heaved back on the rod 
until it bent almost double. He 
played the fish in rapidly, and I 
slipped the net under it. This rock 
was in the six-pound class, and the 
heavy tackle had subdued it quick- 


‘ly. The green stripes along its light- 


colored sides showed up beautifully 
as we fastened it onto the stringer. 

“We catch them bigger than that,”’ 
Vic said as he put another minnow 
on his hook. ‘The biggest one I’ve 
heard of out of here went over 12 
pounds.” Virginia fish biologist Bob 
Martin had told me of one that went 
15 pounds. 

Vic and I were both feeling more 
optimistic now. ‘People around here 
really get excited about this rock- 
fishing,” he said. “One guy drove 
down to the lake and was in such a 
hurry to get into his boat that he 
forgot to turn off his ignition. The 
motor ran for three hours while he 
was out on the water. Got all hot, 
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ran out of oil, and burned out all 
the bearings.” 

“Now take Phillip Harris,’ he 
went on. “Phillip would rather go 
rockfishing than anything, and he’s 
out here every day as soon as he 
can get his mail delivered.” Harris, 
who’s a great-grandfather, carries 
mail over an 83-mile rural route ev- 
ery day and generally finishes in 
time to get out to the lake by 3 
o’clock, Before the day ends, he will 
likely catch a rockfish or two. 

“A couple of rocks have run off 
with some expensive rods and reels 
lately,” Vic said. “Sometimes a per 
son makes a mistake and leaves the 
reel lock on. One of these big rocks 
hits it hard and before you know it 
your rod and reel are out in the 
lake.” 


saw Holden standing up in his 
boat now, fighting pressure on 
his rod. I thought for a moment ie 
was hung up on the brush, but he 
was working a fish which he shortly 
brought to net. “It’s another rock,”’ 
he said. ‘‘About five pounds.” 
Fishermen around Kerr (pro- 
nounced Kar) Reservoir are no new- 
comers to the art of catching striped 
bass. The Roanoke River, stretching 
from Albemarle Sound back toward 
the hill country in the northeastern 
part of North Carolina, is a major 
spawning ground for these fish. 
ie ee Aes t During the spring spawning runs,

when the bass move through the 
brackish waters and up into the 
fresh currents of the Roanoke to 
drop their free-floating eggs, anglers 
flock to the river. They fish with 
rod and reel and, where commercial 
fishing is permitted, they even drag 
skim nets through the water to catch 
the big bass. 

When waters of the Roanoke be- 
gan to back up behind the John H. 
Kerr Dam in 1951, it was logical 
enough for North Carolina biologists 
to think of stocking the new lake 
with rockfish. Getting the fry was 
probably simpler for them than for 
fish culturists anywhere else, be- 
cause down the river at Weldon the 
state’s Wildlife Resources Commis- 
sion operates what is probably the 
only striped bass hatchery in the 
country. 

The Weldon hatchery operates on 
a seasonal basis, beginning when the 
spring run of stripers starts in the 
Roanoke. Breeder fish taken from 
the river are stripped of eggs, and 
the fry are hatched in glass jars

says deer hunters must use shot- 

guns loaded with buckshot, 
sportsmen eagerly paid as much as 
$1 apiece for handloaded cartridges 
last fall. 

These home-brewed deer loads, de- 
veloped by Robert K. Haelig of 
Bound Brook, N.J., have one all- 
important advantage over the stand- 
ard buckshot cartridges that sell for 
about 20¢ each.

The shotgun loaded with buckshot 
is the prescribed weapon for deer in 
the dense woods of many Southern 
and Eastern states. And each year 
hunters in those areas miss or crip- 
ple about as many bucks as they kill. 
A lot of this loss is due to the 
skimpy, erratic patterns thrown by 
ordinary buckshot loads. 

I know. My last hunt with stand- 
ard buckshot in 1955 offered some 
good examples. 

Hunting along the Passaic River, 
not far from my home in Livingston, 
N.J., I spotted a buck with an excel- 
lent head standing in open woods 
about 60 yards away. I touched off 
a carefully aimed shot at his shoul-

der with my 12 gauge double, a 
skeet-bored gun loaded with conven- 
tional 00 buckshot cartridges. 

The first shot merely made the 
buck shift his feet nervously. Four 
more shots added nothing to his 
alarm. Then a pellet from my sixth 
and last shot stung him enough that 
he ran out of sight. There was no 
sign along his trail that he was seri- 
ously injured. 

That very same day I hit another 
buck with two loads of conventional 
buckshot. He staggered but kept on 
running. My efforts to track him 
down failed. Though I’d had two 
good chances, which constitutes a

more big fresh-water gamefish 

than any other, year in and year 
out, is sadly neglected by most of the 
anglers who dream of catching a whop- 
per. The big-fish fly I refer to is the 
streamer, either tied with feathers or 
hair or a combination of both. 

You can’t beat a streamer for the 
acrobatic landlocked salmon, unless 
you resort to bait or spoons. Even 
then there’ll be many times when you'd 
do better with a streamer. The stream- 
er has no peer among flies as a taker 
of king-size trout, be they squaretails, 
lakers, rainbows, or browns. The fly 
fisherman seeking northern pike, mus- 
kies, and pickerel will get the big ones 
with streamers. Whopper bass charge 
streamers. So do walleyes. Panfish of 


To one type of fly that will take 


many kinds grab midget-size streamers. 

I don’t believe there’s a minnow- 
feeding gamefish in our fresh waters 
that won’t pile into the right streamer 
—if you know how to dish it out to him. 
There’s the rub—serving the streamer 
properly. 

Streamer fishing demands a technique 
that takes time to master. But it’s far 
easier to learn to fish streamers than it 
is to drive a car or play a good game 
of golf. A beginner can learn enough 
about fishing streamers in a single sea- 
son to fool some mighty fish. 

If you prefer spinning to conven- 
tional fly-rod work, you can still get in 
on this fun. Buy a stout fly rod, one of 
those wonderful fly-rod spinning reels 
that handles monofilament line, and a 
dozen streamers. For spinning casts,

you'll need weighted streamers or one 
of those plastic bubbles to give you 
casting weight. The technique of fish- 
ing streamers is almost the same with 
either a spinning or fly-casting outfit. 

How does streamer fishing stack up 
against live bait? Well, let’s face it: A 
good angler can usually take more 
large fish with live bait than he will on 
any artificial fly or lure. There are 
times, however, when nothing on earth 
will beat a streamer, and I’d rather 
catch one fish on a streamer than two 
on a minnow. Chances are you'll feel 
the same way, once you get going with 
streamers. 

Don’t get me wrong. Fishing bait 
is a lot of fun. I do it, law permitting, 
whenever the occasion demands. But I 
don’t get the same bang out of bait 
fishing that I do from fooling some 
battle-scarred monster with a bunch of 
feathers or a hank of hair. And here's 
another reason. Gamefish usually take 
a bait gingerly and mouth it for a 
while. You feel the light tapping at 
the bait and you give line so the fish 
will feel no drag or pull and leave in 
alarm. Then the fish swims slowly off 
with the bait and you pay out line till 
the movement stops. Once more you 
wait, then you set the hook. It’s a 
waiting game. 

When a big fish strikes a streamer 
there’s no monkeying around. He piles 
into those feathers with everything he 
has and nearly yanks the rod out of 
your hands. Fish seem to think a fast- 
moving streamer is some small fish 
fleeing from him. The action of the 
streamer triggers a killing urge that 
can make the fish strike whether it’s 
hungry or not. 

I've seen this demonstrated time and 
again. There was the day I was fishing 
for walleyes in a northern lake and 
struck a school of five and six-pounders 
just before dark. They were chasing 
minnows over a shoal. My guide fished 
minnows and I used a white streamer. 
It was a Palmer-tied combination of 
hair and feathers on a No. 6 hook. I'd 
listen for the sharp slash made by a 
walleye as he took a minnow close to 
the surface. Then I’d cast in his direc- 
tion and start bringing the streamer 
back fast the instant it hit the water, 
making it skip like a fleeing minnow 
by raising the rod tip suddenly. Time 
and again this was met by a smashing 
strike. In less than an hour and a half 
we had 122 pounds of walleyes in the 
boat, our limit for the day. I caught 
exactly half of those fish and I’m sure I 
had far more sport than did the guide 

and possibly more poundage. 

One afternoon on the _ hard-fished 
Battenkill near Shushan, New York, I 
spied a huge brown trout hugging the 
shade of a submerged log on the bottom

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of a big pool. I cast dry flies over that 
brownie for an hour, and he never 
batted an eye. Then I dragged wet 
flies in front of him, and nymphs. All 
he did was back away when they got 
too close. 

At this point two young fellows with 
spinning tackle and small wobbling 
spoons appeared and thoroughly fished 
the pool, with no results. They didn’t 
spot the big brownie, but twice put 
their spoons very close to his snout. 
When they gave up and went on, I 
searched for a worm, found one and 
dangled it in front of the trout. Once 
more he backed away, leaving me fit 
to be tied. 

I was playing with the idea of try- 
ing to catch a minnow, when I remem- 
bered I had a chewed-up streamer in a 
pocket of my vest. The streamer, a 
left-over from spring salmon fishing in 
Maine, was a Black Ghost, about as 
unlikely a fly for that stream as you 
can find. But I tried it. 

Once more that old brownie gave 
me the brush-off. But I was now down 
to rock bottom, so I kept on casting 
that fly to the fish and dragging it right 
past his nose. Once he suddenly flashed 
off and disappeared. I thought the jig 
was up, so I sat down for a rest. But 
in less than 15 minutes, the trout came 
back and took up its old position by 
the log. 

Again I cast the streamer at him. 
This time, quick as lightning, he took 
a punch at it with his tail, then settled 
back in the shade of the log. Again I 
sent the streamer to worry him. This 
was too much for the old boy. He hit 
that streamer so savagely he hooked 
himself. I’m sure this 4!2-pound trout 
lost his temper and tried to murder that 
streamer then and there. Bass will do 
the same thing. 

The beginner can’t start streamer 
fishing till he buys a few. O.K., which 
few? There are dozens of designs and 
patterns in a confusing array of color 
combinations, sizes, and materials. 
Start with a few patterns of size and 
color that will give the illusion when 
wet of the baitfish living in the par- 


| ticular water you plan to fish. The ex- 


ceptions to this rule concern fishing for 
walleyes, northern pike, and pickerel. 
Walleyes seem to prefer either a black, 
a white, or a black-and-white bucktail 
on a No. 6 hook. Pike and pickerel 


| consistently like red and white buck- 


tails, Palmer tied, especially if there’s 
a small revolving spinner ahead of the 
fly. When you strike the pike family 
in the right mood, they’ll try to knock 
the daylights out of almost any stream- 
er made, if it’s big enough to interest 
them. 


| er pecarcenss salmon, kings of north- 
eastern lakes and rivers, prefer 
streamers the size and color of the 
fish they feed on, when trolled at the 
right speed and depth. From ice-out 
till the surface water reaches about 
50°, landlocks feed close to the top on 
smelt and other small fish. In smelt 
waters, I’m partial to Black Ghost, 
Supervisor, and Gray Ghost patterns 
in salmon sizes. 
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The very best landlocked saliicn 
fishing I ever had came while trolling 
those streamers in Maine during late 
May. Other patterns that have brought 
me luck are: Nine Three, Blue Super- 
visor, Barnes Special, Red and White 
Bucktail, Mickey Finn, Squirrel Tail 
Special, and the Dark Tiger. Trolling 
for salmon is usually best in a good 
wind with whitecaps breaking on the 
water, and you should troll at a good 
clip. During early spring, keep the 
streamer just inches below the surface 
by adding a few split shot just ahead 
of the fly or clamped to the shank of 
the hook itself. 


by ies can also have a lot of fun cast- 
ing streamers for landlocks in lakes 
and ponds. But I’ve had my best fun 
doing this in fast rivers. Cast the fly 
and let it sink a few inches, then sharp- 
ly raise your rod tip to bring the 
streamer flying back through the 
water. In fast rivers, cast across the 
riffies, let the streamer sink a bit, then 
bring it back skipping the surface or 
darting frantically just under the water. 
When a big salmon hits at such a time, 
he all but yanks you into the river. 

Brook trout fall easy prey to stream- 
ers, especially during May and early 
June. The larger the streamer, usually 
the bigger the trout. My favorite is a 
streamer of red and white bucktail. At 
times brook trout will murder these 
flies. At other times I find the same 
patterns that will take landlocks, espe- 
cially the Dark Tiger and the Gray 
Ghost, very telling. However, when 
fishing for big brookies, troll slowly and 
deep. When casting, unless fish are 
surfacing or feeding near the top, let 
the streamer sink to the bottom, then 
retrieve in little darts. 

Rainbow trout in the East often go 
for a streamer with plenty of gray 
and white in it. They also like one 
combining orange and black. In large 
Western rivers and lakes my experi- 
ence has been that they fall more to 
silver, grays, and brown and com- 
binations of these. East or West, lake 
or river, rainbows like speed. The 
right speed to troll a streamer or to 
retrieve it when casting is something 
you'll have to learn by trying different 
speeds. Rainbows love to smash a flee- 
ing baitfish, but the speed of retrieve or 
troll usually has to be exactly right or 
the trout will ignore your fly or just 
bump it without taking. 

It’s the brown trout that will really 
test your skill and tell you when you've 
learned to handle streamers with fi- 
nesse. Especially difficult are those 
man-shy hermits of the deep pools in 
hard-fished streams such as the Batten- 
kill, Beaverkill, Esopus, and their like 
from coast to coast. Those fish demand 
downright perfection in fishing stream- 
ers and the most lifelike imitations of 
the natural baitfish living in their own 
locale. If they weren’t so careful they'd 
never have survived. 

Over the years, I’ve whittled down 
the patterns I use for those shy old 
brownies to six. First on the list is the 
Palmer-tied (breather type) streamer. 
There’s something about the in-and-out

don’t often see, the wounded-minnow 
type. One seeing it for the first time 
| might think the tyer had forgotten to 
| finish his job, for it’s dressed only on 
one side. Thus it floats on its side as 
does a dying fish. When you make it 
wriggle slightly on the surface, it gives 
a fine imitation of a dying baitfish. 
Gamefish of all kinds really smash into 
it. Sixth on the list is the wonderful 
combination of hair and feathers such 
as the salmon flies are fashioned from, 
but in small sizes, subdued colors, and 
sparsely tied. 

Smallmouth bass often grab a well- 

fished streamer. I’ve actually had a 
second smallmouth swim alongside one 
I'd hooked on a streamer and try to 
take the big fly out of its mouth dur- 
ing the fight. Streamers are the top 
| fly for smallmouths in Maine during 
June. And for my money, they’re also 
the best artificial for midsummer day- 
light fishing. 

Smallmouths usually like a streamer 
fished much as you'd fish it for large 
trout, either trolled or cast. Large- 
mouths, however, prefer the streamer 
to be large, gaudily dressed in red and 

| white or yellow and red, and they like a 
slow troll when feeding near the surface 
and a fast troll when deep. When cast- 
ing for largemouths, I find the wounded- 
minnow type of streamer most effec- 
tive.

This all sums up to the fact that four 
factors enter into fishing streamers: 
They are choice of size, design, color, 
and the way you manipulate the 
streamer in the water. The most 
trifling thing can spell the difference 
between success and failure. 

What has been said so far is by no 
means the complete story of streamer 
fishing. It’s meant to start you to using 
one of the most effective lures ever 
made for fishing. If you give stream- 
ers a fair try, chances are you'll find 
them top-grade weapons against all 
gamefish. 

All fish that eat minnows are suck- 
ers for streamers. The trick is for you 
to make those creations of feathers and 
hair look like small fish streaking 
through the water or skipping across 
the surface for their very lives. Once 
you’ve mastered this art, you'll be 
hooked, as they say, but good. And 
you'll find streamer fishing worth 
every minute of time and energy spent 
in learning.—Wynn Davis.

Kerr sprawls all over the state line

miles. Streams feed into the reservoir 
and provide breeding areas for the 
stripers, the major one of these being 
the Staunton River which comes down 
from the hills of Virginia. 

For a couple of years after the initial 
stocking, little was heard of the strip- 
ers. Then in 1955 hook-and-line fisher- 
men began to take a small one occa- 
sionally. Usually the fish were taken

creased. “In 1955 I caught my first 
rock here,’ Holden told me. “It 
weighed four pounds. We've had some 
mighty good catches since then, and 
it’s been gettin’ better.” 

For the past few years test nets 
have consistently taken up fry, though 
no fry are being stocked in the reser- 
voir. Now, for the first time, fish re- 
searchers know that rockfish can live 
through their entire life cycle com- 
pletely cut off from salt water. 


his gives reason for optimistic spec- 

ulation by researchers and fisher- 
men in several parts of the country. 
Arkansas biologists, for instance, have 
stocked rockfish in Lake Ouachita with 
the hope they will reproduce. Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee, nursing the same 
hope, have put striped bass into some 
of their large reservoirs. It just might 
be that the striped bass is on the thres- 
hold of a major invasion of inland 
waters. There’s no way short of stock- 
ing them, however, to know which 
lakes can meet the striper’s demand- 
ing spawning requirements. 

Rockfish drop their eggs into water 
that has enough current to keep the 
eggs suspended until they hatch. This 
takes two to three days, depending on 
the water temperature. If the free- 
floating eggs settle to the bottom, 
they’re usually covered with silt and 
killed. Consequently the parent fish 
must make the spawning run _ up- 
stream far enough to keep the eggs 
floating back down until they’re 
hatched. Biologists once believed this 
required as much as 100 miles of 
stream. Now Virginia fish researchers 
who have been studying rockfish re- 
production in Kerr Reservoir since 
1958 have come forth with some en- 
couraging findings on this front. Vir- 
ginia’s Bob Martin, who has_ been 
studying these fish as part of a Dingle- 
Johnson project, says, “Most of the 
rockfish eggs hatched in the Staunton 
hatched within 16 miles. It depends 
not only on the length and current of 
the stream but also on eddies which 
may keep the eggs in suspension.” 

All of this could mean that more 
lakes than we realize have suitable 
spawning streams for rockfish. Fish 
men are convinced, however, that only 
big reservoirs will do, and perhaps only 
a few of them will eventually become 
rockfish waters. As far as Kerr Reser- 
voir is concerned, Bob Martin says, 
“I’m optimistic.” 

North Carolina conservation officials 
had been worried about the future of 
the rockfish in Kerr and are now con- 
cerned about stripers in the Roanoke 
River. There is a long-range plan for 
building a system of power and flood- 
control dams through this valley. Such 
dams often take water off the bottoms 
of the reservoirs, and this water can 
be so low on oxygen that it threatens 
fish life. A second threat of big dams 
on the spawning streams is the inter- 
mittent flow of water below the dams. 
Conservation officials of both Virginia 
and North Carolina are working to get 
clauses in the power company licenses 
to guarantee adequate flow of water 


| 
with oxygen content high enough to| 
support the rockfish. 

The proposed power dam on the}! 
Roanoke at Gaston, N. C., the biolog- | 
ists fear, would disrupt the flow of} 
water down the river and leave it SO | 
low in level and oxygen that the breed- 
er fish moving upriver to spawn would 
be endangered. This, of course, would | 
threaten striper fishing up and down 
that whole section of the Atlantic 
Coast. North Carolina people are now | 
fighting this menace to the fabulous 
bass populations in the Roanoke River. 
And when power companies begin to| 
talk of the high cost of altering dams 
to protect the fish, the conservationists 
are quick to peint out that the rock- 
fish is worth $1,000,000 a year to North 
Carolina alone. 

While the officials talk about the 
dams, Kerr Reservoir fishermen keep 
busy catching stripers. Among the 
rock fishermen here, deep-sea tackle, 
such as Vic’s, is becoming increasing- | 
ly common, and artificial lures are 
used occasionally as well as live bait. 
Favorites include such deep-running 
baits as leadheads and bumpers, and 
for trolling Vic rigs up a heavy spoon 
with a pork strip on a weighted line. 

“Unless we're fishing a place like | 
this where they seem to come through | 
pretty often, we locate the schools by 
trolling,” Vic said. “When we find 
them we stop and cast.” | 

“Sometimes,” Holden added, “we 
watch for gulls feeding on pieces of 
fish coming to the surface. When we 
see them we know where the rocks are 
feeding down below.” 

Holden had a second strike in mid- 
morning and quickly brought in a 
three-pound largemouth, the only one| 
of the day. “We get good fishing for | 
those in the spring,”’ Vic said. “We plug 
the banks for them during the siete 
ing season.’ 

Later I noticed the tip of my rod | 
dip, and I put my hand on the lock. 
The rod dipped again, and the line be- | 
gan cutting off through the water. | 


The reel had hardly started to click| | 


before I leaned back on the rod, fully | 
expecting to hook a rockfish and lead | 
him by the nose right to the net. But | 
the rod straightened out, and I was| 
fighting little more than the weight of; 
the line. That left a mighty empty | 
feeling. I wanted nothing more at the | 
moment than to get into a genuine | 
scrap with the biggest rockfish in Kerr 
Reservoir. 

My failure to hook the fish must 
have been catching. Vic missed one 
next, and a few minutes later Holden 
missed another one. 


MM later in the day, the tip of my | 
rod dipped sharply again. Vic was 
watching from his end of the boat as_ 
my hand slid over the lock on my reel. | 
The rod tip bent again, but still the fish | 
hadn’t made up his mind. When he | 
made it up he did so all at once. He 
must have turned on the minnow and 
hit it on the go, because the click sang 
and it took all my will power to let him 
keep on going. I had decided to give

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hard I flipped the lock and leaned back 
on the limber rod to set the hook. 
There was no question about this 
| one, at least right at the moment. My 
fish was definitely attached, and Vic 
was already reaching for the net. The 
striper came with deceptive ease most 
|of the way, almost as if he’d been 
| broken to lead. “I don’t think he’s so 
| big,” I said. 
| But the closer he came to the sur- 
| face the less he wanted to come at all. 
He thrashed and bucked like a mus- 
tang as I eventually brought him into 
view. He dashed from one end of the 
boat to the other and threatened to 
| dive beneath it if given the chance. 
| He rolled on the surface in rockfish 
fashion as I tried time after time to 
lead him back to where Vic might 
| slip the net under him. This was the 
| biggest fish we had seen during the 
| day, and a fine rock in any waters. 
When we had him in the boat we 
fastened him to two of the stringer 
| Clamps and held him up for Holden to 
see. “How long is he?’ Holden asked. 
| Vic measured the fish against the 
handle of his net and said it would go 
| almost 30 inches. “Weigh about 10 
| pounds,” Holden estimated. Back at 
| the dock we found he’d underestimated 
| the weight by a fraction of a pound. 

Kerr Reservoir is not noted for 
striper hotspots. Fishing here is much 
the same all over the lake, with a 
slight edge going to the North Carolina 
arm because feeder streams there are 
smaller and less muddy than those 
that come in on the Virginia side. 
Most of the striper fishing is restricted 
| to that part of the lake below Clarks- 
ville, Va. 

Virginia and North Carolina have 
reciprocal agreements on the reservoir. 
You can fish there with the license is- 
sued by either state. The limit is eight 
rockfish a day with a 12-inch legal 
length and no closed season. Best part 
of the year, says Vic, is late fall and 
early winter, about the time most peo- 
ple give up fishing until spring. 

Late in the afternoon, Phillip Harris 
and Doug Falkner came in from the 
lake. “Phillip usually does some good,” 
Vic said when he saw them coming. 
He had done better than all of us. 
| His two fish weighed a total of 16 
pounds. He felt as good about them as 
if they had been the first rockfish he 
ever took from Kerr Reservoir. 





think, however, the smallest fish 

of the day had the biggest story to 
tell. Vic took him on a small minnow 
which he hooked to a light casting out- 
fit and dropped over the side in hope 
of getting a crappie. When the line be- 
gan moving off a few minutes later, 
Vic set the hook and played his fish to 
the surface. He held it up for me to 
see. It was a nine or 10-inch striped 
bass—one of the previous year’s hatch. 
In most places where striped bass live, 
a fish of this size would hardly attract 
a second look. But in Kerr Reservoir 
this was the day’s proof that these big, 
salt-water roughnecks really have come 
around to living and prospering in fresh 
water.

instead of floating as a good natural 
fly should. He can see tiny terrestrials, 
jassids and red ants so small that it 
would take a No. 32 hook to match 
them—if such hooks were made. The 
smallest hook made commercially is 
No. 22. The brown trout is so sharp of 
vision that in clear, shallow streams, 
a 3X tippet of gut or nylon, which to 
man’s eye looks like a very fine hair, 
must look to a brownie like a rope. In 
such water the fisherman may float fly 
after fly over a trout on a 3X point and 
not get the first hit. If he goes down to 
a 4X, he may then begin to get some 
action. 

These two features alone—his adapt- 
ability to our changing streams and 
lakes, and his suspicious nature—would 
be enough to make an extraordinary 
sport fish. But when you add to them 
his voracious appetite, you have the 
finishing touch. For if the fisherman 
properly shows his offering to a brown- 
ie, he can get a hit. It is undoubtedly 
this constant pitting of wits against a 
fish that is willing, if you can fool him, 
that keeps us fishing. 

Yet the brown trout, because he is 
not a ‘‘native” of North America, has 
caused and continues to cause consider- 
able controversy among biologists and 
anglers in the United States. Brook 
trout, rainbows, and cutthroats were 
all found in North America by the 
early settlers. But these species, all 
readily caught by even a fisherman 
without guile, soon began to disappear. 
As early as 1895 one writer declared 
that this would be the last season for 
brook trout, that there would be no 
more of the species to catch. He wasn’t 
far wrong. 

Today, except in carefully stocked 
and guarded waters, or very remote 
areas, there are few brook trout. In 
the West, the mountain streams 
abounded with rainbows and cutthroats 
at the time of exploration. Here again, 
however, changing conditions, warmer 
waters, and heavier fishing depleted 
their ranks. Nowadays, though they 
are widely stocked, they hardly hold 
their own. Anyone who fishes Western 
streams today knows that without the 
immigrant brownie there would be 
mighty sparse fishing. 

These browns were first brought to 
America in 1885 from Germany and 
were called German brown or Von Behr 
trout, after the member of the German 
fisheries society who sent them over. 
At about the same time, browns were 
stocked here from Loch Leven, Scot- 
land. Actually, scientists claim, the 
Loch Leven, the brown, the sea trout, 
the bull, and the estuarine trout of 
Europe are all the same fish, with local 
color variations due to food and envir- 
onment. A Loch Leven trout, placed in 
a small highland “burn,” will produce 
dark and stunted offspring like the 
native trout of that water. On the 
other hand, if the young of those burn 
trout are placed in Loch Leven, they 
take on the typical silvery hue and 
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push-button outfit

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grow to the same size as the Loch 
Leven fish. 

Without this fortunate planting of 
European trout, many of our great 
streams might have produced very little 
fishing after this country had been set- 
tled for a few decades. And it is my 
firm conviction that without more and 
more considered planting of brown 
trout, we are headed for slim fishing. 
I believe that considered planting, how- 
ever, could give us such angling as has 
never been known, even in the days of 
virgin waters. But this opinion is not 
universal. Some state fish commis- 
sions, for instance, hold the view that 
the fish in our American streams should 
be maintained in the state in which 
they were originally found. Usually 
this means stocking rainbows, cut- 
throats, and brook trout. 


he first fact to be faced is that many 

streams—because of increasing pop- 
ulation along their banks and the 
construction of so many dams—are not 
and never again will be in the state in 
which our ancestors found them. There- 
fore, why should the fish population 
remain the same? The water in many 
places is warmer, and most trout can- 
not stand it. There is a greater change 
of water level at run-off time because 
so much topsoil has been denuded, and 
again the rainbows can’t stand it. 

Granted, rainbows are good fish. But 
they’re easy to catch compared with 
brown trout, so almost as fast as the 
hatchery trucks dump rainbows into 
the rivers, hordes of fishermen snatch 
them out. There is little, if any, repro- 
duction from these hatchery trout. The 
same thing is true of the cutthroat and 
the Eastern brook trout. Compara- 
tively, they’re easy to catch, and there- 
fore tend to disappear in heavily fished 
streams. 

Yet where browns have been planted, 
they’ve usually shown themselves tough 
and adaptable enough to spawn and 
reproduce. And where they have not 
reproduced, some have held over, grow- 
ing bigger each year and furnishing 
great sport. 

Maryland once stocked brown trout 
(along with rainbows and brook trout) 
that were seven to eight inches long. 
In a few years, in many of the waters 
where they were stocked, the browns 
grew to four, five, and sometimes six 
pounds. In other streams, where food 
was scarce, they grew only moderately, 
but took on a deep, healthy color and 
fought extremely well. Meantime, the 
rainbows and brook trout grew sickly 
or disappeared. 

Such experiments lead me to believe 
that brown trout should be stocked in 
many waters where they’re not now 
stocked at all—such as in Virginia and 
some other Eastern states—or where 
they’re left to fend for themselves, 
without any additions to fill out waters 
depleted by ever-heavier fishing—as in 
Montana. 

One of the chief claims made against 
such stocking often comes from biolo- 
gists, many of whom claim that brown 
trout are cannibals. 

Well, if a brownie is a cannibal, so

much the better. That will only make 
him grow bigger, more exciting to 
catch. The fact of the matter is that 
in all my years of fishing, I have never 
found a brown trout in another brown 
trout’s stomach, and neither have any 
of the dozens of other anglers whom 
I’ve questioned on the subject. 

It’s true that brown trout have pro- 
digious appetites. From the time 
they’re a few inches long, they feed 
constantly, sometimes taking flies off 
the surface in the familiar rise and 
with the famous selectivity that lends 
such excitement to trout fishing. Other 
times they’re nosing into rocks and 
gravel to dislodge nymphs, then chas- 
ing and grabbing their prey before it 
can swim away. At such times the 
flash of their silvery sides can often be 
seen as they turn. 

Again they feed on _ infinitesimal 
fresh-water shrimp and Daphnia that 
look like a tiny black dot to the hu- 
man eye. Often browns dig into the 
aquatic grasses in search of such food, 
and as they stand on their heads while 
feeding, their tails stick out of the 
water in what is called ‘tailing’, again 
a thrilling visual come-on to the an- 
gler. 

They will also feed avidly on a wide 
variety of creatures such as jassids, 
ants, spiders, beetles, and grasshoppers 
that fall into the water. As the fish 
grows, his food horizon widens. By the 
time a brown trout weighs three pounds, 
aquatic flies and terrestrials seldom 
interest him. A brown of that size is 
looking for something to fill his cav- 
ernous stomach. He craves meat. He 
grabs and swallows almost anything 
that comes by. It doesn’t matter if he 
has just finished a meal; he’s always 
ready for another. You might expect 
that he’d go somewhere like a snake to 
quietly digest what he has already 
eaten, but not Mr. Brown. He sits there 
at the table, chair pushed back a bit, 
but always with his eye cocked for any 
special dish that may come along. One 
brownie I caught in the Big Hole River 
in Montana still had the tail of a min- 
now sticking out of his mouth when he 
hit my fly. When I opened him, I found 
two field mice, each five inches long, 
fur still intact, and in different stages 
of decomposition, plus the seven-inch 
chub whose tail was showing. Yet that 
brownie took a dry fly. 

On cutting open a 10-pound brownie 
I once took in Argentina, I found the 
skull of a small hare, which hapless 
small creature must have fallen into 
the river and been swallowed by the 
monster trout. 


hough brown trout may enjoy a great 

variety of food in their lifetime, 
there’s one aspect of their feeding hab- 
its that can befuddle anglers, and is, in 
fact, the basis of the fly fisherman’s 
art. When trout are feeding on one 
certain fly that’s hatching at that par- 
ticular time, they'll touch nothing else. 
So in order to match the emerging flies 
of the many seasonal hatches, fly fish- 
ermen must carry an assortment of 
flies that flaunt feathers from every 
known bird, and hair from many ani-

It is no idle joke that a pet 
chicken, or even the family dog, is 
never safe when a fly fisherman is look- 
ing for something from which to tie a 
new concoction. Some devotees even 
carry a fly-tying kit on the stream so 
they’ll be ready to match the hatch of 


| the moment. In any case, since materi- 


als often come from far lands and since 
the trick of tying a fly requires great 


| skill and much time, a box of flies is 





often worth its weight in gold. 

The names of the flies used in trout 
fishing show that this sport turns men 
into artists and dreamers. A few flies 
take their designations from something 
as simple as the name of the designer. 
Such are the Light Cahill, the Quill 
Gordon, the Wulff flies, and the Bailey 
bi-flies, all named for great fly tyers or 
notable fly fishermen. Others had their 
origins in occasions or persons known 
only to the inner circle of those who 
really study fly-pattern lore. These 
flies bear such intriguing monickers as 
Gapen’s Muddler Minnow, White-Gloved 
Howdy, Pale Evening Dun, Red Vari- 
ant, and Adams Spentwing. 

Not so hard to trace are the Black 
Gnats, Mosquitoes, Wooly Worms, May

Besides these, the well-provided an- 
gler will have a few patterns that may 
be used either wet or dry. These are 
the Bailey’s Bi-fly Yellow and Bailey’s 
Bi-fly Orange (Nos. 6, 8, 10, and 12, on 
long-shanked hooks), Muddler, Joe’s 
Hopper, Coachman Trude, Royal Coach- 
man Trude, and Red Trude. 

Each type of fly fishing has its own 
technique. When the fish are feeding 
on a hatch, they’re unlikely to take 
anything but the natural fly that’s 
coming off the river. ‘Bhis situation 
calls for dry-fly fishing. When a good 
hatch is on, the fish feed so avidly that 
even the rankest amateur would seem 
to have a good chance. But though fish 
may rise to a natural a few feet away 
from the man with the maniacal gleam 
in his eye, not one will touch his faulty 
float or his strange fly. Even a perfect 
imitation of the real fly will go un- 
touched unless it’s floated properly 
over a trout. To do this amidst a wild 
hatch, the angler must choose a single 
rising fish and concentrate on it, or 
he’s likely to find himself casting in all 
directions, catching nothing, and even- 
tually downing all risers. 

Many times, what appears to be a 
rise is actually a fish bulging the water 
as he takes a nymph just before it 
reaches the surface. And at such times 
even the right fly that eventually might 
emerge from the nymph will not get a 
strike. That fish has his mind on a 
nymph, and that’s all he’s interested in. 

Nymphs are usually cast upstream, 
allowed to sink well down, and to 
bounce along the bottom and look like 
natural nymphs. Some nymph fisher- 
men bring them along in a series of 
short jerks, then allow them to float 
free awhile, then repeat the short jerks, 
all in the interest of making them look 
like the real thing struggling to the 
surface to shed the nymphal jacket 
and emerge as a fly. 

Still another surface indication of 
fish feeding is a very slight V-shaped 
dimpling of the waters, which anglers 
often spot in the late season after the 
big aquatic hatches have come and 
gone. Now the only thing to bring the 
trout to the surface are terrestrials— 
often tiny jassids and beetles or ants 
so small as to be scarcely noticeable on 
the surface, but still visible to the 
sharp-eyed trout. Other terrestrials 
(like grasshoppers and caterpillars) are 
larger and bring a splashier strike 
that’s easy to see and therefore makes 
it easier to find the trout for the cast. 

Wet flies are played dead in the 
current, under the surface, to ape the 
float of a drowned fly. Some, like the 
Coachman, are moved in short jerks

It should be 
matched with an H-D-H fly line. For 
casting wet flies, the same length rod, 


with a slightly slower action and also 


matched with an H-D-H line is right. | 


But for casting big bucktails and 
streamers on big rivers or lakes, and 
where there is any wind, a larger out- 
fit does a better job.

The heavy 
butt section is of considerable aid in 
casting, and the fine tippet prevents 
the fish from spotting it.

While most trout lore deals with fly 
fishing for trout, thousands upon thou- 
sands of anglers still take their share 
by various other means. Very light 
monofilament line enables spin casters 
to take many trout. Even plug casters 
catch them with big shiny spoons, 
which must arouse the fighting instinct 
in an old brownie. 

Bait fishermen do most damage to 
trout ranks when the water is roily, 
either just after a hard rain or during 
the spring when rivers are in flood. 
At such times the eagle-eyed brownies 
don’t spot the heavy line and leaders 
that most bait fishermen use. But an 
alert bait fisherman, using light tackle 
and fishing quietly and skillfully, will 
make very good catches and have great 
sport, too. Bait fishermen going after 
trout often use minnows, grasshoppers, 
small eels, leeches, and hellgrammites. 
In Ireland they like the daddy longlegs 
so well that they’ve developed a spe- 
cial type of fishing known as dapping 
the daddy. 


| niga have been known to bite 
on a kernel of corn and a piece of 
soap. And most fishermen have read 
the account of the angler who—know- 
ing there were good fish in a rather 
inaccessible part of the stream—tied a 
live mouse to a hook, set the mouse on 
a chip of wood, and let it float down 
with the current. When it reached the 
spot he wanted, he stopped the line, 
thus pulling the poor mouse off its 
miniature raft, and suddenly there in 
front of those big trout was a mouse, 
frantically scrambling to get out of 
there. 

The voracious, adaptable brown, in 
many rivers from which he can reach 
the salt, goes to sea. And when a brown 
trout does this, he waxes fat and be- 
comes bright silver—much as the salm- 
on does—undoubtedly from feeding in 
the generous ocean larder that’s loaded 
with delicious crustaceans. When the 
trout return to sweet water, their 
silvery sheen stays with them awhile, 
but they gradually revert to their 
brown markings. 

In Newfoundland, Iceland, Sweden, 
Argentina’s Tierra del Fuego, and, in 
fact, wherever browns return from 
these seagoing expeditions, they’re fat, 
brilliant, and full of fight. In Norway 
they come into the rivers at almost 
the same time as the Atlantic salmon 
and pack such a piscatorial punch that, 
increasingly, anglers will pay as much 
for a beat on a sea-trout river as they 
will for a beat on a salmon river. 

The thing that makes sea-run browns 
particularly popular there is that while 
the salmon must be fished almost en- 
tirely with big, heavy flies in the 
strong, rushing rivers, the sea trout 
will rise to a dry fly. To take one of 
these seagoing browns on a dry fly is 
an experience to remember, for even 
the nautical brownie never loses his 
native suspicion. 

The first time I fished the Laerdal 
in Norway for sea trout, I was more 
or less set up for salmon and prepared 
to fish with a 10-pound-test tippet.

land. see that and never 
take.” 

I dropped all the way to a four- 
pound-test tippet before I got his nod 
of approval. Even then, I had to work 
slowly and carefully upstream, fishing 
every bit as cautiously as I would on 
| a 40-foot-long slick creek pool. It took 
care and patience, and the fly had to 
float just right. But when one of those 
Norwegian silver thunderbolts came to 
the fly, I knew what I had on. 

The largest brown trout of which 
| I’ve been able to find record in fishing 
| literature was a 44-pounder found dead 
| —probably of old age—on the Rosvatn 
River in arctic Norway. This gigantic 
member of the species is preserved in 
the Trondheim museum and is well 
worth a visit from any trout fisher- 
|man. There is also a mention of a 40- 
| pounder taken in Great Lake, Tas- 
| Mania, but no note of how it was 
| caught. The present official world rec- 
ord is 39 pounds eight ounces, a brown 
| caught in Loch Awe, Scotland, in 1866. 


“They'll 





| any large fish are taken annually 
| in the Andean lakes and rivers of 
| Argentina. Trout were not native 
| there. But when they were stocked, 
| they found a table well laden with 
| just the kind of dish they like. Andean 
| rivers are crawling with congrego, a 
| two-inch gray crab, and I believe this 
is why the trout have thrived so 
phenomenally there. One 414-pound 
| brownie I took there had 13 congrego 
|in its stomach, in various stages of 
| decomposition. I believe that as a re- 
sult of this wonderful food, one day 
| before long, when more anglers fish 
| those trout-laden rivers and lakes, a 
| new world-record brown trout will be 
caught there. The largest one known 
to have been taken there went 36 
pounds and was caught by a troller. 

| In the high Andean lakes and their 
outpouring rivers, brown trout reverse 
the usual migration pattern to spawn; 
instead of moving upstream, they move 
down from the lakes into the rivers. 
But they still go through that char- 
acteristic color change. When caught 
at the first of the migration they are 
| bright silver, but after they’ve been in 
the rivers awhile, they fade and the 
brownish color, which gives them their 
common name, breaks through. 

Those Argentine trout are whoppers, 
and resulted from planting of stock 
from North American waters in 1903 
and 1935. On my first trip to the 
Andes, I joined Charles Radziwill, Jorge 
Donovan, and Bebe Anchorena, all 
dyed-in-the-wool trout fishermen who 
make the 1,000-mile trip across the 
pampas every summer, from Buenos 
Aires to the Andes, to enjoy the phe- 
nomenal trout fishing. 

They put me in the Boca Lolog, 
where the Quilquihue River pours out 
from the Lago Lolog. 

“Big fish in here,” Jorge told me. 
“Get ready for action.” 

It was a rough, windy day, with fast- 
| driven clouds scudding across the sky 
and rain occasionally lashing the lake. 

“Don’t get me wrong,” I said. “I 
|} can take anything to catch brown 
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trout, but 
rough ?” 

“They don't hit on clear days,” said 
Bebe. ‘“‘They see you. We always pray 
for rain.” 

It looked to me as if they’d prayed a 
little too hard, but anyway, I tied on a 
red-and-yellow streamer, on a 1/0 
hook, and cast it straight across the 
current. The wind was whipping the 
top of the waves into spindrift, but I 
bowed my head and began to retrieve 
in slow, foot-long strips. The fly came 
across and swung in below me. Then 
I started it back a bit faster to pick up 
for the next cast. Suddenly I saw a 
great swirl, felt a jolt, and saw my 
reel giving line fast. 

I managed to hold on and then, when 
I got my breath, I watched that fish 
rip off 200 feet of line and backing as 
if it weren’t even there. The fairly stiff 
drag I was using on the reel didn’t 
faze him. He ran on, then turned. I 
had no hand in that. He turned be- 
cause he wanted to. It took a bit of 
doing to get him coming my way, and 
when I’d laboriously reeled in half of 
the line he’d stolen, off he went on an- 
other powerful run. He stopped again, 
and again I reeled in. He jumped, and 
he looked so big I must have turned 
pale. But I dropped the rod tip to keep 
him from falling on and breaking the 
six-pound-test tippet. He made two 
more jumps, but after about 20 minutes 
of reeling and giving line, I beached 
a fine 12-pounder. 

This was the biggest trout I'd ever 
taken, up to that time, and even though 
I had often been impressed by the 
fighting abilities of the smaller trout, 
the strength of that behemoth im- 
pressed on me more than ever the 
sporting qualities of the brownie. 

When I had carefully removed the 
hook and slipped him gently back into 
the water, I turned around to find three 
Argentine mouths wide open. 

“You let him go!” they said in 
amazement. 

“He was too fine a fighter to keep,” 
I said. “That one fish was worth my 
whole trip down here.” Later I was to 
take bigger ones, including an 1814- 
pound brown in Argentina’s Chimehuin 
River—possibly the largest brown trout 
ever taken on a fly—but right now I 
was happy about catching the 12- 
pounder and not much concerned about 
what might lie ahead. 

Even to as avid a fisherman as I am, 
there aren’t many fish that can make 
me travel 5,000 miles or more and feel 
that a single member of the species 
justifies the trip. THE END

have field days fishing right off the 
bridge for small brookies. Beginners 
often sit in their canoes within sight 
of town and haul in brookies to their 
heart’s content. But the real tackle- 
busters live some distance from Jack- 
man, above the famous rips and in the 
sparkling ponds. A Jackman guide will 
be glad to paddle you to the hotspots. 

There are many other places where 
big squaretails lurk, such as the big 
pools above and below the old logging 
dams built and maintained over the 
years by the lumber and paper com- 
panies to hold back water for the spring 
log drives. Who knows how many such 
ponds there are? I can name a dozen 
or more where I’ve taken big fish, and 
some in which I’ve hooked big fish but 
never succeeded in landing even one. 
I caught my first over-five-pound 
squaretail years ago from such a pool. 
The place was Upper Dam Pool where

bulldoze roads through the forest and Name 
run logs out in trucks rather than to Street 
float them out on spring floods. The City 
dams are not used now. One by one, 
they'll go out with the ice and spring 
freshets, taking the pools and the 
squaretails with them. So, the next 
few years may be your last chance. 

Many lakes are noted for their 
squaretail fishing, tops among which is 
big Kennebago in the Rangeley region. 
Fly fishing only, but there are some 
whoppers there. 

Fortunately, everyone doesn’t feel he 
has to catch lunker trout every day. 
Plenty of us are satisfied with fishing 
beautiful water and keeping only a few 
eight to 12-inch fish for the skillet. 
Trout don’t have to be a yard long to 
give a fellow a thrill. When I land a 
12 or 14-incher where smaller fish are 
the rule, I feel like shouting. Smaller 
streams usually mean smaller trout. 
Fishing pressure can be heavy, but the 
small streams offer some of the best 
brookie fishing you can find. 

Sunkhaze Stream, about 16 miles 
northeast of Bangor, is one of those; 
it offers fast and furious fishing when 
the weather is right. So does the 
Megalloway River in the Rangeley 
region, and the Penobscot River from 
Medway upstream. Another is Tomah 
Stream near Topsfield, and still another 
is the Kennebec River near Solon. 

The Kennebec leads into a compara- 
tively new kind of trout fishing for 
Maine and my favorite of all trout, the 
rainbow. Try the big pool at Wyman 
Dam and see what happens when one 
of the Kennebec’s rainbows grabs your 
fly. These are heavy, powerful fish, 
and the water is fast.

land of the squaretail—the brown trout, 
the expert fly fisherman’s joy but the 
| beginner’s despair. In the vast area 
| south and east of a line drawn across 
Maine from Houlton, near the New 
Brunswick border, to Bethel, near the 
New Hampshire line, more and more 
waters are being stocked with brown 
trout. The reason, of course, is rod 
pressure. The brown, with his inherent 
wariness and cunning, is the only trout 
that can stand up to mass fishing and 
hold his own. One of the best brown- 
trout streams in Maine, for my money, 
is the Sandy River below Farmington 
in the big water. There are some 
browns there that’ll scare you, but you 
just don’t walk up and take them. They 
come hard. 


his same area (south of the Houl- 

ton-Bethel line) offers the best 
smallmouth bass country in the world. 
Maine has more than a fair share of 
smallmouths and plenty of large- 
mouths. These bass have gone almost 
unmolested for years because of the 
average Maine angler’s contempt for 
bass fishing. So a bonanza waits for 
the real bass hand. 

Kingpin of all Maine bass waters is 
Spednic Lake near Forest City, with 
Big Lake close to Princeton running a 
close second. Both offer excellent fish- 
ing camps, fine meals, boats, and guides. 

Other top bass waters in Maine are: 
East Musquash Lake near Topsfield, 
| Crawford Lake near Crawford, Meddy- 
bemps Lake, Branch and Graham lakes 
north of Ellsworth, Phillips Lake at 
Lucerne-in-Maine on U. S. 1 in Han- 
cock County, Alamoosook Lake near 
Orland, Sebago Lake, the Saco River 
about 15 miles northwest of Sebago, the 
| Penobscot River above Old Town, and 
| the Piscataquis River near Guilford. 

Lovers of pickerel and white perch 
can have a hot time in this same area. 
Perch run to three pounds in many of 
the stump-filled waters, such as Graham 
Lake near Ellsworth. Some of the 
fondest memories of my boyhood are 
of casting for perch with a light fly rod 
and a small dry fly. 

You'll have no trouble locating good 
pickerel fishing. Just ask around any- 
where south of the line from Houlton 
to Bethel. Commercial fishing for them 
is allowed in some areas to keep their 
numbers down within reason and give 
the other fish a chance. All you need 
| for pickerel is a long bamboo pole and 
a bright spoon. Skitter the spoon over 
| the weed beds and close to the lily pads 
| and brace yourself for action. Spinning 
for them is fun too, but if you want 
excitement try fly fishing for 
pickerel with big streamers. 

New Hampshire, while not quite as 
wild as Maine, has its fair share of the 
best New England fishing. It shines 








| its brightest with the brookie, rainbow 


trout, and landlocked salmon fishing 
in the Connecticut Lakes region. Lake 
Francis, near Pittsburg, is probably 
the best spot to fish in all New Hamp- 
shire for trout and salmon. There is 
just one thing about that lake, how- 
ever. Boats are scarce; you'll do well 
to haul your own. 
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You should have no trouble with 
boats at First and Second Connecticut 
Lakes, and you'll find good camps and 
guides there. Also, you'll find enough 
squaretails, lakers, and landlocks to 
make you happy. The lakes lie along 
U. S. 3 and, like most New Hampshire 
hotspots, provide drive-in fishing. Ice- 
out are the two magic words for this 
region. Old-timers sit in their offices 
all over the East waiting for the news, 
usually wired from the camps. Just 
after ice-out you can have wonderful 
surface fishing for lakers, salmon, and 
brook trout, in that order, with each 
species coming about two weeks apart. 
Trolling is the most successful method 
of fishing the Connecticut Lakes, but 
at the right time you can do fine with 
dry flies. 

Once, while slipping a canoe along 
the black-fly infested shores of Lake 
Francis several weeks after ice-out, I 
came upon fish rising in the distance 
over a shoal. I’d been trolling unsuc- 
cessfully since dawn, so I stopped and 
pulled in my trolling line. Then, taking 
my fly rod, I slipped silently toward the 
feeding trout. My first cast was sucked 
in by a 2'-pound squaretail. From 
then on I hooked and released a trout 
about every 10 minutes. That was 
before salmon were introduced to this 
man-made lake. No doubt they rise as 
readily as the trout to the well-cast, 
floating fly. 

There are lakes in the central part 
of New Hampshire than can give you a 
wonderful time too. Biggest of these 
is Winnipesaukee, north of Laconia. 
It’s cold, deep, and about 20 miles 
long. Winnie is as pretty a piece of 
sparkling, blue water as you'll see, and 
one of the finest fishing lakes in New 
England—some say second only to 
Moosehead Lake in Maine. While I 
won't go quite that far, I'll say that 
Winnie houses some of the most excit- 
ing fish in the East: landlocked salmon, 
lake trout, bass, chain pickerel, wall- 
eyes, whitefish, and panfish. And here's 
where I get shot by the Old Guard of 
Connecticut Lakes regulars. I predict 
that during 1960 or ’61 Winnie will 
prove herself to be the finest land- 
locked-salmon water in the Granite 
State. 


here’s nothing “wilderness” about 

Winnie, however. The lake is lined 
with swank homes, motels, hotels and 
inns. There are boat liveries, guide 
service and everything that could con- 
tribute to making a memorable fishing 
vacation. The area is not known for 
its low prices, however, so inquire 
before you move in. 

To the west of Winnie lies New- 
found Lake, whose position in the sun 
has been made by the catching of lake 
trout up to 28 pounds. Another hot 
lake, lying just east of Newport, is the 
home of the Sunapee trout as well as 
a host of rainbows, landlocks, and 
smallmouth bass. Like Winnipesaukee, 
Sunapee offers every convenience. : 

For those with a yen for stream fish- 
ing, New Hampshire has more than 
enough to satisfy everyone, with the 
best lying far to the north in the big 





woods. Even there the beginner can 
find plenty of drive-in fishing, though 
some of the best of the sport lies a 
good, rough hike back from where 
you'll park your car. 

For my money, however, the most 
exciting trout fishing in New Hamp- 
shire is found in the Androscoggin 
River, every bit of which is drive-in 
angling. In that stretch between Errol 
and the Pontook Reservoir along N. H. 
16 you'll find rainbows and landlocked 
salmon big enough to give you the 
shakes. I’ll never forget a June morn- 
ing years ago when I stopped there. 
I didn’t know there were any salmon 
in the river, but I'd heard about the 
rainbows. On about my 20th cast 
something hit the feathers hard. Then 
a silvery fish jumped here, leaped 
there, and crashed through the fast 
water till it seemed f had three or four 
fish on at once. I knew nothing could 
do that but a landlocked salmon. But 
I held on, and soon the fish lay on its 
side ready for the net. 


| agpenacggte in that stretch of river are 
also something to tie into. I feel 
safe in saying that this piece of river, 
with its long runs of fast, powerful 
water and deep, quiet pools is a good 
second best to the Atlantic salmon 
streams of New Brunswick and the 
Gaspé. 

John E. Dodge, of New Hampshire’s 
Fish and Game Department, bears me 
out on this in a letter I received when 
making a last-minute check on every 
piece of water mentioned in this story. 
Says John, “For sheer weight of water 
and pool space the Androscoggin be- 
tween Errol Dam and Pontook com- 
pares favorably with the Miramichi 
and other famed salmon streams. It 
doesn’t hold sea-run fish, but it is wide 
open to public fishing without guides 
or special license fees, and it does have 
plenty of landlocked salmon and rain- 
bows of bragging size.” 

Many anglers are going to wonder 
why I pick the Andy as New Hamp- 
shire’s No. 1 trout and salmon river, 
for many feel strongly that this honor 
belongs to the Upper Connecticut. 
They have a point, and I also like the 
U. C. But it gets my vote as the 
Granite State’s second-best fishing 
river. The U. C. includes all the flow- 
ing water between the Second and 
Third Connecticut Lakes, and from 
high water at the head of First Con- 
necticut Lake to the head of Francis, 
and from that reservoir down to 
Stewartstown, altogether about 18 
miles of the kind of fishing a guy 
dreams about. Three miles of this are 
top-drawer landlock fishing, but it is 
the rainbow that makes the best fish- 
ing, especially in the fall. 

For those who like walk-in fishing, 
there is Indian Stream west of Pitts- 
burg with its 25 miles of picture-book 
water full of beautiful brookies. An- 
other is Perry Stream, flowing into 
Francis with 17 miles of fishing. To 
the southeast you’ll find the Dead and 
the Swift Diamond rivers, each with 
plenty of trout. If you fish either of 
the Diamonds, leave your car at the

forest warden’s cabin near Wentworth 
Location on Highway 16 north of Errol, 
and be sure to tell the warden where 
you intend to go and when you expect 
to return. This is get-lost country, and 
beginners should take no chances. 

New Hampshire’s north country 
shares the state’s best trout fishing 
with the White Mountain National 
Forest to the south. Here flow the 
most picturesque of all New Hamp- 
shire’s trout streams. They fall and 
tumble between mossy rocks, roar 
down mountainsides, meander through 
green meadows, and lie quietly in fir- 
rimmed pools. The one I like best is the 
Ammonoosuc River. Pick it up at Twin 
Mountain on U. S. 302, try for the rain- 
bows there, and see if you can keep 
them from smashing your rod. I saw a 
fellow let a big rainbow break an ex- 
pensive glass one there. The rod bent, 
then broke, and came unraveled like a 
big soda straw while the fish raged all 
over the river. 

This river rolls down the steep sides 
of Mt. Washington, then pools up for 
over 50 miles to meet the Connecticut 
River at Woodsville. Ammonoosuc 
regulars love to talk about six, seven, 
and even 10-pounders. I’ve never been 
there at the right time to tie into one 
of those really big ones, but I’ve seen 
them in the river. My largest to date 
from that river was a four-pounder. 

Other top waters in the Forest are 
the Wild River, Pemigewasset, the 
Saco, Gale, and Cold Rivers. A few of 
the best lakes there are the Profile, 
Stinson, and Echo. The Profile, how- 
ever, may not be so hot this season due 
to a landslide that recently muddied 
the waters. 

New Hampshire also has many fine 
bass waters. A few of the best are: 
Armington and Tarleton lakes, both 
near Piermont, Blaisdell Lake near 
Sutton, Webster Lake near Franklin, 
Perkins Pond by Sunapee, Bow Lake 
south of Strafford, and the Merrimack 
and Lower Connecticut rivers. The two 
rivers also have fairly good pickerel 
and walleye fishing. 


pes Hampshire shares her best pick- 


erel fishing, however, with Maine 
in Umbagog Lake. Just the sight of 
this wide, weedy water makes a man 
see fish. Umbagog is eight miles long 
by plenty wide, and is full of coves and 
arms. Every inch of it is fine pickerel 
water. You can wade it in spots, but a 
boat is a better idea. You’re likely to 
see moose feeding while you fish. In 
fact, the biggest gripe from Umbagog 
regulars is that moose eat the lily pads 
and destroy much good pickerel cover. 
The best pickerel takers are red-and- 
white wobbling spoons, spinners with 
red-and-white bucktails, and, for fly- 
rod fans, poppers and hair frogs. 
Perhaps the best known trout stream 
in New England is the Battenkill in 
southwestern Vermont. But it never 
has been the Yankee’s best trout 
stream, not even Vermont’s best. It’s 
fame is due mostly to the fact that it’s 
a beautiful and classic dry-fly stream 
offering every type of trout water, 
except roaring rapids, from Manchester 


to the New York line west of Arling- 
ton, and to the fact that it is so easily 
reached from metropolitan areas. New 
York City is only a five-hour drive, for 
example, over excellent highways. 

The Battenkill is amply stocked with 
brookies, rainbows, and browns, but 
it is the wily browns that make the 
fishing around which the fabulous Bat- 
tenkill stories are spun. It is these 
that attract some of the greatest trout 
anglers in the world. The river has 
tremendous rod pressure, and it cer- 
tainly is a tough place for beginners. 
It provides the expert with wonderful 
fishing when it’s in a giving mood, but 
if I were a beginner I’d let the Batten- 
kill alone and hie me north to the area 
around Bethel, in central Vermont, and 
catch some fish. 


here I’d fish for browns and rain- 

bows in the White River upstream 
from Bethel, especially the Third 
Branch which flows through Randolph. 
This is a dandy stream, one of the best 
for beginners in the state. Below 
Bethel the White holds its share of big, 
wise trout, but these are all but impos- 
sible to catch unless you’re very good. 
However, the White holds a prize for 
the beginner. This is the walleye 
which has worked its way upriver in 
recent years from the Connecticut 
River and is now providing some excit- 
ing fishing. Beginners shouldn’t over- 
look the upper Connecticut between 
Colebrook (N. H.) and Beecher Falls. 
Some good fish there, and not difficult 
to take at the right seasons, spring 
and fall. 

Next on my list for beginners I'd put 
the productive Lamoille River, from 
Jeffersonville to Hardwick, where 
browns and rainbows prevail. One of 
the best for the beginner and expert is 
the Nulhegan River way to the north- 
east around Bloomfield. This is not 
drive-in fishing. The Nulhegan drains 
the largest wilderness area of Vermont. 
Each branch is beautiful fishing water, 
but you must walk way in. 

A little farther west of the Nulhegan, 
the Clyde rises to meander down to 
sprawling Memphremagog. It is a 
spawning stream for landlocks living 
in the lake, and can offer some fancy 
fast-water fishing come fall. Not quite 
as good, but offering the same kind of 
fishing, are the nearby Black and 
Barton rivers, also tributaries of the 
big Canadian-Vermont lake. 

One of the most exciting rivers in 
Vermont to fish is the Willoughby. 
This is a dashing stream with plenty 
of white water and lots of battling 
rainbows early in the season. The 
Willoughby flows out of Lake Wil- 
loughby into the Barton River a mile 
from Orleans. From mid-April until 
around Decoration Day, the Willoughby 
is the scene of many a mad scramble 
as anglers wrestle with rainbows. As 
a friend of mine once said, upon wit- 
nessing this spectacle, “I can’t make 
out whether the fishermen are trying 
to kill the fish or the fish are trying to 
drown the anglers.” 

If you’ve ever seen a Willoughby 
angler set a hook, then go tearing 





downstream after his rainbow as it 
strips off line at jet speed, you'll know 
what my friend meant. The angler 
slips, slides, and frequently falls into 
the water as he tries to hold his fish, when Y 
or keep it from stripping his reel. The 
Willoughby is no stream for the faint Pod 
hearted. But, if you have a sound } ! 
heart and muscles in your legs, try the j 
stretch between the old sawmill down- 4 
stream to the Barton. : 
Other excellent northern Vermont 
trout streams are: the Passumpsic 
River from its mouth to Lyndon Center 
for speckled trout, browns, and rain- 
bows, the Moose for brookies, the 
Winooski from its mouth to Bolton 
Falls for some dandy smallmouth and 
largemouth fishing with plenty of ex- 
citement for the bass-bug man on sum- 
mer afternoons. Above Montpelier, 
you'll find the Winooski offers remark- 
able rainbow fishing with large browns 
thrown in for good measure. 
The Mad River, entering the Winoo- 
ski near Middlesex, is a delightful 
stream. Running through picture-post- 
card farm and mountain country along 
Vt. 100, it is bountifully stocked with 
brookies, browns, and rainbows. For 
some odd reason, I have never fished 
this river when more than half a dozen

Another thing, in case you’re think- 
ing of hauling in your own boat, play 
it safe. Champlain is big and treacher- 
ous, With many miles of water for the 
wind to roll up into a frightening sea 
from a Gead calm in minutes. It can be 
exceedingly dangerous for small craft 
without enough beam. Winds fre- 
quently blow up and down this lake 
making an oceanlike surf along its 
shores. At the first sign of trouble, a 
beginner should run for cover without 
making even one more cast. 

Almost every cove and rocky reef 


| in Champlain has its own smallmouth 


bass population, and in the southern 
end you'll find plenty of largemouths 
too. Many a creek mouth, some for 
miles upstream, are bass bugging 
paradises all summer, especially on the 
Vermont side. Pickerel lurk in them 
too, and so do some huge catfish. There 
are walleyes from the Canadian border 
all the way down to Ticonderoga. Espe- 
cially good walleye country is the Spar 
Mine area five miles from Ticonderoga. 

A limit of walleyes is not unusual 


| in an afternoon, once the shadows grow 


long. In the spring, the mouths of some 
rivers are sizzling hotspots for wall- 
eyes, and you can see regular flotillas 
of boats anchored there in the late 
afternoons fishing for them. Other 
good places to fish are on rocky or 
sandy reefs next to a drop-off into deep 
water or off big shoals way out in the 
lake, usually after the sun has set. 

Another good time for Champlain 
walleyes is when a spanking breeze is 
blowing and a big surf is pounding 
against the reefs and breaking over the 
shoals. Then the biggest fish of all 
gang up there to feed on minnows. If 
it’s raining or snowing, so much the 
better. But remember about the danger 
to small craft on this lake. 

Champlain also offers exciting moon- 
eye fishing during August around Port 
Henry, where they can be taken on the 
surface at night with small flies or 
bait. 

These are not the only treasures 
Champlain holds for anglers. There are 
sturgeon, bullheads, eels, sauger, gar, 
bluegills, smelt, bowfins up to 10 
pounds plus, yellow perch, calico bass, 
a few landlocked salmon and rainbow 
trout, and soon it should be a great 
spot for lakers as there are plans afoot 
in that direction with plenty of stock- 
ing.

Anglers who 
don’t want to stand in line for boats 
and possibly risk not getting one, will 
do well to try the less-fished areas at 
Gates 31 and 43. 

There you have New England’s 
finest fishing, from the big, shining 
waters of Champlain to the forest- 
bordered St. John River at the top of 
Maine. Each and every stream, pond, 
and lake holds a thrilling potential for 
beginner and expert alike. Choose 


your fish as well as the kind of coun- 
try you enjoy most, and you'll find it 
in New England.

denly whipped away from them and up 
into the air. Before the coon had time 
to twist and bite, Bill dropped him 
sharply, still holding his tail, and 
pinned him by his burly neck to the 
ground.

MAKE MINE EGGS

There are many brands and colors of 
eggs on the market, and since it’s im- 
possible to predict what the fish will 
prefer on a given day, it’s a good idea 
to carry several kinds. Trout seem to 
prefer the softer eggs, and where it is 
legal on year-around waters, I’ve seen 
old-timers rip freshly caught female 
fish open and use the unspawned clus- 
ters of eggs. My own experience has 
been that most trout prefer the smaller 
steelhead eggs, but I’ve seen days when 
nothing but salmom eggs would work, 
so I always carry both kinds. The fact 
is that most eggs on the market will 
take fish, provided they are fished the 
right way. 

“Fishing with eggs,’’ Briskey will 
tell you, ‘‘amounts to getting the eggs 
to the fish in a natural way, then mak- 
ing sure the eggs still feel natural when 
the fish pick them up.” 

The last is the hard part. Many ex- 
perienced fishermen leave the bail of 
their spinning reel open, but Briskey 
prefers a smaller amount of slack line. 
He strips off enough so the fish can 
move just a short distance, maybe 
three or four feet, then he sets the 
hook. The reason for this, Dick says, is 
that, “few trout will swim very far 
with your bait before they feel the 
weight of the line. The time to strike 
is while the fish has a good hold on 
your baited hook, before it realizes 
something is wrong and drops it.” 

The fact that some trout will swal- 
low the bait shortly after picking it up, 
doesn’t bother Briskey. 

“Some fish will,’”’ he agrees, ‘and 
some won't. I try to hook both kinds.” 

Briskey’s regular egg-fishing outfit 
is easy to rig. He places a slip sinker 
on his six-pound monofilament line, 
then attaches a swivel to the end of the 
line. This swivel keeps the sinker from 
sliding closer to the hook and also 
makes it easy to snap on a new leader. 
He then ties a three-foot leader direct- 
ly to a No. 6 or 8 silver (or gold), 
short-shanked hook, looping the other 
end into a noose that will snap on the 
swivel. Dick prefers’ short-shanked 
hooks because two or three steelhead 
eggs will completely cover them, and 
he feels their smaller size is a help in 
making an egg bait appear more 
natural. Because he feels trout are 
attracted to bright, shiny objects, he 
never uses a dull-colored hook. 

I accompanied Dick one morning 
when he tried this outfit on Long Lake, 
in the Cascades 15 miles west of Yaki- 
ma. Like Bear Lake, which we'd fished 
earlier, access is by means of one of 
the old logging roads which crisscross 
the White Pass Highway. You can 
drive to Bear Lake, but it’s about a 
one-mile hike from the end of the road 
to Long Lake. The first thing I noticed 
when Dick cast his rig out was that he 
didn’t let the eggs lie motionless very 
long. He didn't strip in line swiftly, 
but every minute or so, he’d pull in a 
couple of feet of line, working the eggs 
toward shore in a series of jerks. The

| tries to make his eggs tumble along 
| the bottom naturally with the current, 

allowing as little line pull as possible. 

He holds the rod tip up and keeps his 

line just tight enough to feel a strike. 

For big trout he works deep drifts, 
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fishing the eggs within a few inches of 
bottom. He avoids shallow riffles and 
deep, quiet holes because he believes 
big trout prefer moving water, deep 
enough to give them a feeling of secu- 
rity. If small, bait-stealing trout give 
him trouble, he moves on to another 
drift. 

“Big fish and little fish don’t mix,” 
he explains. “A big rainbow is a can- 
nibal, and you won't find a lot of smali 
trout in his stomping grounds.” 

Any kind of trout fishing requires 
thoroughness and patience if you ex- 
pect to take big fish consistently. Egg 
fishing is no exception. I’ve watched 
Briskey cast 60 or 70 times through the 
same drift, getting to know every foot 
of it while striving for the one perfect 
cast that would float his eggs into the 
pocket where he’d seen a fish flash. I 
don’t have that kind of patience, but 
Dick does, and it’s one reason he takes 
so many big fish. 


his drifting method is the one Brisk- 

ey uses for steelhead and fresh- 
run salmon. I’ve fished with him for 
steelheads in the Yakima River while 
an inch of snow fell and while my 
fingers turned numb and my line 
tangled. Briskey kept striking back 
each time his line stopped in the cur- 
rent, and before we quit a six-pound 
steelie made the mistake of stopping 
his egg bait. After a wild battle that 
lasted half an hour, I helped him scoop 
it out. 

Briskey uses just two baits for both 
salmon and steelheads in fresh water. 
He uses steelhead eggs early in the 
season while the water is still high and 
dirty, because the eggs carry an odor 
the fish seek out. He cures these eggs 
himself with either salt or borax, and 
prefers to fish them in skein chunks 
rather than tying them in cheesecloth 
as so many fishermen do. 

“They’re more natural that way,’ he 
explains. 

After the rivers drop back to normal, 
Briskey switches to artificial eggs 
smail bobs of iridescent red cork that 
float and look exactly like eggs, but 
which carry two hooks and don’t fall 
off during casting the way eggs have a 
habit of doing. Dick fishes both baits 
exactly the same way. 

The method Briskey and most other 
experienced fresh-water eggers use is 
to cast across and slightly upstream 
then allow the eggs to bounce down- 
stream as close to bottom as possible. 
As soon as the line straightens out 
downcurrent and completes its arc to- 
ward shore, he reels in for a new cast. 
Sinker weight is very important, since 
too heavy a weight will make each 
bounce feel like a strike, and too light 
a weight won't keep the eggs on 
bottom. Few steelheads or salmon wi!” 
take any bait that is higher than «:x 
inches off bottom. 

A nine-foot, medium-weight steelhead 
rod is just about right to handle the 
necessary sinker weight and prevent 
snags. Pencil lead is a good sinker to 
use to keep from getting hung up. 

Under low-water conditions and dur- 
ing midday when these big sea-run fish

During high water and peak runs, 
plunking with eggs is a good technique 3 
for sea-run fish. A plunking rig is A 
simple: attach a large sinker that will 
hold your outfit motionless in the cur- 
rent, then sling the rig into a fishy- 
looking spot. The egg-cluster bait is 
tied 10 to 15 inches above the weight, 
and after the sinker anchors your line, 
the eggs trail out downstream. The ‘ 
plunking angler then waits until a fish B 
swims close to the bait, sees it, and Ee 
strikes. A hooked steelhead or salmon 
will quickly break off the sinker weight. 

I know it will bring an argument 
from thousands of old-time steelhead 
and salmon anglers, but of the two 
methods, continual casting will take 
more fish than plunking. Yet, when 
it’s too cold to cast often and when the 
weather is miserably wet, plunking is 
a much easier way to fish. 

So, whether you're after 40-pound, 
fresh-run chinooks or high-lake trout, 
or any of the fine trout and steelhead 
fishing in between, eggs are just what 
the doctor ordered. The secret is to 
present them naturally, the way the 
fish expect them to behave. Do that, 
and the eggs will do the rest. 
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Oe word of warning, however: Most 

states have some waters set aside 

where eggs cannot legally be used. 

These special areas are usually small 

and are well noted in the fishing laws. 

Best rule is to check your own state’s £ 

game laws.

| the Soo (Sault Ste. Marie) and Hearst 
| in the morning, reaching the other end 
of the line in late afternoon. The diesels 
climb the steepest grades at a respect- 
able pace, but there are curves still 
marked by 25-m.p.h. speed-limit signs, 
and the schedule is 12 hours from the 
Soo to Hearst, 296 miles. The day be- 
| fore we went it took much longer than 
| that. Rain had caused a bad washout 
and the downbound train due in Sault 
| Ste. Marie at 4:30 did not get in until 
long after midnight. The green wash- 
out-signal flags were still flying the 
next day. 

Twenty years ago the train stopped 
at any milepost where fishermen 
wanted to get off. The ACR is no longer 
quite that obliging, having transconti- 
nental trains to meet at Franz and 
Oba, but they’ll still drop you or pick 
you up at any camp, and at a few spots 
between in a pinch. This letting passen- 
gers off and on at odd places is a cour- 
tesy that accounts in part for the re- 
laxed train times. 

The things you can check as hand 
baggage, without cost, will surprise 
you. We turned over to the baggage- 
man that morning, in addition to lug- 
gage and duffel bags, a crammed pack- 
sack, a couple of boxes of worms 
packed in moss (a good item to take), 
tackle boxes, rod cases tied in a bundle, 
a case of mix to go with our day-end 
drinks, and a case of pop for Billy. 
Outboards are checked free, and canoes 
transported as excess baggage at very 
reasonable rates, only $4.05 one way 
from the Soo to Oba. 

At Mile 92 we crossed the Montreal 
River on a trestle high enough to make 
you dizzy, with the backwaters of a 
power dam stretching away to the east, 
the plunging river racing the other 
way toward Lake Superior. Beyond the 
Montreal we caught distant glimpses 
of Superior and the raw gash in the 
green hills where the Gap road is being 
cut through. Next we entered the Aga- 
wa Canyon, with pine-hung cliffs on 
either side, climbing steeply north be- 
side the raging river. 

For the next 20 miles the scenery 
was hard to beat. Camera fans crowded 
the platforms between coaches, and the 
observation platform at the rear, burn- 
ing film on waterfalis, rapids, and the 
front half of the train itself as it rolled 
around the curves. Conductor Jack 








Arnott, who had worked on ACR trains 


| for 45 years and was about ready for 


retirement, tipped us when we were ap- 
proaching Bridal Veil Falls, one of the 
outstanding scenic spots of the whole 
ride. It’s a lacy sheet of white water 
plunging into the dark Agawa, and the 
photographers really went to work on 
it. 

Around noon we pulled off on a sid- 
ing to wait for the southbound train. 
Here the two cafe cars swapped crews, 
each returning home to Hearst and the 
Soo. 

An hour or so later we reached Hawk 
Junction, the biggest town along the 


railroad, but with a population less 
than 500. Here a branch rail line, and 
an auto road completely isolated from 
the outside, run down to Michipicoten 
Bay and the mining town of Wawa, 
which promises to become a major 
tourist and fishing center when the new 
highway is opened. 

We were over the ice-scarred Lau- 
rentian Shield now, the mountains worn 
down to hills that characterize much 
of eastern Canada. The country flat- 
tened out, the streams were slower, the 
curves not so sharp. But lakes contin- 
ued to be strung beside the right-of- 
way like blue beads on a string. We 
were still passing through a top-flight 
fishing region. 

At Franz in early afternoon we 
crossed the tracks of the CPR, coming 
up from Sudbury. One of the best-run 
fishing camps in the area, Dave Raci- 
cot’s Camp Localsh, is located along 
the CPR a dozen miles southeast. Fifty 
miles west is White River, the town 
likely to become one of the foremost 
outfitting places in the Algoma district 
for fishermen, once the new road is 
completed. 

The train clanked into Oba at 3:30. 
Oba, population 150, is two railroads, 
the station, an unpaved street running 
along the ACR tracks, a bar, a hotel of 
the kind you expect in a frontier town, 
a general store where you can buy any- 
thing from snowshoes to picture post- 
cards, and a handful of houses scat- 
tered out in the surrounding bush. 

Bill Louttit, one of Watson's guides, 
met us. We loaded our gear into a 
battered pickup and drove half a mile 
to a landing on the Oba River west of 
town. There we transferred to a small 
launch for the 18-mile trip downriver 
to Pine Portage Camp. 

A short distance north of the landing 
the Oba splits into two channels flow- 
ing in opposite directions. Louttit 
turned the launch into the arm that 
runs west, and we sat back and drank 
in the scenery. There were ducks, os- 
preys, and eagles, plenty of fresh bea- 
ver sign, and once—when we rounded 
a bend—a cow moose feeding in the 
shallows. She stared at the boat until 
we were only a few yards away, then 
wheeled and splashed ashore. We 
passed a small river coming in from 
the north, and the guide pointed it out 
as the outlet of Cameron Lake, less 
than a mile away, where a man can 
catch a washtub of walleyes in a morn- 
ing. 


he Oba widened finally into a pond 

a mile across, known as the Ex- 
pansion. We were still seven miles from 
Kabinakagami, with three rapids in the 
way, but we wouldn’t have to run that 
stretch. We crossed the pond, traversed 
a narrow channel through a big rush 
bed—-so shallow the guide had to pole 
through—and came out into a second 
small lake. On the far side of it began 
the portage for which Watson’s camp 
is named, a carry of half a mile across 
a ridge to Kabinakagami. 

We loaded our duffel 
truck, wondering how 
through a_ water-laced

where a man couldn’t travel on foot. 
Louttit told us the story: Five years 
before, on the high water of spring, 
two freight canoes had been lashed to- 
gether at the Oba landing, planks laid 
across to form a deck, and the truck 
eased aboard. The trip to the portage 
with outboards took 5% hours. There 
the old truck will put in its remaining 
useful years. 

The five of us walked across the 
portage, through a cathedral stand of 
virgin Norway pine worth the trip to 
see. We found two other fishing parties 
in camp, Glenn and Jean Thorn, a hus- 
band and wife team from Cincinnati, 
and a group of 10 men from Racine, 
Wisconsin. They were Glenn Wiechers, 
Bob Christensen, Bill Nalied, and Art 
Johnson, executives of a printing and 
lithographing company; Mickey Miller 
and Jack Wilbershide, attorneys; three 
doctors, Dick Mayer, Bill Madden, and 
Ernie MacVicar, and George Gates, 
owner of a drug store. 

The Thorns had vacationed at the $4995 
camp several times, knew the lake, | a 
had brought their own outboard, and | 
were doing very well without a guide. 
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or dividing into small cliques. Before 
they left home they assigned cars, ho- 
tel rooms, cabins, and boats by num- 
bers, from one to 10. Each man then 
drew his number from a hat and ac- 
cepted his assignments. For example, 
the four lowest numbers rode from 
Racine to the Soo with the driver hold- 
ing the lower number. When it came 
time to pair off for fishing, with two 
men sharing a boat and guide, the 
teams were rotated each day. The first 
day 5 and 7, 1 and 10, 2 and 9, 3 and 
6, 4 and 8 were paired. The second day 
it was 3 and 9, 5 and 8, 4 and 7, 2 and 
10, 1 and 6. And so on, so that each 
man had a different partner each day. 

We found the camp full of excite- 
ment. Crossing the lake that morning, 
Wiechers and MacVicar and their 
guide, Bill Essery, had encountered a 
swimming bear. Bears are unprotected 
in Ontario and are in bad standing at 
the Algoma fishing camps because of 
their raids on garbage cans and other 
mischief. Essery promptly tried to 
drown this one by running the boat 
over it. He didn’t succeed but he did 
kick up a lively fracas. 

The Racine party also had taken 
their biggest pike that day, a 44-inch 
fish that weighed 15 pounds 5 ounces, 
caught by Dr. Mayer. It captured the 
pool they’d made up. 

The thermometer had stood at 86 
when we left the Soo on Tuesday 
morning. By the time we were ready 
to start fishing, 24 hours later, it had 
dropped to 62 and a high wind was 
churning the lake to froth. 

Kabinakagami is 25 miles long, the 
main body four miles wide, but it has 
long arms that make it 15 miles across 
at the widest point. Despite the many 
islands that dot it, seas were running 
four feet high that morning and the 
day promised to be too rough for either

comfort or good fishing, so young Bill 
stayed in camp (where it was pro- 
tected enough to permit swimming). 
Bill and I went out in two boats, with 
Kurt Roeddecke as Bill’s guide, Louttit 
as mine. The boats were aluminum, 
broad and seaworthy, pushed along by 
25-horse outboards. We pounded down 
the lake seven or eight miles, wallow- 
ing in the rough water, then turned into 
a sheltered arm that broke the force 
of the wind. 

“First we catch our dinner,’’ Louttit 
told me. He ran the boat close to shore 
where a rock shelf sloped steeply into 
green water, cut the motor to trolling 
speed. I rigged my casting rod with a 
deep-running orange-and-black plug, 
added a sinker heavy enough to take 
the rig down where I wanted it. 

When the lure tapped a boulder on 
bottom I brought it up a foot or so. 
Two or three cautious tugs telegraphed 
up the line and I knew a walleye was 
interested. Next I felt solid resistance 
and hit back. It was a two-pounder 
that fought in a series of lunging 
rushes, and we had a lively bout. 

When he was in the net I looked 
across at the other boat to see how 
Bill was making out. He was making 
out all right. We had enough walleyes 
for our noon meal in half an hour. We 
caught and released a few more, and 
then Louttit steered me to a shallow, 
reed-grown bay to try for pike. I hung 
half a dozen three to five-pound pike 
(snakes, the guides call those small 
northerns contemptuously), but noth- 
ing worth keeping. We turned back to 
rendezvous with Bill and Roeddecke. 

The walleye fishing in that big wil- 
derness lake is hard to believe. Two 
weeks earlier my friend George Pierrot, 
who emcees a travel and adventure 
TV show in Detroit, fished here with his 
wife Helen. They boated 62 in one day, 
releasing all but half a dozen they 
wanted for the noon meal. The top 
score in Watson’s records is 180 wall- 
eyes caught in a single day by two men 
fishing together. In nine days last 
summer one visiting couple hooked 475, 
releasing all save a handful. There are 
many days in June when every cast 
means a strike in the good walleye 
spots. 

How long can Kabinakagami con- 
tinue to make that kind of showing? 
Watson believes forever, provided the 
law is observed and no commercial 
netting permitted. There has been 
some agitation for legal netting on the 
larger lakes of northern Canada, but 
any such proposal would meet the 
most heated opposition from fishing 
camps, outfitters, sportsmen, and tour- 
ist interests. 


oO limit is six walleyes a day, 
but few visiting anglers keep that 
many. They usually kill only what they 
want to eat plus one limit to take 
home. The rest are returned to the 
water unhurt. 

As for pike, nobody keeps the small 
ones, since they’re inferior to walleyes 
for eating. The lake crawls with 
northerns up to four and five pounds, 
but they’re put back as fast as they’re 
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caught. The angler who travels that 
far for his fishing wants trophy pike, 
and Kabinakagami has ’em. Watson 
has recorded them up to 27 pounds. 
It’s an unwritten rule at Pine Portage 
that no northern under 10 pounds is a 
keeper. 

The average nonresident takes home 
one or two big pike for bragging pur- 
poses but doesn’t kill enough to make 
a dent in the population. Dick calcu- 
lates that the total catch of walleyes 
and northerns removed from the lake 
in a year by his guests adds up to an 
average of one fish per day for each 
five square miles of water. There's 
only one other camp on the lake. At 
that rate Kabinakagami is hardly in 
danger of being fished out. 

The guides filleted six or eight wall- 
eyes for the frying pan that noon. 
Thunder began to rumble while they 
were kindling the fire, and a bank of

black clouds rolled up in the west. 
Louttit hurried, but cold rain came 
slashing down before thé meal was 
ready. Kurt rigged a small tarp to 
shelter us while we ate fried walleyes. 

The sky cleared after the shower and 
the wind turned much colder. We went 
up into weedy bays, looking for big 
northerns, and it wasn’t long before I 
had a murderous strike. The fish made 
two or three runs and dived for the 
weeds, and before I could turn him he 
had me fouled up so bad I couldn’t 
budge him. Louttit circled the boat 
until I worked the pike free. Then the 
fish made an amazing comeback, pike 
style, and I let him run and roll until 
he turned belly up. 

The guide hefted the fish and shook 
his head in mock sympathy. “Only 
seven pounds,” he said. In my book 
that’s a good northern, but I remem- 
bered the camp rule and said nothing. 
We took a couple of pictures and

There are ways to avoid such pitfalls. 
| Perhaps the best is to consult another

sporting-goods dealer and outfitter, all 
at Sault Ste. Marie, Ontario. These men 
will give reliable advice to help the 
visitor get the trip he wants, the fish- 
ing he expects, and whatever comforts 
he may desire for his family. 

Before you go, here’s how guides 
Elmer and Bill Essery prepare wall- 
eyes for lakeshore banquets. These 
recipes will make the fish you catch 
a double pleasure. 

To convert walleyes into Majka 
(Finnish fish stew): Dice six potatoes 
and two onions fine, salt and pepper to 
taste, and boil till almost done in 
enough water to cover. Add six wall- 
eyes cut into raw cubes and cook until 
fish is tender but still firm. Put in a 
can each of corn and carrots, half a 
pound of butter, and a 16-ounce can of 
condensed milk. Simmer until heated 
through, but don’t boil again. Serves 
three famished fishermen. 

For walleyes cooked in foil a la 
Kabinakagami: Fillet fresh walleyes 
and place them in one layer on sheet 
of well-buttered foil. Cover fish with 
thin onion slices, salt and pepper, top 
with layer of fresh tomato slices or 
canned tomatoes. Sprinkle with lemon 
juice and dot with lumps of butter. 
Cover with second sheet of foil, crimp- 
ing edges together to make tight seal, 
and cook for 20 minutes over medium 
fire. 

Both these dishes can be prepared in 
your home kitchen or with a cabin 
stove, of course, but there’s a bonus 
of tang and flavor when the job’s done 
over a bed of coals on an Ontario lake- 
shore. THE END

did as they pleased, and we all kept an 
eye out for them at night. When we 
retired, we all locked up tight, and 
| there was always some thought and 
|talk of grizzlies after nightfall. So, 
| when we were awakened out of a sound 
sleep by the violent tossing of the 
trailer and the terrific din, it was logi- 
cal that we should first think of 
grizzlies. 

I tried to get to the windows to see 
where the bear was, but I was tossed 
around so much that all I could do was 
hang onto the bed. Finally, after what 
seemed like minutes, the trailer stopped 
tossing. We lay in the bed, holding our 
breath, and I thought, ‘‘Thank God, it’s 
finally quit.” 

Then, to our horror, it started again. 
| A terrific jolt hit the trailer as though 
| it had been rammed by a truck, and it 
| bounded up and down like a rubber ball, 

while shaking so much from side to 
| side that I thought we were rolling 
| over and over. I was flung out of bed 
| and landed on all fours on the floor, still 
| clutching the .45. The floor was heav- 
| ing like the deck of a ship in a typhoon. 
| I know whereof I speak, for I was 
| skipper of an amphibious rocket ves- 
sel in World War II. I thought I'd 
| been scared in the Southwest Pacific 
| and on Guam and Iwo, but I found that 
I'd never really been terrified until that 
moment. 

It seemed that something huge and 
| powerful was under the trailer and was 
bouncing us around on its back. Just 
as the thought struck me to start 
shooting through the floor, I was 
tossed up to the front of the tvailer, 
my head against the windows. I looked 
out and couldn’t believe my senses: our 
Cadillac sedan had been parked a few 
feet from the front of the trailer, but 
as I watched in the eerie light of a full 
moon, it seemed to be turning end for 
end while bouncing several feet off the 
| ground. 

The car had been parked on the river 
| bank with the safety brake set and the 
| automatic transmission in the “park” 
| position. It was impossible to see the 
| details at this moment, of course, but 
| later I was to learn the full extent of 
|the damage. Our car was thrown 

about so violently that both rear tires 

| were stripped off. Both mufflers, tail- 
pipes, the trailer hitch, and the gaso- 
line tank were mangled. The rear 
| wheels dug trenches the width of each 
| wheel and about two feet long, the car 
| settling hub deep in ground so hard 
; and rocky that we'd had considerable 
difficulty driving steel stakes into it for 
our canvas awning. The _ insurance 
| company would later settle our claims 
| for damages to the car in the amount 
| of $242, and $87 for damages to the 
| trailer. 

“It’s an earthquake!” I shouted. 
| “He’s underneath the trailer!” 
| wife screamed back. 

Having never before experienced 

either an earthquake or a trailer-wreck- 
| ing grizzly, I wasn’t sure what it was. 
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my

As the door passed by, I grabbed it, 
kicked it open, and fell out onto the 
ground, flat on my face, and holding 
the .45 in front of me. A tree had 
fallen across the canvas awning that 
extended from the side of the trailer, 
and the awning was down at one side. 
I crawled under it, covering the under- 
side of the trailer with the gun, fully 
realizing all the while that the .45 
would never stop the grizzly—if there 
was a grizzly. Seeing nothing under 
the trailer, I crawled to the rear, dread- 
ing what I'd find, and feeling my hair 
standing on end. I found nothing. I 
lay on the ground, stunned and be- 
wildered. 

Then I heard screams and shouts 
coming from the campground about 
150 yards away. As I lay there, it sud- 
denly dawned on me that something 
had happened not only to us but also to 
others. I called to my wife, and we 
went over to a large tree lying on the 
ground and sat on it. We both kept 
looking up. The moon was full; not a 
cloud was in the sky. It was a beauti- 
ful, clear night with no wind. 

“What's happening?” Nellie asked in 
a dazed voice. “‘This must be the way 
the world will end.” 

“I don’t know,’ I said, “but what- 
ever it is, it’s happened everywhere 
listen to those shouts.” 

As we listened to the shouts and 
screams from the campground, we 
heard a dull boom, then a muffled, roar- 
ing noise like thunder, followed by 
what sounded like a strong wind blow- 
ing toward us through the forest. As 
it neared, we could see the huge lodge- 
pole pines and spruce trees wave vio- 
lently from side to side. Then the shock 
wave hit us, and the ground rippled and 
heaved like the waters of a storm- 
tossed lake. Sitting on the tree trunk, 
we got the full impact of this force and 
it was then that we finally knew we 
were in a violent earthquake. Later 
we'd discover it was one of the most 
violent since the San Francisco quake 
of 1906, and possibly the most destruc- 
tive in area in United States history. 


W: huddled on the fallen tree and 
rode out the first violent after- 
shock. Then the ground swayed gently 


from north to south and gradually 
slowed to a stop. The sensation was 
like being in a hammock, only there 
was nothing to focus on as the whole 
horizon swung to and fro. As our senses 
returned, we started shivering and 
realized for the first time that we were 
in our pajamas, barefooted, and the 
temperature was near freezing. 

“Let’s get back in the trailer and get 
some warm clothes on,” I said, “and 
get ready for whatever is coming.” 

We jumped into the trailer, grabbed 
some clothes, found a flashlight, and 
got out just as another violent after- 
shock hit. Outside, we dressed hurried- 
ly, sat down on the log, and waited. 
We didn’t know what to expect next, 
so we didn’t know what to do. 

Then, from the surrounding moun- 
tains, came an incredible muffled roar. 
We knew it wasn’t thunder; the sky 
was clear. 





Through a thick dust cloud that was 
rising from the ground, we saw some- 
one with a light coming toward us. It 
turned out to be friends from Long 
Beach, California, Marcile and Taylor 
Kinniard, who were camped in a trailer 
about 300 yards from us. 

“Are you all right?” they called. 
“Anyone hurt?” We shouted at them 
and they came over to the log. 

“What happened?’ I asked. 

“It’s an earthquake,” they said, ‘and 
the worst we’ve ever ewperienced. We 
thought the Long Beach quakes of 
1932-33 were awful, but they were gen- 
tle compared to this.” 

“And we thought tornadoes were ter- 
rible,” said Nellie, “but at least a tor- 
nado gives some warning.” 

Suddenly a horrible thought struck 
me. “The dam!” I said, “What about 
the dam?” 


A earthauake could wreck Hebgen 
Dam, which blocked Madison Can- 
yon upstream from us and backed up 
the waters of the Madison River to 
form 21-mile-long Hebgen Lake. The 
dam, a concrete core with earth fill on 
both sides, was built about 45 years ago 
between the sheer walls of the canyon. 
Over the dam spillway the Madison 
River cascaded into the canyon, there 
flowing between 8,000-foot sheer moun- 
tains on each side for a distance of 
seven miles to form one of the most 
picturesque fishing and camping areas 
in the West. In this seven-mile stretch 
below the dam were four Forest Serv- 
ice campgrounds: upper and lower 
Cabin Creek Camp, Beaver Creek 
Camp, and—the biggest of all—Rock 
Creek Camp. In addition, there were 
two large privately owned summer re- 
sorts with cabins, stores, and numer- 
ous campsites. If the dam _ broke, 
campers in the canyon wouldn’t have a 
chance. 

As I mentioned the dam, we all stood 
horrified. 

“Let’s get out of here and build a 
fire,’ someone said. 

We went up about 300 yards from 
our camp on the riverbank and built a 
big fire. Soon other campers were 
gathering around the fire. Someone put 
on coffee, and we huddled around the 
fire and discussed our predicament. As 
we talked, a muffled roar would break 
out from the mountains, and we’d pause 
to wait for the shock wave to rock us. 
At times we’d get an unusually hard 
shake. The trees would shake, and 
some of the ladies would gasp or moan 
or scream. The almost constant rock- 
ing and swaying of the ground gave 
all of us a queasy feeling that remind- 
ed me of seasickness. 

Other campers came in and told us 
the roads were demolished, the bridges 
across the river were wrecked. We 
couldn’t get out. One woman they knew 
of had panicked, put her two children 
into the car, and sped down the high- 
way. She’d gone only a few hundred 
feet when her car plunged into a crack 
100 feet wide and 20 feet deep. We 
decided to wait for daylight. 

As dawn approached, a thunderstorm 
rumbled up the canyon, and despite our

fears we sought shelter in our trailers. 
When daylight came, I looked at the 
mountain north of Hebgen Lake and 
saw a huge break about halfway up. 
The break ran parallel with the top of 
the mountain and extended east and 
west as far as I could see. The whole 
bottom part of the mountain on the 
north side of Hebgen Lake had slid 
downward to form a vertical bluff that 
looked miles in length and as much as 
50 to 100 feet high where there had 
formerly been a gentle mountain slope. 
We went down to the road and found 
huge crevasses in it. Around the north 
shore of the lake the mountain had 
broken off in a dozen spots, carrying 
long sections of paved Montana State 
Highway No. 287 into the lake. The 
north shore of the lake had sunk, and 
the south shore had risen 20 to 25 feet. 
Hebgen Lake was tilted from south to 
north on an east-west axis. Also, the 
lake appeared to be very low, about 
one third of its former size. We 
couldn’t see the dam, but we feared 
| that it must be badly damaged for so 
much water to have escaped. 

At daylight, stragglers came up from 
the canyon, telling of a tidal wave that 
had swept down the Madison River 
Canyon. But, they said, the dam was 
still intact, although water was pour- 
| ing through a number of bad cracks. 
Others said that the canyon was 
blocked below us at Rock Creek Camp 
and the river was backing up. 
| Daylight brought dozens of airplanes 
| circling the area. Smoke jumpers from 
| the U. S. Forest Service parachuted in 
| with short-wave radios and soon para- 
| medics were parachuting to aid the in- 
| jured who were brought up the canyon 

to the dam to be evacuated by heli- 
copters. 

We crowded around the short-wave 
radios for news. A plane over the can- 
| yon gave us the horrible report that 
one side of the 7,600-foot mountain on 
the south side of the canyon had fallen 
across the canyon and up against the 
mountain on the north side, completely 
blocking the canyon, the river, and the 
| highway. This slide was 300 feet high, 
a mile wide from one mountain wall to 
the other, and extended three quarters 
of a mile up and down the canyon bed. 
The slide, and the waters of the blocked 
Madison River piling up behind it had 
covered Rock Creek Camp, Beaver 
Creek Camp, and several other camp- 
sites. I shivered as I recalled that we 
| had left Rock Creek Camp only two 
days before. 








he quake struck at midnight on 

Monday. Tuesday was spent rescu- 
ing survivors who were trapped in the 
| canyon between Hebgen Dam and the 
| big slide seven miles downstream. 
Their only escape route, Highway No. 
287, alongside the river at the canyon’s 
| bottom, was slowly being covered by 
| the blocked river. Four helicopters 
flew steadily in and out of the canyon, 
airlifting many of those who remained 
alive. In the slide area eight bodies 
| were recovered. And not even this 
| much could be done for victims cov- 
my by the slide. Only two days be- 
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fore, I'd seen dozens of trailers, cars, 
and tents in the area now covered by 
an officially estimated 80 million tons 
of rock and dirt. While some campers 
may have moved out after the week- 
end, many others—nobody knows how 
many for sure—were not so fortunate. 

Immediate efforts were underway to 
get bulldozers and earthmoving equip- 
ment to bulldoze a trail along the 
shoulder of the mountain around the 
destroyed road on the north shore of 
the lake. By Wednesday night, a trail 
had been completed into the Hebgen 
Dam area, and four-wheel-drive ve- 
hicles removed most of the remaining 
uninjured survivors from the canyon. 


hile these rescue efforts were go- 

ing on, severe aftershocks contin- 
ued on the average of one every 10 
minutes, and maintained that rate for 
seven days. 

The bulldozer operators were the 
real unsung heroes of this operation. 
As they drove their huge machines up 
the side of the broken mountain—some- 
times within a few feet of huge 
crevasses and overhanging terraces of 
loosened rock and dirt—-the earth con- 
tinued to shake and roll, threatening 
to start a new landslide that would en- 
gulf them. Many new slides were 
caused by the continuous tremors, 
often requiring a new section of trail 
to be cut out of the mountain. 

On Thursday, a mountain on the 
south side of the lake came down with 
a thunderous roar, and we wondered 
when the broken mountain on the 
north would follow. Skin divers probed 
the north side of the lakeshore at the 
highway cave-ins, looking for a trailer 
and car reported to contain eight 
bodies. But severe tremors on Thurs- 
day drove the divers out of the water 
just before a new section of the moun- 
tain slid into the lake and covered the 
area so deeply that further search was 
impossible. 

The short-wave radio was our only 
means of getting news from the world 
from which we were isolated. Natur- 
ally, many rumors and wild stories 
were told, and they grew in the re- 
telling. Armed guards were posted by 
the Forest Service. We feared the 
marauding grizzlies now more than 
ever. Each new tremor froze us. 
Usually the tremor started with a 
sharp jolt, and this gradually increased 
in intensity, swaying to and fro, faster 
and faster, while we wondered fear- 
fully if this one would be “the big one.” 
Rumors had it that a tremendous new 
quake, much worse than the big one of 
Monday night, was expected “by the 
authorities.” Stories were repeated of 
the Helena quake in 1947: eight days 
after the first big shock came a quake 
that was much worse. We were awak- 
ened every night by new tremors. We 
would lie there waiting, holding our 
breath, while the swaying grew strong- 
er. Then, as it gradually subsided and 
finally stopped, we’d relax somewhat. 

Still, I couldn’t get the Rock Creek 
slide out of my mind. I was haunted 
by thoughts of that mountain of rock

chester Magnum is now with us 
and quite a cartridge it is. With 
its fat body, belted case, short neck, 
and slender, wicked-looking bullets, it 
is about as sexy a job as you'll ever lay 
your eyes on. If looks could kill, this 
baby really has what it takes. 
And there isn’t any doubt that it is a 
highly advanced cartridge. With its 
140-gr. bullet at a muzzle velocity of

3,200 feet per second, it should be an 
excellent long-range killer on just 
about any North American big game, 
and with the 100-gr. bullet at 3,700 it 
should be a super varmint cartridge. 
It should likewise be deadly at extreme 
ranges on antelope and whatever one 
wants to shoot way out yonder in the 
way of light and medium game. There 
are a few flies in the ointment, but more 
on that later. 


The .264 is the newest of the Win- 
chester family of short, belted Mag- 
nums. That ponderous elephant and 
rhino cartridge, the .458 African, was 
first on the list, the sweet and useful 
.338 Alaskan the second, and now comes 
the .264, which Winchester has labeled 
the Westerner. It is simply the .338 
case necked down. I have heard the 
rumor that Winchester has experiment- 
ed with the same case necked to .30 
caliber and also to 7 mm., but I can’t 
verify this. I do know that various gun- 
nut pals of mine have got themselves 
rifles for the .338 necked to .30 and have 
reported fine results. Tom Burgess, 
13906 E. 4th Ave., Opportunity 66 
(Spokane), Wash., can furnish rifles 
for this not very wild wildcat, and Fred 
Huntington can furnish dies. 

The .264’s head size and belt dimen- 
sions are the same as the .338 and the 
.300 H. & H. Shoulder angle is 25°. 
Neck is short. Over-all length of the 
loaded cartridge is 37/16 in. with the 
140-gr. bullet, or about the same as that 
of a .30/06 with some spitzer bullets. 
Actions suitable for the .30/06 can be 
adapted to the .264 by opening up bolt 
face and extractor for the larger head. 
Bullets are two-diameter jobs that 
measure .225 in front of the cannelure 
and .264 behind. Bore diameter of the 
barrels is .256 and groove diameter 
.265. Barrels have, I believe, a 1-9 
twist. 

The .256-in.—or 6.5 mm.—caliber has 
been widely used in Europe but very 
little in the United States. The only 
6.5 American rifle I can think of off- 
hand is the long-obsolete but highly 
regarded .256 Newton, which was based

on the .30/06 case necked down and 
shortened a bit. This was the most 
popular of the Newton calibers, but the 
only factory rifles ever chambered for 
it were the various models of the New- 
ton. A forerunner of the .270, it was 
fairly popular among the nuttier gun 
nuts of the late teens and early ‘20's. 
It was loaded with 129 and 140-gr. bul- 
lets at velocities ranging between 2,800 
and 3,000 f.p.s and killed well on about 
anything it was turned against. In re- 
cent years a few custom rifles have 
been made in that caliber. I had a .256 
Newton when I was a lad. 

The most famous of the 6.5’s is the 
6.5 x 54 Mannlicher-Schoenauer. This 
was the Greek military cartridge, and 
it was used for hunting all over the 
world. Ammunition was loaded here 
for many years and is still loaded in 
Canada, and many rifles chambered for 
it have been imported into the United 
States from time to time. Right now a 
good many Swedish army rifles in 6.5 x 
55 are being brought in, and now and 
then I hear from someone who has a 
German 6.5 x 57. The Italian 6.5 Mann- 
licher-Carcano cartridge, for which 
rifles have been imported, is similar to 
the 6.5 Mannlicher-Schoenauer. 

All these cartridges are rimless. The 
Dutch and Roumanians used a 6.5 
rimmed cartridge that was otherwise 
similar to the 6.5 Mannlicher-Schoen- 
auer and Carcano, and various rimmed 
6.5’s have been made for German three- 
barreled drillings and single shots. 

The advantage of the 6.5 caliber is 
that pretty good velocity can be given 
a bullet of excellent sectional density 
but with no great recoil. At one time 
early African elephant hunters used 
6.5 Mannlichers with 160-gr. full-metal- 
cased bullets for head shots on ele- 
phants. 


To forestall a lot of enquiries, none 
of these foreign 6.5’s can be recham- 
bered and altered to take the new .264 
cartridge. The actions are not long 
and strong enough. 

But the 6.5 caliber also has its dis- 
advantages. One is that a bullet of 
considerable weight, like the 160-gr. 
used in Europe, is half as long as your 
arm and difficult to stabilize. Another 
is that with a large case, a 6.5 car- 
tridge is over bore capacity with all 
except the very slowest burning of 
powders. 

Winchester, I understand, had its 
headaches in developing the new car- 
tridge, and that is one reason it was so 
long in the borning. The original plan, 
I believe, was to announce it along with 
the .338. But the boys ran into powder 
trouble, bullet trouble, and metal foul- 
ing. 

When I first heard about the .264 
about four years ago, the Winchester 
technicians were experimenting with 
the large-grained powder used in .50- 
caliber machine-gun cartridges and 
called, I believe, No. 5010. Later they 
shifted to a special, slow-burning, ball 
powder made especially for the car- 
tridge by Western, and also to a slow- 
burning duPont I.M.R. powder which is 
not available to handloaders in cannis- 
ter lots. The sample cartridges I have 
are both loaded with ball powder—70 
grains behind the 100-gr. bullet and 75 
behind the 140-gr. bullet. Superficially, 
the powders look about the same, but 
apparently they are different, with that 
behind the 100-gr. bullet obviously fast- 
er-burning than that behind the 140-gr. 

The 140-gr. bullet is a “Power Point,” 
a soft-point bullet with the jacket 
notched in six places behind the point 
to speed expansion. The 100-gr. is an 
ordinary soft point. Both builets are 


beautifully shaped to retain velocity 
over long ranges. Jackets are thick to 
keep the ultra-high-speed bullets from 
blowing up at short ranges. 
Apparently the bullet job was very 
well done. The sample rifle I have 
groups into about 1% in. with the 140- 
gr. bullet (average of three five-shot 
groups), and into about 1% with the 
100-gr. bullet. Probably I could do a 
little better if I tried tuning up the 
rifle a bit or put on a scope of higher 
power than the 4X Weaver I used. I 
have not had time to make drop tests 
so will have to take Winchester’s word 
for it. But from some casual plinking 
at rocks from 300 to 400 yd. away, I 
found that trajectory with both bullet 
weights is very flat indeed, and the 
bullet seems to get there the instant the 
musket goes off (for the complete bal- 
listic dope see table on page 122). 
Because of the high initial velocity of 
the ballistically efficient .264 bullets, 
the new cartridge comes off very well 
in comparison with about anything else 
you can name. At 500 yd., for example, 
the 48-gr. bullet of the .220 Swift, 
which started out at 4,140 ft. seconds, 
has dropped to 1,750, and the 110-gr. 
bullet of the .30/06, with its initial 
velocity of 3,370, is down to 1,270. The 
100-gr. bullet of the .270, which leaves 
the muzzle at 3,480, is down to 1,700 ft. 
seconds. However, the 100-gr. bullet of 
the .264 is still traveling along at 2,030. 
At 500 yd. the 140-gr., .264 bullet is 
still moving along at the rate of about 
2,100 ft. seconds, whereas the 130-gr. 
Silvertip of the .270, with its initial 
velocity of 3,140, has dropped to 1,860, 
according to Winchester figures, and 
the .30/06 with the 180-gr. bullet to 
1,670. The bullet of the same weight 
fired from the .300 Magnum at 2,920 is 
down to 1,830, and the 150-gr., .280

he slowest burning canister powders 
are none too slow for .264 with its 
big case and the small hole in the bar- 


| rel. In working out loads for their 140- 
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gr. bullet, Speer Products had the best 
results with a surplus machine-gun 
powder sold by B. E. Hodgdon, of Mer- 
riam, Kans., and called by him H-470. 


| With it the velocity with 75 gr. was 


3,313, with 73 gr. 3,250, and with 71 gr. 
3,195. Pressure seemed to be O. K., 
with no trace of head expansion. 

With No. 4831 (also sold by Hodg- 
don) 64 gr. gave 3,267 with the same 
140-gr. bullet, 62 gr. 3,181, and 60 gr. 
3,074. With No. 4350, the slowest burn- 
ing of the canister powders, 59 gr. gave 
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3,195, 57 gr. 3,097, and 55 gr. 3,000. 
Both No. 4831 and No. 4350 are appar- 
ently faster burning than the ball 
powder used in the factory .243 loads, 
as shown by the fact that Winchester 
stuffs 75 gr. of that ball powder behind 
the 140-gr. bullet, a great deal more 
than the amount of No. 4831 that can 
be safely burned. 

Incidentally, I am not necessarily 
recommending these loads. I am mere- 
ly giving them to show what the hand- 
loader can expect. I understand that 
Western will shortly market a line of 
ball powder in cannisters for hand- 
loaders, and perhaps the slow-burning 
stuff for the .264 will be included. With 
the sample rifle and ammunition, the 
Speer Potter chronograph gave a muz- 
zle velocity of 3,733 with the 100-gr. 
bullets and 3,115 with the 140-gr. 


M2! 70 rifle in .264 is no feather- 
weight. It has a 26-in., stainless- 
steel barrel and tips the beam at 81% Ib. 
with iron sights. All of that means that 
with the average scope and mount on it 
the rifle would weigh about 914 Ib., and 
that with a sling attached and the mag- 
azine full it would crowd 10. 

These figures sadden me no end. I’m 
not as young as I used to be, but once 
upon a time I used to be a reasonably 
frisky mountain hunter. In my day I 
have climbed around in some pretty 
high and often very rough and rugged 
mountains after assorted species of 
sheep and goats. When I was younger 
and huskier I went through a stage in 
which I had the theory that the moun- 
tain rifle should have a long, medium- 
heavy barrel for best results, but even 
in my prime I got no special delight in 
lugging around a 10-Ib. rifle. 

After I came close to getting tipped 
off of a few cliffs when I was carrying 
long-barreled rifies strapped across my 
back so I could use both hands for 
climbing, I went to 22-in. barrels, and 
I have been a short-barrel man ever 
since. Actually you wouldn’t have to 
run very fast to give me a mountain 
rifle with a 20-in. barrel. 

Consequently, the Model 70 in .264 
looks more to me like an antelope rifle, 
as antelope are shot at greater range, 
on an average, than any other game 
animal I have run into on this conti- 
nent. If we want to get exotic, it should 
also be a dandy for blackbucks on the 
plains of India. It would be excellent 
for the spookier African plains game 
such as oryx. For the chap who does 
most of his hunting on horseback, 
doesn’t mind the long barrel, and likes 
to burn powder at long range, the .264 
will be very good. Often mule deer and 
Southwestern whitetails are hunted in 
mountainous, semiopen country that 
affords many long shots. 

For varmints with the 100-gr. bullet, 
it should, in a tuned-up rifle, be poison, 
particularly on coyotes, which need 
more killing power out at extreme 
ranges than some of the lighter calibers 
give. The only thing wrong with the 
.264 as a varmint cartridge is its con- 
siderable recoil coupled with plenty of 
muzzle blast. I am afraid that a good 
many varmint shooters will find them- 





selves yanking the trigger now and 
then. I found, for example, that in 
shooting a .270 on varmints I gol more 
unaccountable misses than I did with a 
Swift, and I laid it to the heavier recoil 
that probably made me occasionally 
yank off a shot. 

In many respects the .264 invites 
comparison with the .257 Weatherby 
Magnum. Both are short, beited Mag- 
nums, and the difference between a 
.257 and a .264 bullet is not much. 
According to the Weatherby dope, the 
.257 Magnum gives the 100-gr. bullet 
3,700, and the 117-gr. bullet 3,320, a 
figure which can be reached with the 
.25 caliber 120-gr. Speer bullet with 67 
gr. of No. 4831 or 63 gr. of No. 4350. 
I'd expect the .257 Weatherby and the 
.264 cartridges to give much the same 
velocities with the same powders and 
bullets of equivalent sectional density. 
The .257 Weatherby has been used 
successfully on game all over the world, 
some of it surprisingly big and tough. 

The .264 Winchester Magnum is a 
bold and interesting departure for an 
old and conservative outfit like Win- 
chester, and it is a cartridge that should 
sell well. I understand that the .338 
has sold beyond the most optimistic ex- 
pectations, and it is my hunch that the 
.264 will do even better. We live in an 
age of high speed and plenty of power, 
and the .264 has both.__Jack O'Connor.

and earth lying on the spot we had va- 
cated so recently.

I wanted to go farther up on the 
slide; through my binoculars I could 
see what appeared to be a denim-clad

about half a mile across the river bed 
along the bottom of the slide. But it 
was growing dark very fast, a thun- 
derstorm was coming up the canyon, 
and every lightning bolt and thunder- 
clap was magnified by our surround- 
ings. Almost directly over us loomed 
the badly broken north wall from 
which rocks hung precariously, and 
occasionally fell. 

I looked at the huge tomb that rose 
before us and said to Henry, “Let’s 
get out of here while we can—quick.” 
We retraced our route out of the can- 


| yon and returned to our anxious wives 
| late that night, bringing news and pic- 
| tures of the west end of the slide. 


On Saturday we were taken into the 
Montana, 
where our names were removed from 
the Red Cross “missing”’ list. I tele- 
phoned the Shreveport, Louisiana, 
newspapers—which had been publish- 
ing stories of our presumed demise 
so that my creditors could stop worry- 
ing. We couldn't get the car or trailer 
out yet, so Nellie and I decided to stay 
until we could. We felt the worst was 
over. 

The aftereffects of the quake, how- 
ever, were far from over. For one 


| thing the rivers in the area were great- 


ly disturbed. I took the temperature 
of the Madison above Hebgen Lake: it 
was 72° F. for a week after the quake, 
and the water was very high and 
muddy. It had dropped to 65° by 
Labor Day. 

The west side of Yellowstone Park 


| was badly damaged, and most of the 
| roads 


in that area were closed. We 
had to go through the west entrance 
to get home, so we didn’t start our 
homeward trip until the road was 
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opened on Labor Day. Then we went 
in the west entrance of the park, head- 
ing for Madison Junction, Wyoming. 
The mountains along the Madison 
River here were badly broken. Huge 
boulders lay near the road where bull- 
dozers had pushed them aside. This 
left the highway scarred by big dents 
that were caused when the boulders 
plunged onto the road. The road from 
Madison Junction north was_ still 
closed, so we slowly maneuvered up the 
Fire Hole Canyon road, watching for 
new rock falls in obedience to the 
warning signs. Flagmen were sta- 
tioned at danger points to stop traffic 
in case of a new avalanche. There- 
after bulldozers cleared the road, and 
traffic was flagged through with the 
warning not to stop. As far as we 
were concerned, the warning was un- 
necessary. 

The Geyser Basin below Old Faith- 
ful was scrambled. New geysers had 
developed, and some of the old ones 
formerly clear—were now spouting 
mud and muddy water. Old Faithful 
was still operating, but the height of 
the geyser was greatly diminished 
when we saw it on Labor Day, being 
only about half of its former height, 
and lasting only two minutes rather 
than its former four minutes. Now, 
however, it is supposed to be pretty 
well back to normal. 

The roads in the eastern half of 
Yellowstone Park were relatively un- 
damaged, although strong earth trem- 
ors were still being felt in the Canyon 
Village, Tower Junction, and Old 
Faithful areas for three weeks after 
the big shake on August 17. Old Faith- 
ful Inn was badly damaged, and most 
of the guests and employes had fled 
out of the east and south entrances 
of the park. 

After eating lunch at Old Faithful 
on Labor Day, we lit out for West 
Thumb. Black bears were still beg- 
ging along the roadside, but in consid- 
erably fewer numbers than we'd seen 
before. We had heard many stories 
about the animals deserting the park 
before the earthquake because of some 
alleged ability to foretell an earth- 
quake. This, like so many other 
rumors, was not true. We fished the 
Madison River in Yellowstone Park 
only five hours before the earthquake 
and caught a dozen beautiful browns. 
The largest was 19 inches and the 
smallest 16. We saw the usual bears, 
elk, ducks, and geese just before the 
quake and they seemed to be acting 
quite normal. The bears—-both black 
and grizzly—and elk were still in the 
park and quake area after the great 
shake, and were not “leaving the park 
in huge numbers,” as reported over 
the radio. The animals remained all 
during the many hundreds of after- 
shocks that shook the area during the 
three weeks after the quake while we 
were there. 


AS we drove through the deserted 
park into West Thumb area, no 
damage was visible. We went through 


the south entrance, and stopped at 
Colter Bay on Jackson Lake in Grand 





Teton National Park. There we were 
joined by Joe and Bonnie Augustine of 
Los Angeles, who had been with us in 
West Yellowstone. 

Joe is on the Los Angeles fire depart- 
ment and is an experienced trailer 
camper. We set up camp temporarily 
at Pelican Bay on the lake, and had 
the entire area to ourselves. We went 
down to Colter Bay service station to 
get gasoline and commented to the 
attendant about the scarcity of tour- 
ists. 

“You should have been here before 
the earthquake,” he said. ‘“‘There were 
thousands here that night. When the 
quake hit, they really took off. People 
went through here all that night and 
the next day, still in their pajamas. One 
guy in the trailer park jumped out of 
his trailer when it stopped shaking, 
hitched it to his car, and lit out down 
the road without bothering to discon- 
nect his trailer from the electric, water, 
or sewerage lines. They were just 
dragging along the highway behind 
him.”

.25/06 Troubles 


rN odd characteristic of many hand- 
loaders is that they read some 
loading dope in a manual or magazine 
and then cook up the very hottest 
combination of powder and bullet given. 


| They seem to forget that pressures 


vary in different rifles. 

That brings us to some .25/06 trouble. 
Some time ago I wrote a piece on the 
excellent wildcat made by necking down 
the .30/06 case to .25 caliber, and I 


| gave loads which I’d used in my rifle. 


One was 58 gr. of No. 4831 powder 
Hornady spire-point 


bullet. In my rifle, a Buhmiller barrel 


| with a 1-10 twist on an F.N. Mauser 


action, velocity was around 3,300 feet 
per second, and pressures low enough 
so cases could be used repeatedly. The 
load never caused extraction difficulty, 
stretching of primer pockets, or any 
of the other high-pressure miseries. 

My article on the .25/06 aroused a 
great deal of interest in the cartridge, 
and many gunsmiths began fitting 
barrels for it and rechambering exist- 
ing .25 caliber rifles. Then I began to 
hear of high pressures with loads that 
seemed moderate in my own rifle. 

Bliss Titus, the Heber City, Utah, 
gunsmith and barrelmarker, has been 
investigating this high-pressure busi- 
ness, and finds the answer is undersize 
barrels. Most .25 caliber bullets run 
from .257 to .2575, and in some cases 
.258 in. Investigation has shown that 
some .25 caliber barrels run as small 
as .256 in groove diameter, some as 
large as .258. In addition, some cham- 
bers had pretty tight necks, and some 
(like my rifle) had slightly long cham- 
ber throats so that .270 as well as 
.30/06 brass could be used. 

These variations in bore and groove 
diameters, rate of twist, and chamber 
dimensions resulted, of course, in vastly 
different pressure effects with the same 
load. Add to this the fact that various 
makes of cases with varying capacity 
were used, and that the lads also used 
bullets with different amounts of bear- 
ing surface and different hardness of 
jacket and core. Primers likewise make 
a difference, and a load that shows 
normal pressure with one case may 
show excessive pressures with another. 

As I’ve written many times, the 
smart thing for any handloader to do 
is to start well below any given maxi- 
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mum or near-maximum load and work 
up gradually, looking out for pressure 
signs. Because of the many variables, 
anyone who plunges into the hottest 
load he can find is likely to get into 
trouble. 

In his experiments, Titus used a 
.258 barrel with a 1-10 twist throated 
to clear a 100-gr. Hornady bullet seated 
*; in. in the neck of the case. With the 
117-gr. Sierra boattail in front of 55 
grs. of No. 4831 sighted with an 8X 
Lyman Wolverine scope to group 11% 
in. high at 100 yd., he was 214 in. high 
at 200 and 214 in. low at 300. That is 
what’s known as flat trajectory! 

In Wyoming, a hunter used a .25/06 
with the same bullet but a bit more 
powder, and held on the chin of a buck 
antelope facing him at 400 yd. Bullet 
struck the buck in the center of the 
chest. It fell on its face, and when 
the hunter dressed it out he found the 
whole front quarter of the beast blaod- 
shot. 

I’m not mad about most wildcats, 
and feel that few of them are any 
improvement on factory cartridges. 
However, I'll let the .25/06 play on my 
team. Properly loaded, with good 
bullets in a good barrel, and in the 
hands of a man who can shoot, it is 
I’ve ever seen. It isn’t any slouch for 
the best long-range varmint cartridge 
long-range shooting on deer and ante- 
lope, either. 


Popular Cartridges 


D°r: I have is that the Remington 
.280 and Winchester .338 cartridges 
are picking up a following. I get a lot 
of mail on the .280, and one builder of 
fine custom rifles tells me he has more 
orders on hand for the .280 than for 
any other caliber. Model 70 Winchester 
rifles in .338 are in short supply because 
the initial demand was underestimated, 
but more are coming. Speer Products 
is making a 250-gr. soft-point spitzer 
for the .338 as well as its 275-gr. bullet 
in that caliber. This last weight can 
be obtained in either soft-point or 
solid semispitzer.

Density of Patterns 


Question: What make of gun in 12 gauge, 
and with what length barrel and choke, will 
shoot tight patterns at 27 to 30 yd. with No. 9 
shot? This is to be a shooting-match gun.— 
J. H. Cooper, Va. 


Answer: Finding a gun to shoot patterns of 
maximum density at 30 yd. with No. 9 shot is 
pretty much in the lap of the gods. Any gun 
will vary its patterns as much as 10 or 12 per- 
cent with shells from the same box. You 
might find one Model 12 Winchester, for ex- 
ample, which would shoot like a million dollars 
with No. 9 shot bored full choke, and you might 
pick up another Model 12 that wouldn’t do 
quite as well. The choking of shotguns is not 
an exact science, and chokes cut with the same 
reamer may not handle the same shot size 
equally well. The only thing to do is try out 
several guns. 

Sometimes you will find that 
modified will give you tighter 
one bored full choke.—/J.O’C.

Badly Pitted Barrel 


Question: Recently I acquired a .30/30 Mar- 
lin Model 1893 that seemed to have a lot of 
dirt in the barrel. I’ve worked for hours trying 
to clean out the dirt, but don’t seem to be get- 
ting anywhere. Moreover, I’ve found that ap- 
parently the bullets aren’t following the rifling. 
What do you suppose the trouble is?—Julian 
G. Corbin, N. Y. 


Answer: I think the barrel must be com- 
pletely rusted and pitted out. Most likely 
what you are mistaking for dirt is rust pitting, 
and when you look through the barrel what you 
see are the shadows in the pits. You can get 
all the muck there is out of the barrel by dip- 
ping a brass brush into a good powder solvent 
like Hoppe’s No. 9, scrubbing the barrel with 
it, and then wiping it out with a dry flannel 
patch. But I think your trouble is pitting. 
The fact that you say the bullets do not follow 
the rifling leads me to believe the barrel 
is rome ¥ > shot and very likely beyond 
hope.—J.O 


35 vs. .308 


Question: I've been using a .35 Remington 
for whitetails and like its brush-bucking abili- 
ty. But I’ve noticed that bucks I've hit in the 
chest cavity with it run 15 to 50 yd. before go- 
ing down. I'd like a caliber with more anchor- 
ing power that will perform well in light brush. 
What do you think of the .308 Winchester with 
the 180-gr., soft-point bullet?—E. E. Jones Jr., 
Tex. 


Answer: I've seen a lot of deer hit in the 
chest with .30/06’s, .270’s, and even .300 Mag- 
nums run 50 yd. or even more before going down. 
However, as a rule you get quicker kills with 
the light, faster bullets. If you like the lever 
or the semi-automatic, I would suggest the .308 
Winchester with a 150-gr. bullet. That light, 
fast bullet, I believe will give you a higher pro- 
portion of instantaneous kills than the .35 Rem- 
ington.—J.O’C. 


Why the Long Barrel? 


Question: I see some shotguns are being 
made with 36-in. barrels. What's the advan- 
tage, if any, over a 28-in. barrel, say?—-James 
Ross, Mich. 


Answer: There’s no advantage. With most 
loads longer barrels give no more velocity and 
shoot no “harder” than guns with 28-in. barrels. 
The notion that long barrels shoot harder is 
a holdover from black-powder days.—J.O’C.

run of good luck in hard-hunted New 
Jersey, I ended the season without 
getting a deer. 

All that was in 1955. When the 
season opened in 1956 I had a hand- 
ful of the new magnum loads of 000 
buckshot originated by Bob Haelig. 
My chance to test them on deer came 
shortly after dawn on the second day 
of the season. 

I was hunting in New Jersey’s Es- 
sex County, which is close enough to 
New York City that the skyscrapers 
are visible on clear days. The herds 
of deer in our suburban woodlands 
would surprise an outsider, but we 
also have a host of hunters compet- 
ing for them. It’s not the sort of 
region where you can shrug off a bad 
shot with the thought that you'll 
soon get another. 

My luck was good in '56. I had 
been on my stand in the cold woods 
only a few minutes when an unseen 
hunter off to my right fired two 
close-spaced shots. The buck he was 
shooting at came my way and 
stopped in the brush about 60 yards 
from me. 

Since that’s a long shot with any 
kind of buckshot load, I aimed for 
the largest vital area—the buck’s 
chest. At the shot, the deer ran as 
if he hadn’t been touched. Knowing 
that many fatally wounded deer act 
that way, I sat down to wait. If you 
can stand the agony of worrying 
about another hunter polishing off 
your wounded buck, it’s better to 
give any deer that might be hit time 
to get over its first scare and bed 
down. A wounded buck may go for 
miles if you take his trail at once 
and keep pushing him. 

As I waited impatiently where I’d 
fired at this buck, the hunter who’d

first jumped him walked up. He 
passed off both the shots he’d fired 
as clean misses and walked on in 
search of a new target. I waited. 

Half an hour later I walked to the 
spot where the buck was standing 
when I shot. There was no blood, no 
hair—no sign of a hit. Yet that’s 
common with buckshot wounds, En- 
trance punctures are small and 
clogged with hair, and buckshot pel- 
lets seldom go all the way through a 
deer unless it’s hit at close range. 

Guided by the wide-spaced land- 
ing marks of the running buck’s 
bunched hoofs, I slowly followed his 
trail. The buck was lying 100 yards 
from where he’d stood when I shot, 
and he was dead. Three of the 10 
pellets from my handloaded car- 
tridge had hit the buck solidly. One 
of the two pellets that drove through 
the lungs had momentum enough to 
smash a rib on the far side and sail 
out through hide and hair. 

When I skinned this buck, I re- 
covered four pellets planted by the 
hunter who fired at it before I did 
and “missed.’”’ He’d fired a load of 
No. 0 buckshot and a second car- 
tridge loaded with No. 4 buck. One 
of his 0 pellets was in the small of 
the buck’s back. Three No. 4 pellets 
were lodged just under the skin cov- 
ering the neck and chest. They were 
painful flesh wounds, but nothing 
more. 

My second chance to use magnum 
shells loaded with 000 buckshot came 
during New Jersey’s 1957 season. I 
was on a stand in the Delaware River 
Valley when a buck came running by 
at a modest 45 yards. I fired three 
quick shots. The buck kept his feet 
for 50 yards, then piled up dead, his 
chest riddled with 000 pellets.

pellets was positioned on top of the 
first but at right angles to them, so 
that the four pellets seen from above 
formed a stubby, round-pointed, sym- 
metrical cross. Padded with the paper 
tube, the 12 gauge shell held 10 peliets 
stacked in crisscrossed pairs. 

That load consistently punched 10 
tightly grouped holes in targets set up 
at deer-hunting ranges. Haelig was on 
the right track at last. 

Next step was to cast pellets large 
enough to fit side by side in 12 gauge 
hulls without the paper-tube inserts. 
The padding tubes used up space needed 
for extra lead. Since 00 buckshot was 
the largest size mass-produced at that 
time, Haelig cast his first king-size pel- 
lets by hand. They were .36 caliber 
balls, which are now sold in bulk by 
ammunition makers as 000 buckshot. 

These oversize pellets, hereafter 
known as 000 buckshot, were stacked 
in pairs to put a total of 10 pellets in 
a 12 gauge shell. Standard cartridges 
loaded with the smaller 00 buck hold 
only nine pellets. 


he 10 oversize pellets stacked in 

the Haelig manner patterned beauti- 
fully. The theory is that the precise 
stacking in the cartridge eliminates 
much of the jostling in the barrel that 
takes place when you fire pellets that 
were merely poured into the cartridge. 
The choking cone of the shotgun barrel 
seems to compress the stacked pellets 
just enough to send all 10 toward the 
target in a tight wad 

Fired through a suitable barrel, the 
000 buckshot loads will consistently put 
seven to all 10 of the big pellets in a 
30-inch circle at 40 yards. What it boils 
down to is that suitable barrels will 
put 80 percent of the potent 000 pellets 
into a target the size of a deer’s rib 
cage at 40 yards. Other buckshot loads 
average 50 per cent on the same test. 

Some shotgun barrels handle buck- 
shot much better than others. Best per- 
formance with the 000 handloads was 
by 30-inch barrels with full choke. 
The skeet-bored barrels that were tested 
threw poor patterns with all kinds of 
buckshot, including the new 000 pel- 
lets. In general, the better patterns 
were fired from 12 gauge shotguns with 
plain barrels of modified or full choke. 

Haelig now has his handloading of the 
000 cartridges reduced to a _ simple 
routine. He _ starts with Federal’s 
magnum loads of birdshot in 12 gauge. 
They’re the regular 2%-inch cases, and 
will fit the chamber of any modern 12 
gauge shotgun. Haelig pours the bird- 
shot out of these cartridges, smooths the 
case mouth with a sizing die, stacks in 
10 pellets of 000 buckshot in crisscross 
fashion, positions a new top wad, and 
rerolls the factory crimp. 

That’s all there is to it. Any gunner 
with the simplest reloading equipment 
can turn out a supply of these deer 
killers. 

Since the success or failure of a deer 
hunt often hinges on one shot, lots of 
hunters figured the new load was worth 
the price. It fills a long-standing need 
for a buckshot cartridge that will con- 
sistently kill bucks. THE END

man most likely to succeed in 

hunting whitetail deer, I'd nominate 
the archer who could bag the most 
woodchucks during the summer. And 
I'll bet my best bow against a pea- 
shooter that this method of selection 
would prove out, because chuck hunt- 
ing and deer hunting with the bow and 
arrow call for the same skills. 

If anyone is inclined to question the 
fact that chuck hunting is ideal deer- 
hunting practice, let him consider the 
experience of Al Nye and his son, Dick. 
The senior Nye, one of Virginia’s top 
bowhunters, introduced the boy to deer

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hunting by training him on groundhogs. 
During the autumn of Dick’s 13th year 
his bow accounted for a doe and a 190- 
Ib. buck. The secret of the youngster’s 
success was that during the summer 
he had bow-killed 26 chucks. When 
interviewed, Dick told a newspaper re- 
porter, “After you’ve been hunting and 
shooting woodchucks all summer, a 
deer is a mighty big target.” 

The bowhunter who wants to collect 
groundhogs consistently must know his 
quarry’s habits. He must also be alert 
to wind direction and know how to 
dress so that he'll appear as part of 
the fields and brush to the beady-eyed 


little animals. Other requisites are pa- 
tience and the ability to sit or stand 
without making give-away noises and 
motions. The chuck-hunting archer 
must be thoroughly familiar with his 
tackle, which should be the same as 
he uses for deer. He must strive for a 
clean kill and remember to pick a vital 
spot on his target, instead of aiming 
for the whole animal. He must also 
have that abstract knack—gained only 
from experience—of sensing instinc- 
tively when to shoot, not letting the 
right moment slip by, not hurrying the 
shot, but not delaying it too long either. 
This instinct is one of the most im- 
portant factors in advanced bowhunt- 
ing, and all truly successful hunting 
archers have developed it. 

Needless to say, the bowman must 
be able to shoot straight—at game. 
Good target markmanship is important, 
but it doesn’t guarantee an archer that 
he’ll handle his tackle with target- 
shooting precision when he’s under the 
pressure of the hunt. The reactions of 
a longtime member of my own field 
archery club are a good example of 
how the tremendous nervous strain of 
hunting can adversely affect a good 
shooter. 

This man is a fine shot, and because 
he practices regularly and has an ex- 
cellent technical knowledge of archery, 
his scores improve each year. He looks 
forward to deer hunting and genuinely 
enjoys it, somehow averaging six shots 
a season and, surprisingly, missing 
them all. How come? The answer is 
simple: the only hunting he does is 
during deer season. If he’d spend some 
time hunting groundhogs in the late 
summer months, he’d lick that shaky 
sensation that causes a flock of grem- 
lins to throw his arrows off course. The 
fever hits him when he first sees a deer, 
and it rises to an unnerving climax 
when he draws and looks down his ar- 
row at a buck. With a little condition- 
ing on chucks he’d be able to shoot

as accurately at deer as he does at 
targets. 

Some bowhunters believe it’s more 
difficult to drop a groundhog than a 
deer, and there are times when I agree. 
You can crouch by a chuck den until 
your muscles ache, waiting for a shot; 
when the varmint finally emerges, a 
shift of the breeze may carry your 
scent to him, and before you can draw 
your bow he’ll scamper with amazing 
speed back into his hole. He might 
cross you up by coming out of his back 
door, or alternate hole. Then, he’ll seem 
to enjoy watching you while you wait 
expectantly with your eyes glued to 
the other entrance. It’s frustrating too, 
when you miss a clear shot at a stand- 
ing chuck less than 30 ft. away. 

It’s not often that you get a chance 
for a second shot, although in some 
instances it may be worthwhile to wait. 
When the hunter is well concealed, and 
shoots with a minimum of movement 
and sound, the animal will probably be 
back within 15 or 20 minutes. 

The first year I hunted groundhogs 
with a bow, I missed three shots at the 
same hog. I was standing with my 
back against the trunk of an oak tree 
which grew on the bank of a wide, 
weed-grown erosion ditch in the middle 
of a lush field of red clover. Hidden 
among patches of greenbrier and 
honeysuckle which lined the ditch, 
there were a dozen or more dens. It 
was a perfect spot, sheltered by brush 
and with clover a few feet away. 


was still getting settled at the tree 

when a brownish-gray form slipped 
out of the bushes and started to sample 
the clover about 25 yd. from me. I 
waited until he came closer and, when 
he was broadside, shot. The chuck 
heard something whistle by, a foot 
over his ears. Apparently he didn’t 
know what it was, and he didn’t see 
me; nevertheless, he ambled for cover. 
Instead of leaving my position to re- 
trieve the arrow, I nocked another 
shaft and waited. In less than 10 min- 
utes the same thing happened again, 
except that my second shot was an 
inch too low. 

Since I was certain from the animal’s 
actions that he still hadn’t seen or 
heard me, I waited again. When an- 
other 10 minutes had passed, my 
furry friend turned up once more. 
Another shot, another miss. I knew 
when I was jinxed. I paced off the 
distance to my arrows, pulled them 
from the soil, and moved to another 
field. Even though I'd failed to get 
that groundhog, I had taught myself a 
valuable lesson, applicable to bowhunt- 
ing any kind of animal. Draw slowly, 
shoot silently, and don’t move if you 
miss. 

The woodchuck is a member of the 
squirrel family. He’s found in the east- 
ern half of the country, with the ex- 
ception of the deep South. No matter 
where you go in the U. S., if you don’t 
find chucks, you'll find close relatives, 
such as marmots and ground squirrels. 

While he’s usually considered a var- 
mint, the woodchuck is protected in

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Art of 
Rowing 


who knows how to row and has 

a boat that rows easily. In such 
a craft, he can try waters that might 
otherwise be considered too small or 
too snag-infested. 

People often ask me if it isn’t pos- 
sible to have a boat that will be fast 
with a big motor yet will row satis- 
factorily. The answer is a qualified no. 
The trouble is that the better a boat 
performs when powered by a motor, 
the poorer it will row, and vice versa. 
The modern fast outboard boat general- 
ly rows so poorly that oars would be 
carried only as a precaution. One good 
clue to how well a boat will row is its 
stern. The wider and deeper it has 
been made in an effort to give the boat 
added bearing on the water and conse- 
quently to improve its performance with 
a motor, the harder it will be to row. 

Generally speaking, a long and nar- 
row boat will row easier than will a 
short, beamy one. However, a great 
many craft—and this may include one 
you already own—can be improved for 
rowing. Any boat that’s to perform 
reasonably well under oar power must

How long should oars be? They 
should above all “feel” right. The way 
they feel depends on the boat’s beam, 
height of its sides, and its length, as 
well as the rower’s strength and pos- 
sibly his size or arm reach. The oars 
should be long enough so that you can 
take long, sweeping strokes on a fair- 
ly horizontal plane. With oars that 
are too short, you have to reach down 
awkwardly to the water. If the oars 
are very long, however, they may be 
too much for your strength. Also, you 
may have trouble lifting their blades 
clear in rough water. Generally, 7-ft. 
oars are right for a 10 to 12-ft. fishing 
boat. In a bigger boat, you might want 
8-footers; for a small pram or auto- 
top boat, 5% or 6-ft. oars are right. 
The oarlocks (also called rowlocks) 
should work smoothly, allowing you 
to row effectively and also to conven- 
iently boat the oars. There are dozens 
of oarlock patterns, and often a cer- 
tain type is favored in one section. 
The inland fisherman, for instance,

your wrist always precedes oar’s handle 


often prefers a rowlock that’s pinned 
through the oar, preventing their being 
separated. But the coastal fisherman 
wants a type that leaves the oar free 
to turn, even though he has to “leather” 
the oar to prevent slipping. The differ- 
ence is largely traceable to the con- 
trasting water conditions. If you use 
what experienced boatmen in your sec- 
tion favor, you won't be far off. It’s 
important to have the oarlock sockets 
—the gunwale fittings that the oar- 
locks fit into—correctly placed and 
strongly fastened. The usual location 
is 8 in. aft of the edge of the rowing 
seat (thwart). 

Usually it’s best to have two seats 
fitted for rowing. Then you can use 
the one that balances your load best. 
Alone in the boat, you'll sit about in 
the middle, and the boat should then 
be slightly down at the stern. But with 
another fisherman seated aft, you 
should shift forward, thereby preserv- 
ing approximately that same trim. 

Another possibility—if you prefer 
to see where you’re going—is to row 
facing forward, pushing the oars rather 
than pulling them.

Sometimes it’s also handy for a fish- 
erman to know how to paddle his boat 
effectively. Trying it from the stern is 
ineffective. If you’re alone in the boat, 
the trick is to sit on the bow seat fac- 
ing backward and paddle the boat 
sternfirst. By sitting up front you lift 
the stern clear of the water, and this 
makes ‘a light skiff relatively easy 
to paddle. With practice you can even 
cut your strokes, canoe fashion, and 
maintain a straight course without al- 
ternately stroking one side then the 
other. 

Rowing is fairly easy, provided you 
start out right. With your wrists 
straight, grasp the oar handles secure- 
ly, and in such a way that the oar 
blades are vertical. Now extend both 
arms as you bend forward (toward the 
stern) at the waist. Dip the oars so 
that only two thirds of each blade is 
submerged; don’t make the common 
mistake of burying the blades too deep. 
Start to pull your hands toward you, 
bending your arms and straightening 
your back. Complete the stroke by 
leaning backward (toward the bow). 
Gradually learn to finish your stroke 
with a snap of your wrists. That adds 
just enough extra pull to make your 
stroke really effective. 


he recovery, or backstroke, is also 

important. Lower your hands, and 
drop your wrists just enough to bring 
the blades about 3 in. clear of the 
water. Straighten your arms as you 
lean toward the stern, ready for your 
next stroke. Learn to relax your grip 
a bit during this time to avoid cramped 
fingers. Also learn to “feather” your 
oars on this recovery stroke. In 
feathering you simply turn the blades 
at an angle of about 10° from the ver- 
tical with the upper edge—the forward 
one—higher. This maneuver is particu- 
larly helpful in rowing against a wind 
in rough water. Tilting the blades re- 
duces wind pressure, and more impor- 
tant, the blade will bounce clear, not 
“catch a crab” as it’s called, should it 
hit a wavetop. Always try to keep 
your pulling strokes on the same even 
plane with the blades biting the water 
evenly, and make your. recovery 
strokes with the blades just high enough 
to clear any wavetops. 

If the boat is an easy rower, use 
long strokes and put plenty of beef 
into them. Such a boat will keep go- 
ing between strokes, upping your speed 
appreciably. With a boat that’s harder 
to row, try shorter, quicker strokes 
with plenty of final snap, even though 
you have to rely more on your arms 
than your back. Such a boat tends to 
stop dead between strokes, so don’t 
give it a chance. 

Learn how fast your boat can be 
rowed with reasonable effort. There’s 
always a certain point beyond which 
you gain little speed for any extra 
effort. 

Theoretically, if your strokes are 
even, both arms pull with the same 
force and the boat will maintain a 
straight course. More likely, though, 
one arm is stronger than the other and 
will edge the boat to one side until 
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for fishing — for skiing — for more fun afloat,

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you've learned to allow for this. Then, 
too, you must compensate for any side 
| wind or current. 

In trying to stay on course, a rower 

|is handicapped because of facing aft. 
The knack of maintaining a straight 
course is somewhat like aiming a rifle. 
ick out a tree or other landmark on 
| the shore astern of you, and notice 
how it lines up with something behind 
it. Occasionally glance astern, and 
correct your course to keep them 
lined up. 

In addition to knowing how to row 

a straight course, a fisherman should 
also know how to turn his boat quick- 
ly, to put it right where he wants it, 
| and to keep it there despite wind or 
| current. A strong pull on one oar will, 
of coursé, swing the boat. But how 
fast it swings will depend on the boat’s 
length and its bottom shape. You can 
| spin a short boat in its own length, 
| but a long one will need more turning 
room. Get to know your boat’s peculi- 
| arities and learn to allow for them. 
| 
7. can speed your boat’s swinging 
eo holding one oar stationary in 
the water while pulling hard on the 
| other. It’s even more effective to back- 
stroke with one oar—push it instead of 
pulling—while pulling hard on the 
| other. You can slow your boat’s speed 
| by dragging both oars. By backstrok- 


ing, you can stop it dead. 
Such skills are useful not only when 
| fishing but also when coming in to 


— or floats. Head almost directly 


for the dock except for pointing some- 


| what into the wind or the current. 


1 | Keep the boat moving fast but under 


| control. After a few tries with no one 

looking, you’ll learn just when to turn 
| the boat into the wind or current— 
| quite close to the dock—by pulling 
| hard on the inshore oar and, if neces- 
| sary, dragging or even backstroking 
| with the other. If you’ve judged things 
| rightly, the boat should come broad- 
| side to the dock, just where you want 
| it. 

Right at the final stage, when you're 
sure you'll be able to grab the dock, 
quickly boat your oar on that side so 
it won’t be caught between dock and 
boat. And if you have time, do the 
| Same with the other oar. To boat an 
| oar, simply lift the blade up inside the 
| boat and flip the handle out of the oar- 
| lock, putting the rest of the oar inside. 
if the oarlock is attached to the oar, 
| lift the oarlock right out of its gun- 
wale fitting. As a safety precaution, 
never leave oars in place while the 
| boat is at a dock or pulled up on the 
| beach. 
| Make it a habit to have the boat’s 
painter, or bow line, within easy reach 
| so you can grasp it just before step- 
| ping onto the dock. 

Sculling, using a single oar in a 
notch or a rowlock in the transom edge, 
is an art that can’t be taught too well 
on paper. If you can actually show a 
fellow how it’s done, however, he can 
quickly master the basic technique and 
by practice become a proficient sculler. 
Should you know someone who can 
scull, by all means have him teach 





you; sculling comes in _ particularly 
handy when fishing. For one thing, 
you can see where you're going. Then, 
too, you can scull with one hand, leav- 
ing the other free for handling a rod. 

To scull, you need only an oarlock 
on the sternboard, and an oar with or 
without a leather collar, but ‘having 
no pin that would prevent it from 
twisting. 

To start with, face forward or par- 
tially so, preferably standing. Grasp 
the handle of the oar from above with 
your knuckles away from you and the 
blade flat—not vertical as in ordinary 
rowing—with its tip a foot below the 
surface. Now start to swing it back 
and forth in an arc of about 36 in., 
keeping the blade level. This is the 
basic motion as shown in sketch No. 1 
on page 136. 

In order to propel the boat, begin 
bending your wrist in such a way that 
it precedes the oar handle during the 
first half of the stroke (see sketch No. 
2), thereby twisting the leading edge 
of the oar downward. From the mid- 
point on, let your wrist relax so that 
the oar blade levels off. Then, as the 
stroke ends, quickly bend your wrist 
back (No. 3), so that it again pre- 
cedes the oar handle, and follow 
through as before. Throughout the ac- 
tion your hand must keep a firm grip 
on the oar, and the blade must sweep 
back and forth through the water 
smoothly and without much change of 
depth. The motion is not nearly so 
mechanical as it sounds; once you get 
in the swing of it, it becomes auto- 
matic. 

Incidentally, there are different 
manufactured sculling devices that can 
be operated with either hand. The 
transverse motion of the handle actu- 
ating the usually flexible blade to im- 
part a fishtail-like effect they propel 
the boat quietly, and at a speed suffi- 
cient for casting into shoreline pockets 
where the fish should be lying.—J. A. 
Emmett.

visits to the same spot for weeks at a 
time. You never know what to expect 
of him, which is one of the reasons, in 
my book, why bear hunting is a top- 
notch sport. 

This time I was prepared to sit in 
the same spot until a bear came along, 
and it wouldn’t have surprised me if 
I’d had to wait three or four days. As 
things turned out, I waited less than 
half an hour. 

It was just getting light enough to 
see objects clearly in the timber when 
out of the tail of my eye I saw motion 
in a clump of brush on the hill to my 
left. Five seconds later I was staring 
at a bear that would have weighed 300 
to 350 pounds. He was padding along 
the runway at a lazy, rolling walk, 
headed straight for me. He’d been out 
feedine and was going back into thick 
stuff for the day. 





If there are words to describe the 
thrill and excitement of such a situa- 
tion, I don’t know them. He wasn’t my 
first bear with a bow (I told the story 
of that one in “Day of Reckoning”’ in 
OUTDOOR LIFE for January, 1956) and I 
pride myself on keeping cool when I’m 
hunting. But a black of that size walk- 
ing up to you in plain sight, with less 
than 100 feet of open woods between, 
is just too much for a man to take in 
stride. I could feel myself tighten as 
taut as the string of my bow. But I 
didn’t lose my head. 

I lifted the bow into shooting position, 
slowly and cautiously, and when he was 
50 feet off I brought the arrow back to 
full draw. My bow was a fiberglass- 
and-wood laminated model pulling 52 
pounds. The arrow was_ two-bladed 
with small auxiliary ‘‘bleeder” blades 
on each side, honed sharp as a razor. 
In my own mind, I was as sure of the 
bear as if I’d been shooting a .30/06. 


I held on his chest, just below the 
throat, sure of driving the arrow 
into his lungs and the heart area. I 
didn’t expect he’d go 50 yards. I hoped 
that any traveling he did after I hit 
him would be in the opposite direction, 
for he was big enough to make trouble, 
but I didn’t dwell on that 

I let drive and saw the arrow hit, but 
it didn’t sink to the feathers the way it 
should have. The arrow struck a little 
to one side, penetrated about three 
inches, and stopped against heavy bone 
in the shoulder. 

The bear let out a bawl of pain and 
anger, spun half around, and went 
crashing through the brush toward the 
swamp. On about his fourth jump I 
saw the arrow drop to the ground and 
my hopes sank. He couldn’t be hurt 
bad, to rid himself of the arrow so 
quickly. 

Bill and Gerald were on stands of 
their own, within shouting distance. I 
yelled for them, and the three of us 
looked the track over. There was a 
smear of blood on the ferns where the 
bear had smashed them down at the 
border of the swamp, and a drop of 
blood now and then along the track. 
Not much to pin hopes on, but of 
course we'd follow it as far as we 
could. 

We observed our rule of giving him 
time to get sick if he was going to. 
Fidgeting and itching, we sat there 
while our watches ticked off the slowest 
hour I can remember. Then we took 
the track. 

It was hard to follow, for the bear 
was bleeding only a little, but we 
stayed with it, losing it, circling, pick- 
ing up a fresh blood spot, until we 
came to a mudhole 400 yards out in 
the swamp. The bear had stopped and 
wallowed there, as a wounded black 
is almost sure to do, and the mud had 
plugged the wound. After he left the 
wallow we didn’t find another drop of 
blood. We lost the track where his 
muddy footprints petered out and 
couldn’t find it again. 

We hunted for him until midafter- 
noon, combing the swamp as thor- 
oughly as three men could, without

Well, having to trail a wounded 
isn’t a job any sportsman 
relishes, and having one get away is 
worse. But those things will happen, 
unavoidably and inevitably, as long as 
men hunt game—regardless of the 
weapons used. Any firearm or bow 
capable of killing game is also capable 
of crippling it, and there are times 
most expert and careful 
another. 


reason or Every experienced 


| hunter knows this is true. 


he man behind the gun or bow has 

certain responsibilities, of course. It 
goes without saying that any sports- 
man worth the name will avoid 
crippling if he can. He'll use only 
weapons adequate for the game he’s 
after, waiting for a favorable place 
and time to make his shot, trying his 
best to kill clean. Once he realizes 
he has ingen game to deal with, be 
it a rabbit or a lion, he’ll track it down 
and finish w hat he started, if possible. 

I’m aware that many riflemen think 
bowhunters wound and lose an unduly 
large share of the game they hunt. I 
doubt that anybody will ever be able to 
compile reliable statistics on that, but 
it’s a theory that won’t stand up if you 
The bowhunter 


|is under a handicap as compared with 


the rifleman, but he knows it. He does 
his best to make up for it by skill, 
woodcraft, and caution. Unless he’s 
willing to do that he won’t become a 
| bowhunter in the first place. 

The results of a hit with an arrow 


|; are much the same as with a bullet. If 


| 


a | 


you hit ’em in the right place, you kill 
then and there. Hit ’em in the wrong 
place, and you have a tracking job to 
do. An animal with only a slight flesh 
wound will get away, no matter what 
weapon you’re using. 

I’ve been a bowhunter the past six 
years. In that time I've killed several 
deer and two bears, and the bear I just 
told you about is the only animal I hit 
and failed to get. I’m sure he was 
healed up as good as new within a 
couple of weeks. 

I've known archers to cripple and 
lose deer, but I’ve also known gut-shot 
deer and deer with a leg shot off to 


| get away from experienced, conscienti- 


| ous riflemen. 


I challenge anyone to 


| show that more game is lost in bow- 
| hunting than in gun hunting.

| afternoon I sat down to take inventory, 


When I finally gave up the bear I’d 
in the shoulder that September 


and the more I thought things over the 
more dejected I felt. As I said at the 


| start, I knew better than to expect two 


| chances of that kind in one hunting 


season. I’d had my opportunity. 
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I went on along the edge of the 
swamp, moving slow and careful from 
habit but not looking for anything to 
happen. About an hour before dark I 
crossed a second bear trail, half a mile 
or so from the place where I’d been 
lucky in the morning. For want of 
something better to do, I decided to sit 
down and keep an eye peeled until 
dusk. 

I found a seat on an old log, laid my 
bow on the ground, and lighted a cigar. 
Since I didn’t expect to see a bear- 
and the hunch was _ so strong it 
amounted to downright conviction—I 
might as well be comfortable. 

The cigar was half finished, and the 
afternoon light starting to fade, when 
I heard brush rattle at the border of 
the swamp 100 yards away. I just 
had time to snuff out the cigar and 
pick up my bow before a bear, my sec- 
ond for the day, ambled out of the 
brush. He was coming straight for me. 

For a minute all I could think of 
was an angus bull strolling out of the 
swamp, but I knew better. This was a 
bear, heftier than the one I’d shot in 
the morning, and unless he changed 
direction he’d walk over me in the next 
two or three minutes. If I'd seen in 
that first minute just how big he was, 
I might have lost my nerve and let 
him go without firing an arrow. But I 
guess that wouldn’t have happened, 
after all. A bowhunter settles that 
question in his own mind before he 
goes on his first bear hunt. 

With the bow up and ready, I let 
him come within 30 feet before I 
moved. Then I raised off the log, drew 
and released in one smooth motion. 

He moved faster than I did. As I 
came to my feet he let out a woof of 
astonishment and swapped ends so 
fast he was just a black blur. I'll take 
oath I was on target, but the arrow 
that should have buried itself between 
his ribs smacked him square in the 
rear end instead. It missed bone and 
went out of sight, feathers and all. 


he bear let out a hair-raising bel- 

low, half roar and half snarl, and 
snapped at his ribs just behind the 
shoulder on the side opposite the place 
where the arrow had sliced in. The shaft 
had ranged all the way through his body 
cavity and come partly out at that 
spot. The head protruded far enough 
that he broke or bit it off. But he ran 
like a streak and was out of sight in 
the swamp before I could get a second 
arrow on the string. 

I had another wounded bear to deal 
with, but I didn’t think this one was 
going to get away. 

I didn’t have to shout for Gerald 
and Bill this time. They were near 
enough to hear the bear bawl, and they 
came running. 

Because there was only a little day- 
light left and I was sure the bear was 
badly hurt, we took the track at once. 
There was plenty of blood to follow, 
but before we’d gone 200 yards into the 
swanp the trailing job got tough. The 
brush was so thick that in places we 
had to crawl through on our hands and 
knees. The light was getting dim and 
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it didn’t : seem either the time or place 
to take on a wounded bear of that size 
with our three bows. Much as we 
wanted to finish the job without delay, 
it would be downright foolhardy to 
trail him farther in that kind of going 
in the gathering dusk. Common sense 
called for waiting until morning and 
giving him time to stiffen up. We 
thought we’d probably find a dead bear 
at the end of the track. The weather 
was fine and there was no reason to 
fear that rain would wash out the trail, 
so we quit and headed back to camp. 

None of us slept too well that night. 
Maybe we were keyed up from all the 
excitement of the day, or maybe we 
were thinking about the chore we 
faced the next morning. In my own 
case it was a combination of both. 

We finished breakfast before day- 
break and as soon as there was enough 
light for tracking we headed for the 
swamp. A short distance beyond the 
place where we'd left the track the 
night before we found where the bear 
had stopped and vented his rage on 
anything he could reach. He'd bitten 
off a couple of small trees that were 


|in the traditional bear pose, 


in his way, clawed up grass and brush 
and turf and taken things apart in 
general. If we needed anything to 
convince us that we’d been right in not 
following him farther in the twilight, 
that torn-up spot certainly did it. I 
wouldn’t have wanted to walk onto 
him while he was in that mood. 

A little farther on he’d found what 
wounded bears always seem to look 
| for—a small mudhole. He’d wallowed 
| there and his muddy tracks were easy 
|to follow. Again we found blood sign, 
|}and then he stopped and wallowed in 
| two other places. 

We had trailed him for half a mile 

when the windup came. It hap- 
|pened fast. The trail led into a dense 
| thicket grown up around a small wind- 
| fall, and Bill and I separated to circle 
|the place. Gerald was off on our left, 
| out of sight. I was easing past the 
| windfall, and as I rounded a clump of 
| brush I saw the bear standing in a 
little open place five or six paces ahead. 
He was facing away from me but had 
heard me coming and turned his head 
| to look back over his shoulder. 

I don’t think I backed up intention- 
| ally, but I recoiled a step or two by 
reflex. The bear started to turn my 
way, moving slowly and with apparent 
difficulty. 

I'd kept an arrow ready on the 
string all the while we followed him. 
As he swung around broadside to me, 
a perfect target at less than 20 feet, I 

| drove it into him exactly where I

He let out a grunting 
and started to lumber 


| made only three or four lunging jumps 


before he stopped and turned on me. 
This time he faced me fair and square. 
I brought my bow up, waiting for 
something better than a head-on tar- 
get. He stood there for a second or 


| two, and then he heard Bill closing in 
| on him, only six or seven yards away. 


The bruin reared up on his hind feet 
looking 
over the brush, and I sent another ar- 
row into the center of his chest. 

My two arrows would have finished 
him in short order, but they didn’t 
have the chance, for in the next sec- 
ond Bill’s arrow buried itself half its 
length at the base of the bear’s skull. 

The big black fell on his belly, stone 
dead. I hadn’t thought I was scared 
or even excited up to that point, but 
all of a sudden my legs wouldn’t hold 
me up. I dropped my bow and sat 
down right where I was, in six inches 
of swamp water and mud. 

When we got him out to scales (an 
all-day job, for we had killed him al- 
most a mile from the nearest road) I 
felt better about the abrupt failure of 
my underpinning. He dressed 378 and 
must have weighed at least 450 alive. 
That’s a big package of bear to handle 
with Robin Hood equipment. Anyway, 


as Abe Lincoln is supposed to have} 
said, a man can’t help it if his legs} 


are cowardly. 

One thing more. Nobody will ever be 
able to convince me again that light- 
ning doesn’t strike twice in the same 
place. It does sometimes, and in a 
single day at that.

solid. Tentatively, I pushed at it and 
found it as unyielding as it looked— 
choked with palmettos, brush, and in- 
terlaced brambles. 

I have no idea whether I could have 
navigated that wall had not the sounds 
in the swamp reached a new, vibrant 
pitch, with one dog howling as if its 
neck was in a vise, and with Ted, Bill, 
and the pig squalling over three oc- 
taves.

who used the whole outdoors as a pas- 
ture, allowing the hogs to shift for 
themselves, and to fatten on roots, 
acorns, and other native foods. In fall 
and winter, local hunters harvested 
what part of the crop they might cor- 
ner in the deep woods. 

The strain of European wild boars 
introduced into the herd is something 
of a fluke. According to Colonel Mat- 
thews, shortly after 1900, J. P. Morgan, 
the financier, went on a wild-boar hunt 
with King Victor Emanuel III of Italy. 
The Italian hunt was unsuccessful, so 
as a gag, the King shipped a crate of 
wild boars to Morgan in New York. 
Old J. P. was a member of the million- 
aire colony on Jekyll Island, off the 
Georgia coast, so he forwarded the pigs 
to the island, where they were released 
to be hunted along with deer. These 
boars spread to other islands and to 
the mainland, where they integrated 
with the wild domestic stock. Natives 
say the interbreeding has resulted in 
a strain of boars which are more diffi- 
cult to bag than even the native white- 
tail deer. 

The European stock shows up in the 
long legs and snouts, sloping shoul- 
ders and small hindquarters, in heavy 
bristles and outsize tushes, as well as 
in the size of the animals themselves. 
Many are said to stand three feet high 
and weigh up to 400 pounds, and there 
are estimates of even larger animals. 
The old boars are a rough, dirty black. 
Those nearer domestication may have 
splotches of color, but it doesn’t de- 
tract from their reputation as rough- 
and-tumble fighters with a pack of 
dogs. 


here is no season on these Georgia 

pigs, nor is a license required, but 
it is necessary to get a landowner’s 
permission to hunt on his lands. A 
hunter’s best bet would be to get in 
touch with a reliable native and have 
him act as a guide in areas where the 
native has or can get permission to 
hunt. It is generally recognized that 
if a pig is not earmarked it is a wild 
pig, even though it may be only a gen- 
eration away from domestic stock. 

St. Simons Island, where Colonel 
Matthews lives, was the most conven- 
ient place for us to hunt. This island is 
some 50 square miles in size, and while 
its southeastern end is a heavily popu- 
lated resort area, a large part of it 
remains in wilderness. Larry Black 
had invited us to use his West End 
place, where pigs were abundant, and 
where several of his employees had 
taken outsize boars. 

“We've got too many of the wild 
critters,’”’ he said. “They get into my 
front yard and root up half the lawn. 
We've been after one cantankerous old 
boar that’s smarter than any buck deer 
I ever saw.” 

On that first safari, we didn’t give 
Larry much assistance in thinning out 
his pig population. Every boar those 
Plott hounds jumped simply ran out of 
the country. After two days of trying 
to follow the races, we were so 
scratched with briers and brush that 





we finally gave up our project as a bad 
deal. John and Doc Campbell loaded 
their dogs for the trip back to North 
Carolina and more reasonable hunting 
territory. 

The colonel and I continued to talk 
pigs all spring, summer, and fall. He’s 
a manufacturers’ agent for outdoor 
equipment, and every time he came 
through my home town we'd sit down 
over coffee and devise new schemes to 
outwit the pigs. By early fall, Ted 
had found a couple of what he termed 
“Georgia bulldogs,’’ with ancestry 
which included English bull, a couple 
of species of hounds, and a few un- 
registered varieties. They were big and 
tough, and Ted declared they would 
pass up any other animal in the 
swamps to tangle with a pig. 


have no idea how many times we 

talked over the phone in December. 
The colonel did some hunting with his 
boy, Bill, and with other partners, and 
they made some kills. Every time he 
brought home a boar, he made a long- 
distance report. Our own plans finally 
crystallized for the week after Christ- 
mas, and included an_ exceptionally 
large boar Ted had missed on several 
occasions. We decided that since an 
old Southern plantation custom called 
for eating hog jowl and peas on New 
Year’s day to bring good luck through- 
out the year, it was the proper time to 
hang our big boar. 

As near as I could determine, that 
was at least one of the reasons I was 
stumbling through the darkness, trying 
to get over and through the palmetto 
clumps whose tremendous fronds grew 
higher than a man’s head. Somewhere 
in the darkness beyond, the fight 
seemed to have reached a howling cli- 
max, and I wasn’t getting there nearly 
fast enough. With the bulky camera 
and its flash attachment catching on 
every brier and vine, most of the prog- 
ress I made was by running three feet 
and falling six. 

Then the faint beam of the flashlight 
showed up in the darkness. The man- 
ner in which it was dancing about con- 
vinced me that the colonel had landed 
in the middle of the fight, and from 
the roar and rattle, he was creating 
about as much commotion as the four- 
legged animals. 

Somehow in the wild scramble, I had 
continued to wear my handgun, and I 
could feel it bumping heavily against 
my thigh. It was so dark I couldn’t 
have used it anyway, even though both 
Ted and Dr. Mack Simmons, a friend of 
Ted’s who had hunted with us two 
days before, assured me it might be 
necessary if we tangled with a big 
boar. Both had been at close quarters 
with large animals during the season. 
Mack had plowed through the swamp 
to where a boar was trading punches 
with the dogs, and he was right on 
top of the fight before he saw it. Sud- 
denly the pig left the dogs and made 
for him, and as he tried to back away 
to get firing room, he tripped over a 
vine and stumbled backward. On his 
way down, Doc shot the boar.

in. I tried to back up in a hurry, but 
you can’t even go forward through 
this stuff, much less backward. I didn’t 
have time to get my rifle up—had to 
shoot from the hip. The bullet caught 
him in the side of the face, knocked 
him down, and I was able to get in a 
finishing shot before he could roll to 
his feet and charge again.” 

So far I hadn’t been close enough to 
a coastal boar to get any first-hand ex- 
perience. I had thought we'd get a 
break the morning before, when the 
colonel and I located one of those tre- 
mendous “pond” areas, where the 
grass was head-high and massed so 
thick that pushing through it was im- 
possible. We had to walk on top. The 
pigs had evidently given the area heavy 
use, having bored out a network of 
tunnels under the heavy cover. These 
grassy burrows were large enough for 
a man to crawl through, but we wanted 
no part of that. 

Our dogs disappeared into the grass, 
and we started across the top at a 
much slower pace. I discovered that 
the pond, which had been dry last 


year, was now partially filled with 
water. When I slipped through a thin 
spot in the cover, I splashed in over my 
knees. Ted backed up immediately to 
look for a way around the wet spot, 
and I had begun my own retreat when 
the dogs struck on the pond’s far rim. 
We could tell from the muffled barks 
that they had jumped a pig in one of 
the tunnels. The race rolled quickly 
out of the marsh and into the palmetto 
scrub. 

Behind me, the colonel forgot his 
caution and started over the grass 
tops like a long-legged crane. 

“If it’s a big one,” he panted, “those 
dogs’ll get eaten up before we can get 
to them.” 

I slung the camera over my shoulder, 
leaving my hands free to help keep my 
balance, and with Ted breaking trail, I 
was able to stay in his wake. Judging 
from the squalling, roaring commotion, 
the boar would run a while, then turn 
and make a stand. I could almost hear 
relief in the colonel’s labored breath- 
ing when the race moved on 

We cleared the margin of the pond 
and I paused to wipe the sweat out of 
my eyes before plunging into the dry- 
land thicket. The copse of scrubby 
trees and scattered palmettos, laced 
with brambles, tore at us until we 
were cut and bleeding in a dozen 
places. In spite of our prodigious 
efforts, the race went completely out 
of hearing, and after fighting the brush 
for half an hour, we finally gave up 
and sat on a log to recover some of our 
breath and count our wounds.

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CAMPING

N TALKING with people about the 

fun of camping, I’ve found that 

many would-be campers hesitate 
for fear of running into a wide variety 
of so-called camping pests. This is par- 
ticularly true of city dwellers and 
women. While you’re bound to meet 
some camp pests sooner or later, 
chances are that it won’t be too often. 
Let’s see what your chances are, and 
what you should do if you meet any of 
these “perils.” 

The most obvious pests are the in- 
sects, with mosquitoes heading the list. 
These are usually only bothersome ex- 
cept in some Southern camping areas 
where they might possibly carry ma- 
laria or other diseases. Check this with 
local health or conservation people in 
areas where you plan to camp. 

The best way to dodge mosquitoes is 
to camp where they’re scarce. Avoid 
camping near stagnant water or in 
damp areas with thick vegetation. 
There are usually mosquitoes near 
brooks, lakes, and rivers, but if you 
camp on ground high above the water, 
breezes will help keep them away. 

Many types of mosquito repellents 
are on the market, but a comparatively 
new one developed with the co-opera- 
tion of the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture is particularly effective, not

only on these pests but also on ticks, 
chiggers, gnats, fleas, and other biting 
insects. It comes in a spray can and is 
a 15-percent solution of meta-delphene. 
That’s the layman’s name for N, N-di- 
ethyl-toluomide, which you'd think 
would keep these pests away by sheer 
force of name alone. This spray can 
be safely applied to skin, hats, boots, 
and clothing as well as to tent screen- 
ing. A new sleeping bag with a canopy 
treated with this chemical is said to 
keep insects away. 

The finest nighttime protection 
against mosquitoes is a tent with a 
sewed-in floor, plus well-screened win- 
dows and door. The floor keeps them 
from sneaking in under the _ sides 
through the grass. I’m allergic to all 
sorts of biting and stinging critters, 
but only once have they forced me out 
of a camping spot. 

It happened several years ago when 
a doctor friend and I were camping in 
New York’s Catskill Mountains. When 
a terrific gale came up, we spread our 
sleeping bags inside an old roofless 
logging camp. During the night I be- 
gan to itch viciously, and so did Doc. 
It finally became unbearable, so we got 
up, lit a fire and began to strip to see 
what was attacking us. We were liter- 
ally covered with bedbugs. I had 22 
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bites on one shank and more on the 
other. We got out of there in a hurry 
and spent the rest of the night picking 
the bugs from our hides and clothing. 
Don’t camp near an abandoned cabin 
or what looks like an old logging camp 
where these miserable creatures might 
still be found. 

Such insects as chiggers and ticks 
can be more than just a bother. Ticks, 
particularly, can be downright danger- 
ous, as they’ve been known to carry 
tularemia (rabbit fever) as well as 
Rocky Mountain spotted fever (endemic 
typhus). 

Chiggers are tiny, red, and almost in- 
visible. They’re found in the South 
where they are commonly known as 
red bugs. They swarm along thick 
vegetation by trails and game runs, 
and hitch a ride on your clothing 
They burrow into your skin and bite, 
causing acute irritation. Spraying your 
clothing—especially around your an- 
kles, shoes, and socks—with repellents 
containing meta-delphene will keep 
them away. Use it also on hats, collars, 
and sleeves if you have to go through 
thick brush in known chigger country 
Old remedies against chiggers weren't 
as effective as the modern sprays. 

If you should get some chiggers on 
you, use strong ammonia water or cala- 
mine lotion to control the itching. Do 
not scratch with dirty fingernails. If 
you’re suspicious of the area, keep 
away from high grass, brush, and 
other places where chiggers might 
lurk, or move on to a better campsite. 
Check with local conservation or health 
agencies before going into an area 
where there might be either chiggers 
or ticks. 

Ticks are eight-legged, about 3/16 
in. long, and hang out in grass and 
brush along trails. There are several 
species of ticks, and almost every part 
of the country has some. 

Sprays containing meta-delphene are 
effective against ticks. A National Park 
Service publication also recommends a 
spray containing stabilized hydrogen- 
ated rotenone. 

When you're in tick country, be sure 
to tuck your trousers into your boots 
and wear smooth-finished clothing to 
help prevent ticks from catching hold 
as you pass. Ticks will even travel 
some distances to get to people sitting 
on the ground, or to their clothing left 
in the open. You will probably never 
find a tick, but it is well to know what 
to do, just in case. 

When a tick reaches your body, it 
will painlessly embed its head in your 
skin and begin to draw blood, swelling 
enormously as it does so. If you find 
one on you remove it at once, grasping 
it close to the head either by fingers 
(be careful not to rupture a swollen 





tick) or by tweezers. A covering of 
thick oil or grease, which prevents a 
tick from breathing, will also do the 
trick. Just be sure that you remove all 
of the tick, especially its head. If that 
remains, dig it out and apply an anti- 
septic to the wound. 

In tick country, inspect yourself and 
your clothing from time to time to be 
sure you’re not a host. Removal of a 
tick within five hours after attachment 
will probably prevent transmission of 
any disease. 

In high country, and particularly in 
the Northern coniferous forests in 
spring, the black flies swarm. They 
enter sleeves, collars, ears, and trouser 
bottoms, and particularly seem to like 
to settle behind ears and along your 
temples, where they bite viciously and 
cause the blood to flow. Beach flies— 
also called midges, punkies, and nosee- 
ums—are so tiny that only the finest 
screening will stop them. Use repel- 
lents liberally, particularly on your 
face, neck, and ankles, to discourage 
them. If they’re too bad, use a head 
net. 

Public camping areas, because of 
enforced sanitation and spraying, are 
usually free of most insect pests. It is 
mostly only in the real back country 
that such pests become a problem. If 
you camp in such an area, keep all 
foods covered, fill in or drain any small 
puddles about the camp, and burn or 
bury all garbage as soon as possible. 

If you don’t have a tent with 
screened windows and door, a few yards 
of fine-mesh bobbinet from a dry-goods 
store can be made into an effective 
cover over your sleeping bag or even 
just over your head on a frame of 
sticks. Keep your hands and face 
away from the mesh as you sleep to 
avoid being bitten right through the 
mesh. 

Wasps and hornets occasionally are 
camp pests. Hornets, particularly the 
“yellow jackets,’’ sometimes nest in 
the ground and can be a hazard to any- 
one allergic to their sting. If you see 
them going in and out of a hole near 
camp, wait until the cool of evening 
when they’re all inside, and then pour 
boiling water down the opening. Fol- 
low up by stamping it closed and add- 
ing a flat rock. This should reduce the 
hornet population for the rest of your 
stay. Another trick is to hang a small 
skinned fish over a pan of water. The 
hornets feed on it until they cannot fly 
away, then fall into the water and 
drown. 


nN to insects, snakes seem to be 
the big objection some persons 
particularly gals—have to camping, 
even though your chances of seeing a 
snake, let alone a dangerous one, are 
thin. I’ve seen more snakes in my back 
yard, less than 50 miles from New 
York, than I have in over 40 years of 
camping and wandering about the 
woods and fields. In fact I can’t recall 
ever seeing one in camp, even in the 
Withlacoochee swamp in Florida when 
we were looking for them. 

Snakes like to be left alone, so they 
shun camping areas. Out West you 


might find a rattler in known snake 
country. And in the East you might 
spot a copperhead or rattler even close 
to New York—if you knew where to 
look. But about all you'll ever see of | 
a snake might be the last couple of | 
inches of him as he tries to get away | 
from you. As they live on live food, | 
they’re not interested in whatever you 
have brought along. A tent with a 
sewed-in floor and screens will cer- 
tainly be snakeproof, or get yourself 
one of those jungle hammocks and 
sleep between two trees. 
I had a letter from one reader whose | 
wife spent most of a camping trip 
sleeping in the car while the rest of 
the family were comfortable in a good 
tent. She thought she’d seen a snake 
the day they arrived. After several 
days, one of her youngsters found the 
“snake” she had seen—a green-and- 
white striped belt minus the buckle. 


M2 ladies also worry about mice. 
Certainly there are some scamp- 
ering around the woods, but chances 
are you'll never see one unless by ac- 
cident. The little white-footed deer 
mice love to get into any food that’s 
left open. They’re especially fond of 
peanut butter, apples, and sweet things 
like molasses. The best bait to use if 
you’re trapping them in a country 
home (I’ve caught a dozen so far this 
year in my own basement near the 
woods) is peanut butter mixed with 
molasses with a dash of salt on top. 

These are the little chaps with white 
bellies and feet who take over birds’ 
nests for their own homes, as they can 
climb trees almost as well as a squirrel. 
So if you spot a little mouse with big 
ears and beady black eyes scampering 
up a tree, don’t think you’ve been too 
long in the sun. 

The other mice of the woods are the 
little voles, usually called field or mead- 
ow mice. They are smaller than the 
deer mice, gray, and have short tails. 
They live on grasses, so they have no 
interest in your icebox. You might 
spot one along a wall or ledge, o” ner- | 
haps scampering about the roots of a 
tree, but you'll almost never find one 
near your tent. A sewed-in floor will 
assure you of safety from these “wild 
beasts.” 

Other possible camp visitors are rac- 
coons, skunks, and porcupines. Rac- |} 
coons will amble into camp occasionally 
to see what’s been left out where they 
can get to it. They'll try almost any- 
thing edible, and are partial to eggs. 
On one trip when we found that our 
eggs had passed the point of no return 
in edibility, we put one out each night 
just to see the raccoons come and get 
them. “They put on quite a show. They 
will dig up garbage unless it’s buried 
too deep for them to detect, and they 
paw over anything that’s not securely 
fastened shut. Even sliding bolts and 
hasps won't stop them; they’re par- 
ticularly clever about solving such 
gadgets. 

If raccoons are about, 
food securely locked up, suspend it 
from an overhead branch on a wire 
rather than a rope (they might chew

Porcupines may not leave unless you 
toss sticks at them, or chase them out 
of camp with stones. Don’t get too 
close with your hands or feet, in case 
a porky takes a swipe at you with its 
tail. They can’t, of course, throw their 
quills, but that tail might hit you if 
you came too close. The danger from 
porkies is mainly to your equipment, 
for they love to gnaw on such things 
as ax handles, saddles, and canoe 
paddles for the salt left from sweaty 
hands. Porcupines can ruin any of 
these in minutes, so keep such gear up 
out of their reach, or in your tent or 
car. If you have to leave such equip- 
ment outside, you can protect it by 
treatment with a wood preservative 


| and stain containing copper naphthe- 


nate which comes in either brown or 
green. There’s also an effective color- 
less preservative containing zinc naph- 
thenate. One camper I heard of painted 
vulnerable parts of his equipment with 
a mixture of varnish and red pepper. 
He said that after the first nibble, the

In such a case there’s almost no 
chance of danger to you so long as you 
act sensibly and let him know you're 
aware of him. Rattle a few pans, turn 
your flashlight on him, or yell and he’ll 
amble off. The few exceptions may 
take sterner measures such as perhaps 
tossing a fire brand at him or firing off 
Just remember never to 
fire live ammunition at any nosey bear 


| about your camp. 


If you have a hunch that bears are 
in the area, it’s wise to keep your food 
inside your car, or high in a tree sus- 
wire. A word of caution, 
food in 


Be sure that all windows, 


| vents and the trunk lid are tightly shut 


| 
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and fastened so that a bruin can’t get 
leverage with his claws under an edge 
or along an opening. He can rip a 
window or door open as easily as we 
open a can of sardines—and a lot easier 
than some I’ve worked on. 

Outside of insect and animal pests, 
there are such things as common poi- 
son ivy, Western poison oak, oakleaf 
poison ivy, poison sumac, and minor 
things such as nettles. The best de- 
fense against such annoyances is to 
know what they look like and keep 
away from them. It’s easy to learn 
what they look like. Most public camp- 
sites I’ve visited are fortunately free 
of such growths. Most people can now 
become immune to poison ivy and poi- 
son oak by taking pills over a six-week 
period before exposure. 

If you should accidentally come into 
contact with-any of these plants, wash 
yourself with several soapy solutions 
of a strong soap such as the yellow 
laundry kind. Use calamine lotion on 
poison ivy rash. Parts stung by nettles 
should be washed with ammonia water 
to stop stinging and itching. 

If you are worried about such pests 
as I have listed, I'd still recommend 
that you go camping. The chance 
that you will encounter any of them is 
small, the chance that you will meet 
many of them is practically nil, and 
the chance that you will meet all of 
them on a single camping trip is ri- 
diculous.—C. B. Colby.

some states. He’s an animal that 
merits such high esteem from sports- 
men that some, riflemen as well as 
archers, hunt him under a set of self- 
imposed conservation laws. No hunter 
who is devoted to groundhog hunting 
would knowingly kill all the chucks on 
one farm. In the early spring, when the 
young aren't yet able to fend for them- 
selves, the confirmed chuck hunter re- 
frains from shooting. The unwary 
piglets are too easy to kill and will pro- 
vide better sport after they’ve grown. 
Some hunters seldom shoot ground- 
hogs that locate their dens in the 
woods, because the animals serve a 
useful purpose by supplying refuge 
holes for rabbits and other game. 

There’s no better test than chuck 
shooting for checking out a new hunt- 
ing bow or for experimenting with the 
penetrating qualities of different types 
of broadheads. But remember that the 
chuck is a small target. Unlike the 
rifleman, who can demolish chucks 
from great distances with souped-up 
loads and scope-equipped varmint guns, 
the bowbender should try to get well 
under 30 yd. from a whistle pig before 
shooting. As one veteran hunter puts 
it, “I like to get close enough so that 
if my arrow misses the chuck I can 
reach out and grab him by the tail.” 

You may have little trouble locating 
dens. If you can’t spot them readily 
from your car along’ back-country 
roads, ask a farmer. When approached 
properly he’ll welcome you to his place 
because of the groundhog’s potential 
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damage to crops and because den holes 
are a threat to livestock. If the land- 
owner isn’t too busy he may even take 
you to the fields and show you some 
heavy concentrations of dens. 

Best results come from selecting a 
square mile or so of farm country and 
hunting it regularly. In this way you 
can learn the locations of the various 
dens. As you follow the fence rows and 
stalk along stream banks and meadows, 
try to follow the same route every 
time. You'll acquire a familiarity with 
the terrain and some of the best dens. 
You'll learn that when you approach a 
certain rise of ground you must keep 
your body low because there’s a scat- 
tering of woodchuck homes on the far 
side. You'll discover there’s a con- 
cealed hole at the base of a particular 
fence post, and that when you move in 
from the western end of the field you 
may catch an old, fat groundhog feed- 
ing in the hay. And you'll learn some 
of the fine points of long, tedious stalk- 
ing, a skill that may help you on bigger 
game. 


Cp emagey have been seen at all 
hours of the day, but best time to 
bowhunt them is from 4 p.m. until 
dark. When you make your routine 
tour of the hunting ground, you'll have 
in addition to your camouflaged hunt- 
ing bow and sharpened broadheads 
sunglasses, insect repellent, and binocu- 
lars. Both 6 x 30 and 7 x 35 glasses 
are good, but if you have a greater 
magnification than 7X you may have 
difficulty holding the glass steady with- 
out a support. Because of the chuck’s 
habits, binoculars are one of the most 
necessary items in your gear. How 
important they are was impressed on 
me one humid afternoon when I had 
decided not to burden myself with them. 
Hunting a farm which I hadn't visited 
for several months, I noticed a light- 
gray object sticking up like a rock or 
weathered log in the middle of a hay- 
field. 

It was about 40 yd. away, so rigid, 
small, and light in color that I was 
sure it wasn’t a groundhog. Besides, I 
was fully exposed, and a chuck would 
have spooked before I got so close. I 
decided to shoot at the object anyway. 
If it was a rock or a stump, I had 
nothing to lose but a broadhead. It 
turned out to be a chuck, of course; he 
had been sitting at the entrance to a 
freshly dug hole. At the 40 yd. range 
he succeeded in jumping the string and 
disappeared. 

With my 7 x 35 binoculars I'd have 
detected him easily. Then I'd have 
circled the field to approach him on the 
far side where there was enough tall 
grass for a closer stalk. 

Because he knew where the arrow 
came from, that particular woodchuck 
probably remained in the depths of his 
den for hours. But usually, when a 
groundhog sees you and pops into his 
hole, he’ll be back before long. Ap- 
proach the hole quickly from the oppo- 
site direction, and, if possible, conceal 
yourself behind some brush close to the 
hole. When you're in familiar terri- 
tory, you may be able to recall the 


placement of the alternate den holes 
nearby and be able to cover all open- 
ings. 

If you’re well hidden and have 
plenty of patience, you can stick it out 
until the chuck’s entire body is ex- 
posed; or, even better, until he moves 
from the hole and begins to feed. With- 
out cover, you must crouch low a few 
feet from the den and be ready to 
shoot when the eyes come up to ground 
level. You'll have a mighty small tar- 
get, and the chuck may be looking 
right at you, so you must raise your 
bow slowly and take plenty of time to 
draw and aim. 

Some bowmen, when they’re waiting 
for the chuck to show, place handfuls 
of dead grass or weeds—the longer the 
stems, the better—across the opening 
of the hole. When the animal starts to 
emerge, the grass moves and alerts 
the hunter. 

Blinds are effective in hunting 
chucks, so long as they’re made of 
branches, bushes, or weeds that grow 
near the den area. After you build 
your blind, allow at least a week be- 
fore hunting from it so the animals will 
get used to it. Select the site of the 
blind carefully, bearing in mind the 
direction of the sun’s rays and prevail- 
ing winds. In short, apply the same 
principles as in setting up a blind for 
deer. Some archers use tree stands for | 
groundhog hunting, following the same | 
procedure as in deer hunting. 

For an off-beat way to get a whack 
at woodchucks, try a float trip. When 
you drift gently down a farm-bordered 
stream, you'll find numerous dens 
along the banks. By floating, you often 
can get within spitting distance of the 
varmints, who learn early that a river- 
bank den is safe because few enemies 
approach from the water. That’s why 
they’re likely to sit and stare at a 
couple of bowhunters whose craft evi- 
dently appears to the chucks to be a 
strange log with two odd-looking 
bumps on it. In the squirrel season, 
your float hunt may serve a dual pur- 
pose, since bushy-tails also can be more 
easily approached by boat. If the 
stream harbors carp, take along some 
bowfishing tackle. 





hen you get the hang of outwitting 

chucks, you may have a disposal | 
problem. Unless you have an under- 
standing with the landowner, don’t | 
leave the carcasses in the fields to rot. | 
Offer some of your bag to the farmer, | 
or take them home and eat them. 
They're easy to prepare, and the | 
younger ones in particular are delicious. | 
Even old chucks can be served as meat | 
patties. 

If your wife isn’t interested in 
groundhogs as table fare, try the dis- 
posal method used by Al and Dick 
Nye. Their bag—50 or more chucks a 
summer—ends up as meat in the pot 
of a poor family with 12 children. This 
way, the farmer benefits and a dozen 
hungry kids are fed. The bowhunters 
have their sport and deer-hunting prac- 
tice, and the woodchucks keep coming 
back year after year.—-G. Howard 
Gillelan.

HEN IT COMES to kenneling 
a dog, every owner has a dif- 


ferent problem. The man in a 
city apartment may have trouble keep- 
ing Rover off the davenport. The man 
in the country, tired of having his dog 
dig, climb, or chew his way out of con- 
finement, may resort to letting him 
roam. 

But being the adaptable animals 
they are, dogs can make out in a wide 
variety of housing. Many hunting 
dogs are kept in the house. There's 
not much of a problem with these 
dogs since they usually find a rug to 
curl on in the winter or a cool, bare 
floor to sprawl on during the hot sum- 
mer months. Giving them sufficient 
outdoor exercise is more of a prob- 
lem than where they’ll sleep.

Sportsmen who keep dogs outside 
face more difficulties, for if they are 
at all humane and conscientious about 
taking care of their dogs they know 
the dogs must be provided with a dry, 
draft-free sleeping place. 

There are farm dogs that, offered 
a hay bed in a warm dairy barn, for- 
sake this to curl up on a rug on an 
open porch, even in severe winter 
weather. Every now and then a sports- 
man gets a rugged dog, usually one 
of the retrievers, that prefers to sleep 
on the top of his doghouse, even in 
a howling blizzard. Should individuals 
choose to do this, there’s not much 
that can be done about it. Apparent- 
ly they’re happiest that way. 

But some owners confine a dog with- 
out providing the barest minimum of

protection from the elements. Left to 
roam freely, the dog could find his 
own shelter. But chained or fenced 
he’s at the mercy of the snow, wind, 
rain, and sun. This shouldn't be. 

There probably always will be tied- 
up dogs. Personally, I don’t like to 
see a dog on a chain. A fenced-in run 
is much better for his disposition, and 
it keeps him separated from stray 
dogs that may be carrying disease 
or spoiling for a fight. 

Every man constructs his kennel ac- 
cording to his financial status, but 
many who could afford something bet- 
ter keep dogs in comparative hovels. 
To do the job right calls for some 
expense for fencing, posts, lumber, and 
the type of surface with which the 
kennel run is covered.

Location of the kennel is important 
too. It should have some sunshine 
and some shade. If trees or vines do 
not provide shade naturally, the dog 
owner must set up some form of solid, 
shade-throwing barrier. 

Starting with the essentials of ken- 
neling a dog outside, what’s he go- 
ing to sleep in? A doghouse should 
be a substantial structure. It should 
be draftproof and watertight, and it 
should be raised off the ground so 
there is an air space underneath to 
prevent seepage of moisture which 
would keep the floor of the sleeping 
compartment damp. It should be sit- 
uated on a high, well-drained site so 
the dog isn’t forced to paddle about 
in mud when it rains. 

If a man’s handy with tools, he can 
get a great deal of pleasure out of 
building a fine doghouse, complete 
with insulation. If he isn’t, he should 
see that the one he buys or manages 
to build is solidly covered and draft- 
free. Some of the major dog-food 
companies will provide free or at nom- 
inal cost plans for doghouse construc- 
tion. A request with a stamped, self- 
addressed envelope should get you a 
prompt reply. 

A doghouse can be built from odds 
and ends of lumber, but that’s a 
time-consuming and shoddy process. 
Chances are you'll want to buy tongue- 
and-groove lumber since it makes con- 
struction simpler and tighter. Small 
cracks and holes caused by errors in 
measurement or when scrap lumber is 
used can be effectively closed by cov- 
ering the sleeping box with a cheap 
grade of roofing material. It won't 
be a thing of beauty but it will be 
functional. Cardboard cut from large 
shipping containers will serve as ex- 
cellent insulation if placed between 
the lumber frame and the covering 
material, or you may want to use 
paper made for that purpose. 


hen covering your doghouse, make 

sure you don’t leave loose corners 
or ends. These tempt a dog, especially 
one bored by long confinement and 
little human attention, to start tearing 
and chewing. In time there'll be no 
covering on the house. It’s a good 
idea to have a roof that will lift off 
the doghouse since it permits the own- 
er to get inside and change bedding 
easily. 

Let’s say your doghouse is about 
24 in. high and 30 x 48 in width and 
length, adequate for a retriever or 
bird-dog size occupant. It can be 
smaller for beagles, spaniels, terriers, 
and other smaller breeds. Since the 
dog must furnish his own heat, too 
roomy a house may be cold. Place 
the entrance, which can be a 1-ft.- 
square slot, on the corner of the long 
side of the house. Don’t put it right 
in the middle. With the opening in 
the corner, the dog can get back away 
from it and curl up out of the draft. 

Much to be preferred is a doghouse 
which has a kind of hallway through 
which the dog passes before making 
a turn through another opening to get 
into his sleeping compartment, some- 
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new.

much debate. Some dogs are kept 
on natural dirt. This is hard to keep 
clean and sanitary, and a dog kept on 
it is constantly dirty. If the run is 
natural ground, a spare run should be | 
provided so a run can be left idle 
periodically, spaded up, and sprinkled 
with salt Water or disinfectant. 

Crushed stone or gravel is an im- 
provement over dirt and is rated by| 
many as the best surface for a ken-| 
nel run. It’s not too hard to shovel | 
out, and probably is good for the dog’s 
feet. Some owners use macadam road 
material, often called blacktop, but| 
this breaks up easily, gets sticky in 
the hot sun, and has pits which harbor 
filth and odors. 

The most practical kennel-run sur- 
face is concrete. There are those who 
won’t use this material because they | 
believe it injures a dog’s feet. The 
theory is that because concrete has 
no “give,” dogs kept on it suffer dif- 
ficulties comparable to those expe- 
rienced by policemen, barbers, and 
other persons who are on their feet | 
for long periods of time on unyielding | 
surfaces. 


I refer to this as theory, since ~~ 
far as I know there are no authen- 
ticated cases of concrete kennel runs 
causing foot breakdown in dogs. But 
I won't discount it entirely. If dogs 
are kept month after month in the} 
same run, with little or no exercise | 
on bare ground, I'd be inclined to fear | 
some running-gear troubles. But if | 
they are let out for exercise regular- | 
ly, there is no worry. Bad feet, I be- 
lieve, are more inherited than induced 
by environmental conditions. Concrete 
might worsen the condition of a pup 
born with a tendency toward splayed 
feet, but it stands little chance of 
harming a tight-footed pup. 

Concrete runs have these advan- 
tages: 1. They’re easy to clean and 
keep sanitary. 2. They’re permanent, 
digproof, and help keep a dog’s nails 
pared down and his pads tough. 3.| 
They’re convenient and neat. The ini- | 
tial cost of laying a 4-in. slab of con- 
crete over a sand base more than pays 
for itself in labor saved, reduction 
of odors, and freedom from parasitic 
and disease factors. 

Whether a sportsman has one or 
half a dozen dogs, I think that about 
the ideal and most economical method 
of providing topflight housing for them 
is to utilize the garage or some other 
outbuilding as an integral part of a 
kennel. It’s simple to frame up parti- 
tions on the back end of the garage 


| with an opening for each dog leading 


out to kennel runs attached to the 
back of the garage. 

As a suggestion, with many varia- 
tions possible, this is the sort of set- 
up that presently works fine for me, 
remembering that the garage was 
built with the dogs and kennels in 
mind. Each man will have to do some | 
improvising with what he may already 
have. 

The end of the garage contains four 
cubicles, each 5 ft. long and 4 ft. wide, 
framed with 2 x 4’s and covered with

oyotes kill cougar. St. Maries 
* (Idaho) Gazette Record reports 
| last winter residents of Plummer, 
that state, saw pack of coyotes chase 
large cougar out on frozen lake and kill 
him. First instance of kind this writer 
has heard of .. . Rattling record. Coke 
County, Tex., paid $3,921 in bounties to 
| rattlesnake hunters last year. One hunt- 
er got $736.50 from October through 
| December, got 62 rattlers under one 
| rock. To drive snakes from dens during 
cold months, hunters sprayed dens with 
gasoline. As buzztails came out for 
fresh air, hunters chopped off their 
heads with sharp hoes. 


Repellent that shoos away deer. Mis- 
souri Conservation Commission reports 
that German gadget expels human 
scent that scares animals away from 

| farmers’ crops. Used in Europe, it winds 

like a clock, exudes human scent at 15- 
minute intervals for eight days. Hung 
on tree, the maker claims effectiveness 
at 300 yd., repels deer, wild boar. 

Fox calls work. Minnesota Conserva- 
| tion Department researcher tested nine 
commercial fox calls. Made 401 15-min- 
| ute calls, called up 73 foxes. Called up 
| fox for every seven tries, averaged one 
fox for every two hours of hunting. 
Nearly one half of foxes called came 
within 50 ft., some within 10 ft., 74 per- 
cent showed up within 10 minutes. Call-

Idaho’s Ketchum 


ie of the finest fly fishing within 
the continental United States may 
be found within a radius of about 30 
miles from Ketchum, Idaho. Head- 
waters of the Big Lost, Little Wood, 
and Big Wood Rivers, as well as of the 
noted Salmon River, are all found with- 
in this circle. You pass through the town 
of Ketchum on Highway 93. One mile 
to the east of the town lies Sun Valley. 
There are some good accommodations 
in this area, and prices vary according 
to the facilities. 

The sporting-goods stores and all the 
people in the area are always ready to 
tell you where to find the best spots. 

Fly fishing is the general rule, and 
some real tackle-busters are taken in

|Local fly tyers tie special patterns 
found to be effective, and these usually 
are sold in the local shops. Spinning

Oregon Salmon Runs 


he Nestucca, one of Oregon’s best 

salmon rivers, has a fall salmon run 
from September to December 1. The 
Siletz, another good one, has its best 
salmon fishing in October, a month 
when the weather is at its best. Octo- 
ber also is generally the best month for 
salmon fishing in the Alsea, Coquille, 
Chetco, and Sixes Rivers. 

In Tillamook Bay, salmon run from 
September to December. These fish 
enter Coos Bay about September 25, 
with the run lasting until November 20. 
Ten Mile Lake, near the ocean in the 
northern part of Coos County, has a 
good run during late October. 

Fall runs of salmon in the Siuslaw 
and Rogue Rivers begin during Sep- 
tember, with good fishing lasting as 
long as December. However, October 
and November usually are best. 

The salmon are of two varieties—the 
| Chinook which rarely weighs less than 
| 15 Ib., and the Silver which run from 5 
| Ib. to 25 Ib.

sheep came in two waves. The first, 
the brown bighorns, were driven south | 
by the glaciers, and then, when the ice 
receded, the ancestors of the Dall and 
Stone came over to populate the north- 
ern ranges. 

At any rate, it is a reasonable theory 
that when the ice drove the brown 
sheep south, they moved in the course 
of the centuries from range to range. | 
As the ice withdrew, the sheep began 
to spread north again until they oc- 
cupied the main range of the Rockies 
from Colorado into Canada, and the 
drier and more open mountains of west- 
ern Washington and British Columbia. | 
There are two main divisions of the| 
brown bighorn: 1. The large, heavy- 
horned, small-eared sheep of the main} 
Rockies, Ovis canadensis canadensis. 
2. The various races of somewhat 
smaller sheep with longer ears and a 
tendency to somewhat lighter and less | 





closely curled horns, Ovis canadensis | — 


californiana. | 

The sheep of western British Colum- 
bia are of this lighter-horned and 
larger-eared type, and so are all the 
desert varieties of sheep. Along the 
Colorado River somewhere, the two 
types merged, possibly in northern 
Arizona or southern Utah. Sheep are 
found in true deserts where the rain- 
fall is nine inches a year or less in 
Nevada, southern California, Sonora, 
Chihuahua, Lower California, and Ari- 
zona. They are divided into various 
subspecies, but in Records of North 
American Big Game they are all simply 
called desert sheep. 


hey are fairly recent immigrants to 

the Southwestern deserts. Caves in- 
habited by Indians for thousands of 
years and filled with animal bones and 
other refuse show that Indians had oc- 
cupied the caves for many centuries 
before they began killing and eating 
sheep. During the Pleistocene era the 
Southwest had much heavier rainfall 
than it does now, and probably the sheep 
moved in after the forests that once 
clad the desert mountains had died out 
from lack of moisture, probably about 
12,000 years ago. The sheep go almost 
to the tip of Lower California and 
down the Sonora coast to the moun- 
tains opposite Tiburon Island. This is 
the point where the great, tri-conti- 
nental chain of wild sheep ends. It has 
been my great good fortune to hunt 
sheep at both ends of this crescent. 
Both are in desert regions, and super- 
ficially the rocky sheep hills that rise 
out of the Sahara desert in Africa and 
those in southwestern Arizona and 
Sonora look much alike. 

The late William T. Hornaday, a 
zoologist and director of the Bronx 
Zoo in New York City, hunted desert 
sheep in the Pinacates of Sonora in 
1907. In his charming book, Campfires 
on Desert and Lava, he wrote about 
the desert sheep and was inclined to 
believe they were so little different 
from the Rocky Mountain bighorn he 
was familiar with in British Columbia 
and Alberta that they were the same 
species.

Old rams usually 
In their fresh winter coats, old 
rams are what a hunting friend of 
mine years ago called ‘“gun-metal 
brown,” but the hot, bright sun fades 


the coat, and in the spring as it begins 
to shed it is sometimes faded to a sort 
of a khaki. 

Some years ago in Nevada a hunter 
shot an albino ram that was snow 
white. One of the Nevada game com- 
missioners sent me a picture of the 
head, and the hunter, alas, had chopped 
the head off right behind the ears and 
had, of course, ruined the scalp. In 
Sonora many years ago I was climb- 
ing up a cliff when a melanistic big- 
horn that had been bedded down on a 
point poked his head over. My Mexi- 
can friends had told me of a black ram 
in the San Franciscos and I had blund- 
ered onto him. He was far darker than 
any Stone sheep I have ever seen, so 
dark that his brown horns looked al- 
most yellow in contrast to his black 
head and neck. 


Or difference I’ve noticed in the color 
of the desert sheep as compared 
with that of the Rocky Mountain rams 
is that the noses and the rump patches 
of the Canadian sheep are more nearly 
white, and the demarcation of the 
white of the nose and the brown of the 
face is more definite. Desert sheep 
often have a line of light-colored hairs 
bordering their hoofs. The tails of the 
Rocky Mountain sheep are shorter and 
more heavily haired than the long, 
thinly haired, black tail of the desert 
sheep. I have never been conscious of 
any of the northern sheep elevating 
their stubby tails when they run off, 
but the tail of a scared desert sheep 
sticks up in the air like a twig. 

In spite of the fact that the desert 
bighorn is a smaller sheep than those 
in the Rocky Mountains, the heads are 
not much smaller. Indeed the head of 
the record desert sheep, which was 
shot by an Indian in Lower California, 
Mexico, in 1940, has bases of 16 7/8 
and 17 inches, curl measurements of 
43 5/8 and 43 6/8, and a total score of 
205 1/8—only slightly less than the 
No. 1 bighorn with its score of 207 2/8. 
This desert ram is the only North 
American sheep in the record book that 
actually has a base of 17 inches. 

The largest Sonora sheep I have ever 
heard of was taken by Herb Klein in 
1952. Both horns are over 15 inches 
around the bases, and one horn is just 
a hair under 40 inches around the 
curve. The total score is 187 3/8. A 
ram I shot in 1939 had a base meas- 
urement at the time of almost 17 
inches, but when the head was meas- 
ured for the record book many years 
later it had shrunk to 15 6/8—still a 
large base and the largest of any of 
the North American sheep heads I 
have taken. This was a middle-aged 
ram, only about nine years old; the 
head would have been much larger if 
he had lived to be 12 or 13. 

The largest desert sheep head I have 
ever seen myself was one from a ram 
killed by a poacher who caught two 
fine rams crossing a road in the Eagle 
Tail Mountains of southwestern Ari- 
zone. Johnny Russo of the Arizona 
game department and I measured it. 
Russo is the author of The Desert Big- 
horn Sheep in Arizona.

over a decade ago and listed the hunt- 
ers who had taken all varieties of 
North American sheep, many hunters 
have been filled with ambition to com- 
plete their grand slams. Anyone with 
time, patience, and enough money can 
get the other three varieties, but get- 
ting a desert ram is a problem. In 
Fitz’s article I was, I believe, listed as 
the fourth person to collect the four 
varieties, but until I read the article I 
had no idea that this was true. 

Because of the fantastic climate in 
which he lives, the desert bighorn has 
a different set of habits than his rela- 
tives who live in more favored areas. 
The best time of the year in the south- 
western deserts is in the early spring 
after the winter rains of December 
and January. In order that the lambs 
be dropped at this favorable time, the 
sheep breed earlier than they do farther 
north. The rams in Sonora start get- 
ting interested in the ewes about the 
last week of August, and by the first 
week in September the rut is under 
way. It is at its height in September 
and extends into October. 

The rams stay with the ewes until 
the lambing season begins around the 
first of February. Then the ewes go 
off alone into very rough country. 
After the lambs are old enough to be 
able to follow their mothers nicely, 
the ewes join up into small bands that 
often include immature rams. The ma- 
ture rams go off by themselves and 
stay apart from the ewes until the rut 
begins again. 

The gestation period is the same as 
that of domestic sheep—about five 
months. Indeed, all North American 
wild sheep will breed with the domes- 
tic variety. At one time in southwest- 
ern Arizona close to the Mexican 
border, a Mexican had a few domestic 
ewes, and the desert rams used to 
come down from the surrounding hills 
and impregnate them. Some of the 
sheep this old chap wound up with 
were about three-fourths bighorn. In 
areas where the wild sheep are very 
few, one of them will, on occasion, 
join up with a herd of domestic sheep 
for company. 


t’s not generally realized, but 100 

years or so ago, the desert South- 
west was one of the great sheep coun- 
tries of the world. In New Mexico, west 
Texas, Arizona, Nevada, southern Cali- 
fornia, Sonora, Lower California, and 
Chihuahua there are thousands of 
square miles of rough country suitable 
for sheep. The Spanish explorers of 
the Southwest saw many sheep, and 
so did the American pioneers. They 
were found in all the rugged hills and 
mountains, in canyons, on _ isolated 
buttes. My grandfather hunted sheep 
on Camelback Mountain in the suburbs 
of Phoenix, Arizona, back in the late 
1880's, and when I was a boy I found 
a weathered ram head near Hole-in- 
the-Rock a few miles from Phoenix. 

The season on sheep was: closed in 
Arizona and in most Southwestern 
states in the early 1900’s, but little 
attempt was made to protect them. 
They were quickly shot out of country 





into which one could get on horseback, 
and out of the lower mountains close 
to settlements. At one time sheep were 
plentiful in the Grand Canyon, and it 
is said that the crew that built the 
Bright Angel trail down to the Colo- 
rado River lived on sheep meat. They 
were regularly hunted for the market, 
and an extraordinarily large ram shot 
near Tucson and displayed in a butcher 
shop was supposed to have weighed, 
according to a newspaper account, 235 
pounds field dressed. 


ie areas where there’s little dew and 
not many water-bearing cacti, the 
sheep have to find another source of 
water in the hot summer months. 
When a band of them found it and 
came to drink, it was no great trick 
to shoot every one of them. So com- 
mon was this slaughter of sheep at 
waterholes that almost all springs and 
tanks in sheep country are surrounded 
by rock blinds where meat hunters 
used to lay in wait. At one of them, 
not far from Gila Bend, Arizona, the 
ground was littered with cartridge 
cases of every  description—from 
.45/70’s and .40/40’s through .30/06's 
to .30/30’s and .270’s. In the course 
of the years hundreds of sheep had 
been killed at that one waterhole. 

In many desert ranges the sheep 
were the only game animal, and pros- 
pectors who combed the mountains 
lived on them. This was particularly 
bad during the depression of the 1930's 
when the hills were full of amateur 
prospectors. In Mexico there was no 
law enforcement, and anyone who had 
a chance to shoot a sheep did so. All 
the fishermen carried rifles with them 
and shot sheep off the rocky headlands 
from boats. In the days when the 
Navajo Indians had to hunt with bows 
and arrows, there were many sheep in 
the mesa and canyon country of north- 
ern Arizona, but they didn’t last long 
once these hungry Indians got repeat- 
ing rifles. 

Plant growth is slow in this land of 
little rain and summer temperatures 
that go up to 130° in the shade, but 
cattlemen moved in to overgraze the 
country. In many areas there is little 
vegetation on the mountains, and the 
sheep have to come down from the 
hills late in the afternoon and during 
the cool hours of the morning to feed. 
Cattle overgrazed the valleys between 
the hills, and the sheep did without. 
Some ranges were overgrazed by do- 
mestic goats, and in others wild burros 
descended from stock abandoned by 
prospectors also used the ranges and 
kept the sheep away from water. 
Fences, highways, railroad tracks, and 
irrigation ditches interfered with the 
natural and necessary sheep migra- 
tions from range to range. Rivers that 
sheep depended on for water during 
the hot dry months were dammed and 
diverted for irrigation, and many 
streams that ran cool and clear the 
year around are now hot and arid sand 
beds most of the time. 

When I lived in Arizona I used to 
agitate for better protection of the 
sheep, for studies to determine limit- 


ing factors, and for occasional re- 
stricted hunts for mature rams under 
special permits to acquaint sportsmen | 
with the wonderful sport of sheep hunt- 
ing and to get them interested in sav- 
ing the unique animal. Mostly my 
agitation for the sheep simply gained 
me the reputation of being sort of a 
harmless nut, but since I have left the | 
state the game department has fol-| 
lowed the program I used to plead for. 

The first study of the desert sheep 
in Arizona was made in 1936 or 1937 
by A. A. Nichol, then of the University 
of Arizona, a good friend of mine and 
another sheep enthusiast. Since then, | 
other studies have been made, and| 
limited ram hunts have aroused much | 
sportsman interest. The Kofa and/| 
Cabeza Prieta Game Refuges were} 
established in Arizona in 1939 and also | 
the big Desert Game Range near Las} 
Vegas, Nevada. Sheep country ad-| 
jacent to the Hoover dam is patroled. 

The desert sheep have been saved | 
from extinction, and the population | 
within the preserves is now probably | 
up to the limit of the food supply. 
Much remains to be done, however— 
establishing herds in former sheep| 
country and reducing the domestic} 
stock in areas where they compete 
with sheep for food. 

To me, hunting the desert sheep is 
one of the world’s great sports. I love| 
the isolation of the sheep mountains, 
the dry purity of the air, the fantastic | 
vegetation, the sense of being com- 
pletely alone. The deserts of the South- 
west are harsh and hard. Just about 
everything wears thorns, and in the 
summer it is hot enough to fry a sala- 
mander. It’s no place for weak men 
or weak animals. 

I have never run across a smarter 
animal than an old Sonora ram that 
has been shot at by fishermen and 
prospectors and vaqueros and has sur- 
vived 10 or 12 years. He has eyes like 
an eagle and is as suspicious as a 
banker. Typically, he’ll see the hunter 
before the hunter sees him, and sud- 
denly the hunter is aware that a ram 
is on the skyline watching him, wild, 
free, lean, tough, and muscular. 

I have been outwitted by old rams 
on so many occasions that I hold them 
in the deepest respect. Once I had 
glassed a ram and made a long stalk 
and was about to come up over a ridge 
behind and above him when my clumsy 
foot misplaced a rock. Suddenly I be- 
came aware that the ram had come} 
up over the comb not 50 yards away | 
and was looking at me. As I raised 
my rifle he dived out of sight, ran 
under a cliff into a canyon, and I never 
got a shot. 





he black ram I mentioned earlier | 


was on a point just above me. He| 
heard me as I climbed up a little cliff | 
with the rifle strapped across my back. 
I scrambled up onto the point where 
he'd been lying, but he was nowhere | 
in sight. I had expected him to geod 
down into the canyon and climb out 
on the opposite side.

threaded with the wandering white 
lines of dry arroyos. The ocotillos 
were tipped with scarlet and the palo- 
verdes were masses of yellow bloom. 
Behind me a whitewing dove was giv- 
ing his deep-throated, melodious call. 

I waited. It grew warmer, and on 
the desert plain below me the mirage 
began to dance and shimmer. I began 
to wonder if the rams had turned out 
of the canyon or had bedded below me. 

Then, about 200 yards below in the 
canyon, a vague movement behind a 
bush—a movement almost as much 
sensed as seen—caught my attention. 
My good 8 x 30 glasses showed me it 
was a sheep. Then it moved again, and 
I made out the head and horns of a 
ram about five or six years old. Pres- 
ently he moved out into the open and 
stood browsing interminably. 

Once he stopped eating and gazed 
down into the plain below, and I finally 
made out a coyote slinking home from 
his night’s hunting. One moment there 
was but one ram, and then there were 
two. The other had somehow ap- 
proached from behind the brush and 
boulders across the narrow canyon 
from his partner. I could first only see 
his rump, but finally he moved and I 
got a look at his head. He was an old- 
timer, with heavy, close-curled horns 
broomed off wide and flat at the ends. 

I reached down, picked up my old 
.30/06, laid it over the boulder, and 
snuggled down behind it. Much to my 
disgust I was shaking a little, but I 
waited for the ram fever to pass. The 
ram fed behind more bush and boul- 
ders and I thought he would never 
come out. But finally he did, and stood 
there broadside, lithe and taut and 
muscular, his slender neck looking too 
thin and delicate to hold up those 
heavy horns. 

I put the intersection of the cross- 
wires low behind his shoulder, and 
when I completed the trigger squeeze 
and the rifle roared in the silent desert 
air, he disappeared as if the earth had 
been jerked out from under him. 


he younger ram stood still for one 

horrified moment and then came 
bounding up the canyon right toward 
me. I remained quiet behind my rock 
and he passed within a dozen feet. 
When he caught my scent he jumped 
sidewise about 10 feet, then ran down 
into the basin and up the other side. 
On the crest he stopped for one last 
look, but when I got to my feet he 
turned, and that was the last I saw of 
him. 

I carried the head and the back- 
straps down out of the canyon to camp, 
then returned for the rest.

of a map we’d used on our canoe trips, 
and a blurry snapshot of our campsite. 
He wrote that he’d have to wait until 
the lake froze in order for him to make 
a tie from our site to a known survey | 
point. We were sure that the snow 
would cover any landmarks’ we'd 
pointed out. 

A copy of the completed survey ar- 
rived in March. With blind faith in 
the surveyor, we forwarded it with our 
completed application. When we ar- 
rived at the lake the following July, 
we found that the surveyor had hit it | 
just right. However, the iron pipes 
and spruce posts marking the back 
corners of our 300-foot-deep lot were 
far out in the thick woods, and we 
thrashed about for quite a while be- 
fore locating them. 

We had spent the previous winter 
drawing up plans. I started out with 
the idea of building with logs, but 
soon abandoned that notion. The neces- 
sity for letting the logs season meant 
that I’d have to wait a year to start 
building. Besides, the notching and 
fitting that’s required in building with 
logs were clearly beyond my skill with 
ax and chisel. I’d had some part-time 
experience with construction work dur- 
ing my college years, some architec- 
tural training, and am, by necessity, a 
do-it-yourself builder around home. 
But this did not qualify me for wilder- 
ness log-cabin building. I revised my 
plans and sent for lumber prices. 


juggled dimensions that would give 

us at least the required 320 square 
feet, and ended up with a floor plan 
of 22 x 15 feet—-330 square feet. We 
had decided on one large unpartitioned 
room, plus a screened porch of 15 x 10 
feet. Because of our isolation, we didn’t 
anticipate much company. And in the 
unlikely event that we did have sleep- 
ing guests, we could always pitch our 
tent. I wanted to keep the cabin in- 
terior as open as possible to avoid the 
dark, closed-in feeling of many small 
cabins. 

The size was also influenced by the 
fact that every nail, board, and piece 
of roofing would have to be transported 
four miles across the water. To han- 
dle this situation, I’d built a 12-foot 
kit boat in the carport at home, and 
bought a secondhand five-horsepower 
motor. Paddling our building supplies 
across the lake, either in the canoe or 
on a raft behind, would hardly have 
been fun. 

If you wanted to be technical, per- 
haps you’d include the $180 total for 
boat and motor as part of the cabin’s | 
cost. We don’t figure it that way, how- | 
ever, for we plan to continue using the | 
combination for transportation and | 
fishing for quite a few years to come. |

in simply clearing the site. In addition, 
I was reluctant to fell any healthy tree. | 
I'd struggled too long with a bare sub- 
division lot at home not to have art

good trick to open a site for air and 

a view, as well as to discourage 
mosquitoes, is to “brush out” the sur- 
rounding trees first—that is, chop off 
all the branches up to any desired 
height. This makes so much difference 
that you can often leave many more 
standing than is first apparent. 

Working with an ax was slow, and 
my efforts were even more amateurish 
than I realized. A passing French- 
Canadian lumberjack grinned at the 
stumps I left and grunted (translated), 
“Beaver, eh?’’ The next day I bor- 
rowed a chain saw from a sympathetic 
friend at a trading post, and the felling | 
speeded up. 

Every tree I felled had to be 
trimmed, however, and the power saw 
was no help there. I set aside three 
large pine logs for use as floor beams, 
sorted out suitable timbers for inside 
supports and porch framing, cut up 
some for firewood, and then simply 
chopped up the rest for easy disposal. | 
The brush was piled as close to the 
lake as possible. These piles worried 
me, although I kept each one small, 
for they were fire hazards. But burn- 
ing them at this season was dangerous; 
they must either be burned on the ice 
during the winter, or in small doses on 
the beach when we can get a fire 
permit. 

After four days of cutting and clear- 
ing, I was ready for hammer and nails. 
Meanwhile my lumber was being cut 
to order at a sawmill across the lake, 
a “custom” job that was also a bar- 
gain. The mill owner had obligingly 
helped me estimate how much I need- 
ed, and had an operator run a piece 
through the saw and planer to let me 
see what I'd get. I was using 1 x 8-inch 
No. 4 white-pine shiplap for the siding, 
and it was to be left unplaned on the 
outside for a semblance of the rough- 
hewed look I wanted. I had to order 
this in eight-foot lengths. A 16-foot 
length would have meant less cutting, 
but the long water haul in my small 
boat dictated the more manageable 
dimension. For floor and roof, the 
same shiplap was planed on both sides, 
and the wall studs and floor joists 
were rough 2 x 4-inch and 2 x 6-inch 
No. 1 jackpine in 8 and 10-foot lengths. 
This added up to 3,410 board feet, 
which came to $352.82, delivered via a 
rough lumber road to a spot on the far 
shore of the lake. I transported the 
lumber across the four miles of lake 
with my homemade boat and 5-h.p. 
motor, usually very early in the morn- 
ing when the lake was apt to stay

| expected transportation help was on 
the way. 

Marian set about peeling the three 
pine logs I’d chosen for floor beams. 
She found that with a little encourage- 
ment from a drawknife, the bark came 
off almost as easily as a banana peel. 
She and Sandy had a contest to see 
who could get the largest strip off in- 
tact. Before they tired of their work, 
I gave them some smaller logs, to be 
used for inside columns and for porch 
framing. 

I was laying out the cabin dimen- 
sions on the cleared dome rock when 
we were startled by a hail from a boat 
on the lake. A neighbor from home, 
Hugh Cordier, his wife, his sturdy 14- 
year-old son, Gary, and a 15-year-old 
friend, Dan Armstrong, had pitched 
camp nearby. 

Hugh is head of the Department of 
Radio and Television at the University 
of Illinois. During the preceding 
winter we'd bent his ear with so much 
talk about our adopted area and what 
we were planning that he had to stop 
off on his way farther north and see 
for himself. And now he and his party 
generously offered to give us a big 
helping hand in transporting the lum- 
ber across the lake and in building. 

The extra help modified our building 
procedure and speeded up construction. 
The cabin, however, was designed as a 
one-man project and could have been 
built that way. Marian had said early 
in the planning, “I'll do the cooking 
and the daily chores, but pounding 
nails is not my idea of fun on a vaca- 
tion, even if you think so. I intend to 
| find a nice soft spot to sit while I cheer 
| you on.” She pretty much stuck to 
that. 

By the end of the first day’s work 
by my new crew, we’d made great 
progress. The three log floor beams, 
squared and leveled, rested on rock 
pilings at each end and in the middle. 
| The 2 x 6-inch floor joists were in 

place. These were spaced 16 inches 








| apart, and they overlapped one foot} 
The logs were notched | 
where necessary to level the joists. | 


The flooring, 1 x 8-inch shiplap nailed 
at 3-inch intervals, went down quickly, 
and we had an impromptu dance while 
Sandy played a tune on her flutelike 
recorder. 


Mc of our construction methods 
were standard, and tools were sim- 
ple: hammers, saws, plane, chisel, 
mallet, level, and screwdriver. We im- 


| provised such necessities as a miter 


box and ladders. 

The only way to get supplies and 
food was by “going to town,” and that 
was an all-day affair. If anything was 
overlooked, we simply had to do with- 





out awhile. The only supply casualty 


| during the building operation was a 


pane of glass shattered in one window. 
We bought the replacement on the 
next trip. 

We prefabricated the four walls on 
the floor one at a time, and raised 
them into place. The walls were 
double-plated at the top with 2 x 4’s 
for extra roof strength.

We got these at a bargain rate, for 
they were from broken lots. Across 
the front of the cabin I set a bank of 
three double-paned windows, each 
measuring 212 x 4 feet, for a simulated 
picture window. A_ smaller, single- 
pane window in the kitchen area, plus 
a double-pane window in the rear wall 
and a pair of them in the wall opposite 
from the porch, completed our window 
layout. The windows were hinged in- 
side at the top so that they could be 
swung in and hooked high up out of 
the way. The screening was simply 
tacked to the wooden strips that serve 
as window stops. 

The wide “barn’’ doors open directly 
onto the screened porch. We built the 
doors of 1 x 4-inch tongue-and-groove 
fir flooring stock. For a door sill, we 
rounded off a 1 x 4 with a hand plane. 
Utility rather than aesthetics dictated 
the door’s design. It’s four feet wide 
and has a double-Z brace, partially 
accounting for use of the word “barn” 
in describing the cabin. But no one 
denies that it admits plenty of light 
and air at that end of the room. 

The paint is a gaudy gas-station red 
We mixed 21% gallons of it with 14 of 
linseed oil and 114 of turpentine for a 
quick-penetrating seal and the effect of 
a stain. It was literally slapped onto 
the rough exterior. The color, jolting 
at first, was quickly approved by all 
and was called “picturesque.” The 
paint was free, the gift of a generous 
friend. 

Within two weeks from the time our 
reinforcements landed, with time off 
for rainy-day card games and several 
all-day fishing excursions, we were able 
to sleep under our roof, behind glassed 
and screened windows, and warmed by 
a not-quite-necessary fire in the heat- 
ing stove. 

Before we could sit down and enjoy 
the fruits of our labor, we had to have 
a place to sit.

hether or not you will like possum 
meat, you'll like it better cooked 
this way than by any other method. 
The animal can be skinned or it can be 
scalded in boiling water and the hair 
pulled or scraped away.
